NATURAL  GAS  EXPLODES  XI^Z.^".;  '° 

Packing  Plant  at  Fort   Wayne,  Ind.,   Is   Wrecked,  Venezuela. 

Four  Men  Being  Killed  and  Four 
Others  Injured. 


Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  Jan.  29.— Four  men 
were  killed,  one  fatally  and  three 
others  seriously  injured,  and  half  a 
score  others  more  or  less  severely  huii 
in  an  explosion  which  wrecked  a  large 
section  of  the  Eckart  Packing  com- 
pany's plant  at  7  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing:.

The  explosion  occurred  half  an  hour 
before   operations    had    begun    for   the 


day,  and  is  believed  to  have  been  due 
to  an  accumulation  of  natural  gas  m 
the  cellar  beneath  the  section  of  the 
factory  destroyed.  There  was  a  score 
of  men  at  work  In  the  several  depart- 
ments of  that  section  of  the  plant,  and 
scarcely  one  escaped  injury  of  soni':" 
sort.  The  force  of  the  explosion  was 
terrific,  completely  wrecking  a  section 
of  the  building  50  by  100  feet  and  two 
stories  in  height.  The  dead  and  in- 
jured were  buried  in  the  ruins,  and  the 
peril  of  those  yet  living  was  increased 
by  flames  following  the  explosion  and 
the  escape  of  large  (juantities  of  am- 
monia stored  in  the  baseiuent.  The  hre 
was  soon  extinguished  ami  the  work  oi 
rescue  began.  Foltz.  Matthews.  Miller 
and  Pipenbrink  were  dead  when  taker 
out.

J'ohn  Hassler  walked  out  of  the 
county  jail  this  noon  a  free  man.  He 
obtained  his  freedom  through  a  writ 
of  habeas  corpus,  the  argument  being 
heard  this  morning  befcne  Judge  Cant, 
in  district  court.  The  oider  granting 
his  release  was  signed  shortly  before 
noon. 

Alexander    Marshall,    who    appeared 
for  Hassler,  after  reciting  the  grounds 

on  which  the  petition  was  bailed,  liold- 
ing  that  his  detenticm  was  illegal  be- 
cause the  bond  for  his  appearance  in 
district  court  was  approved  by  Just- 
ice of  Peace  Lockve  s  court  in  Hibbmg. 
and  the  petitioner  was  discharged,  and 
because  the  sheriff  had  no  committ- 
ment, stated  to  the  court  that  Hassler 
was  an  unwilling  witness  before  the 
grand  jur.v  in  the  inve.stigation  thai  , 
was  made  by  that  body  relative  to 
gambling  in  the  range  towns.  He  as-  i 
.serted  that  the  suppiisilinn  is  that 
Hatslers  testimony  before  the  grand 
jury  angered  Justice  Leckve,  for  the 
reason  that  he,  immediately  following 
the  grand  jury  investigation,  tried  to 
erase  his  siganture  from  Hassler's  bond 
and  had  the  latter  rearrested  and 
brought  to  the  county  jail,  without  a 
hearing  of  any  kind. 

Mr.  Marshall  argued  that  after  the 
justice  of  peace  hacl  once  aj)proved  the 
bond  and  was  satisfied  that  the  .sureties 
were  sufficient,  and  after  proper  no- 
tices of  appeal  had  been  given,  the 
ca.se  was  then  out  of  the  justice's 
hands  and  under  the  iurisdlction  of  the 
district  court,  to  which  Hassler  ap- 
pealed, after  being  sentenced  for  hav- 
ing gambling  devices  In  his  pos.session. 
County  Attorney  McOlintock  did  not 
appear  at  the  habeas  corpus  proceed- 
ings, claiming  that  it  was  a  matter  that 
concerned  the  village  of  Hibbing  and 
he  did  not  care  to  mix  in  with  it.  The 
\illage  authorities  were  not  repre- 
sented at  the  healing,  although  an 
effort  was  made  this  riiorning  to  reach 
tht'm  by  long  distance  'jjhone.

William  KcKinley  olt 

St.  Paul. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Jan.  29.— Rev.  Dr. 
William  McKinley,  presiding  elder  '-f 
the  St.  Paul  Methodist  KpiscoK"^! 
district,  with  headquarters  at  St.  i'aul, 
Minn.,  was  here  Monday.  Dr.  M(  Km 
ley,  who  is  a  cousin  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent McKinley,  came  Kast  with  tht 
purpose  of  locating  the  grave  of  a 
brother  who  v.as  killed  during  the  civil 
war.  The  story  of  his  brother's  death, 
as  related  bv  him.  is  interesting. 

"I  came  Kast  for  the  first  time  'n 
many  years,"  s  iid  Dr.  McKinley,  "to 
renew  my  efforts  in  locating  the  grave 
of  mv  brother.

i  "He  was  a  member  of  the  First  Min- 
nesota regiment  of  infantry,  which  wa.-i 

j  mustered  into  service  at  the  very  on- 
ginning  of  tliC  war,  and  its  first  battle 
jtroved  his  last,  for  he  was  Killed  at  th  > 
tirst  battle  of  Bull  Run.  Upon  being 
appri.sed  of  his  death  I  went  to  Vir- 
ginia and  trit-d  to  locate  tin?  place 
where  he  was  buried,  but  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  our  deid  were  left  on  the 
Held  of  battle  and  buried  by  the  Con- 
fe<lerates  in  trenches,  I  came  to  be- 
lieve that  n>y  brother  had  been  dealt 
with  as  the  rest,  and  that  I  would  be 
unable  to  find  his  remains.  Later  on  all 
of  the  remains  of  the:e  soldiers  wete 
taken  up  and  reintened  in  the  na- 
tional cemetery  at  Arlington. 

"Only  a  short  time  ago.  though.  . 
met  an  old  comrade  of  my  brother.  He 
informed  me  that  the  latter  had  only 
been  mortally  wtninded  at  Bull  Run, 
and  that  he  liad  died  the  following  day 
at  Alex.andria.

The  aerial  ferry  bridge  within  a 
yeai  is  not  an  impossibility. 

This  niornirsg-  Alderman  Neff  ar- 
ranged a  conference  between  the  mu- 
nicipal bridge  commission,  and  L.  A. 
Cooney,  of  New  York,  chief  engineer 
of   the  John  A.   Roebling  company. 

Mr.  Cooney  outlined  a  plan  by  which 
the  work  could  be  taken  up  immedi- 
ately, and  If  the  permission  of  the  war 
depaitment   could    be    obtained,    mign 

be  carried  on  through  the  spring 
months  without  interfering  with  navi- 
gation through  the  ship  canal. 

He  said  that  the  bridge  could  be 
operating  early  in  the  summer,  and 
guaranteed  that  the  change  from  stiff- 
truss  to  steel  cable  construction  would 
not  injure  the  bridge  in  the  least. 

The  bridge  commission  was  so  fav- 
orably impressed  with  his  plan  for 
building  that  he  was  told  to  go  ahead 
and  prepare  detailed  plans  and  specifi- 
lions  and  the  city  would  postpone  all 
action  on  the  bridge  problem  until  he 
had  things  in  readiness,  providing  it 
did  not  take  too  long  to  arrange  the 
ineliminaries. 

Mr.  Cooney's  plan  is  very  similar  to 
that  first  propo.sed  when  the  bridge 
idea  was  taken  up  several  years  ago. 

He  proposes  to  erect  ma.ssive  but 
graceful  steel  pillars,  probably  200  feet 
iiigh  on  either  side  of  the  ship  canal. 
1  let  ween  these  pillars,  at  a  height  suf- 
ticienl  to  admit  the  passing  beneath  of 
largest  vessels.  He  would  build  a  sort 
of  .suspension  bridge,  consisting  of  a 
horizontal  platform,  supported  by 
strong  steel  cables,  stretched  between 
the  summits  of  the  pillars  on  the  shore. 

Ugon  this  would  l^e  several  tracks, 
over  which  would  roll  trucks  carrying 
Vertical  cables  attached  to  a  car  some 
twelve  feet  above  the  water.  The 
truck?  to  be  moved  between  pillars  by 
means  of  electricity. 

Mr.  Cooney  will  leave  for  New  York 
this  evening  to  complete  the  plans  and 
specifications. 

Alderman  Neff  has  been  in  correspon- 
dence with  him  for  some  time,  and  also 
with  M.  Arnodin,  of  ChateatJ  Neuf- 
Sur-Loire.  France,  the  iniventor  of  this 
style  of  bridge. 

The  city  officers,  at  the  conference 
this  moining.  were:  Mayor  Hugo, 
President  It.  H.  Haven  of  the  council: 
City  Attorney  Mitchell,  City  Engineer 
Patton  and  Aldermen  Neff  and  Trevil- 
lion  of  the  Fourth  ward. 

Mayoi  Hugo,  in  speaking  of  the  con- 
ference, said:  "Mr.  Cooney's  plan,  as 
he  explained  it  to  the  commission, 
seems  better  than  it  really  looks,  so  we 
have  decided  to  have  him  prepare 
ills  plans  in  detail  and  submit  them  as 
soon  as  possible."

Asked  In  Relation   to   Inter- 
national Money  Agreement 

Washington,  Jan.  29.— The  president  to- 
day sent  lo  congress  a  message  In  rela- 
tion to  the  currency  and  the  coinage  of 
the    Mexican    and    Chinese    governments 

aeeoinpanied  by  papers  from  the  repre- 
sentatives of  those  governments.  tie 
recommemled  legislation  which  would 
enable  the  government  of  the  I'nited 
States  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
posed   arrangement. 


County   Officials   Gener- 
ally Not  Seeking  High- 
er Salaries. 

Several  of  the  county  officials  of  St. 
l.*iuis  ct)unty  are  obje-cUng  vigorously  to 
the  impression  which  seems  to  have  gone 
abroad,  that  they  are  asking  for  raises  in 
salary.  The  impression  is  said  to  have 
come  about  through  the  disi)atcli  from  St. 
Paul  that  the  St.  Louis  county  delegation 
in  the  state  legislature  had  met  and  de- 
cided to  turn  down  bills  Increasing  county 

officers    salaries. 

County  Superintendent  of  Schools  A.  T. 
Park,  is  tne  only  officer  who  is  seeking 
a  raise  aiul  he  is  sal<i  to  be  in  St.  Paul 
lobbving  for  a  bill  placing  his  office  on 
the  same  pay  basis  as  the  other  county 
officers.  He  is  acting  alone  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  the  other  county  officers  wish  i., 
definitely  understooo  that  they  have  no.t 
yet  made  any  request  for  the  Duluth  dele- 
gation to  turn  down. 

Several  of  the  count?  officials,  includ- 
ing J.  V.  Johnson,  clerK  01  district  court; 
M.  C.  Palmer,  register  of  deeds;  and  O. 
Halden,  county  auditor,  have  lieen  in  St. 
Paul  since  the  legislature  opened,  but 
these  officials  were  down  to  attend  state 
meetings  of  other  county  oiflcers  in  the).- 
respective  classes  and  not  to  lobby  fur 
anv  salary  bill.  They  deny  that  in  a 
single  Instance  was  a  Duluth  legislator 
asked  to  consider  a  request  for  larger 
salaries.

Canton,  Ohio.  Jan.  29.— Judge  Ralph 
S.  Ambler  granted  David  S.  Thorns- 
berry  a  divorce  from  Helen  Thorns- 
berry  after  one  of  the  most  unique 
trials  in  the  history  of  Stark  county. 

Mrs.  Thornsberry,  the  defendant  in 
the  action,  took  the  stand.  Before  a 
court  room  crowded  with  women  and 
girls  she  retold  the  story  of  the  com- 
pact which  existed  between  her  and 
her  husband,  previous  to  their  mar- 
riage, and  whereby  marital  relations 
were  to  be  deferred  indefinitely.  Shortly 
after  their  marriage,  she  said".  Thorns- 
berry  attempted  to  violate  the  agree- 
ment, and  in  order  to  protect  hersei/ 
she  had  her  brother  buy  a  revolver. 
This  she  loaded  and  placed  under  ner 
pillow  and  had  constant  recourse  to  it 
in  order  to  compel  her  husband  to 
keep  faith  with  her. 

His  attentions  became  so  strenuous 
on  one  occasion  that  she.  at  the  point 
of  the  revolver,  chased  him  out  of  her 
apartment,  and  for  many  years,  while 
they  still  lived  together,  he  was  not 
allowed  to  enter  the  sacred  precincts 
of  her  rooms.  She  admitted  that  .Mie 
frequently  threatened  to  kill  him.  and 
that  by  only  such  threats  could  he  be 
compelled  to  cease  his  "annoyances." 

While  this  testimony  was  being  given 
the  hundred  or  more  ladies  and  girls 
in  the  court  room  almost  held  iheif 
breath.  The  only  sound  that  could  be 
heard  was  the  low  voice  of  the  woman 
as  she  recounted  her  woes. 

Mrs,  Thornsberry  denied  very  em- 
phatically that  there  was  anything  im- 
proper in  the  relations  between  her.self 
and  her  nephew,  Willie  Blair,  who 
lives  at  her  liome,  and  who  was  men- 
tioned as  co-respondent  in  the  case. 
She  stuck  to  her  story  with  a  woman's 
persistence  in  spite  of  the  searching 
questions  hurled  at  her  by  her  hus- 
band's attorneys.  During  the  wife's 
testimony  the  husband  sat  at  the 
counsel  table  making  half  inaudible  re- 
marks in  an  undertone,  and  showed 
great  excitement.  His  actions  during 
Blair's  testimony  were  the  same,  and 
occasionally  a  word  not  (^ompliInentary 
would  slip  from  between  his  tigiitly  set 
teeth. 

In  pa.ssing  upon  the  case  Judge- 
Ambler  .stated  that  the  charges  of  in- 
fidelity on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Thorns- 
berry could  not  be  sustained.  The  dl 
vorce,  however,  was  granted  on 
grounds  of  gross  neglect.  RefeiTing 
to  tlie  very  unusual  ccmditions  upi>n 
which  the  marriage  took  place,  i:he 
judge  said: 

"A  woman  who  enters  Into  the  mar- 
riage relation  after  extorting  such  a 
promise  from  her  husband  owes  to  him 
more  than  the  usual  devotion  and  con- 
sideration. It  is  certain  that  she  hi»« 
no  fight  to  lavish  her  affections  upon 
another.  Testimony  here  shows  that 
after  a  year  or  so  this  woman  -uit 
kissing  her  husband,  and  never  ren- 
dered him  this  wifely  tribute  after 
Blair  came  into  the  famil}\ 

"This  is  a  peculiar  case.  I  liave  con- 
cluded that  Thornsberry  has  been  both 
kind  and  Indulgent.  T  cannot  conceive 
of  a  more  d'scouraging  situation  for  a 
husband  to  be  placed  in.  I  think  the 
plaintiff  is  entitled  to  a  divorce  on 
the  grounds  of  cruelty  and  gross  ne- 
glect of  duty."

The  Last  of  the  Independ 
ent  Operators  Gives 
Testimony. 


Mr.  Taylor  presented  the  wage  state- 
ments of  his  contract  miners,  afler 
which  Mr.  Veith  was  recalled  and 
cross-examined  by  the  mlner.s'  counsel. 
The  witness  said  the  company  pays  its 
miner.s  $2.32  a  day.  He  did  not  con- 
sider minins  extremely  dangerous,  and 
that  many  accidents  are  due  to  neg- 
liKence  of  the  men  themselves.

Many  yachtsmen  who 
would  ordinarily  build  new  boats  fo  com- 
pete in  the  club  sailing  races  prefer  to 
watch  the  international  champions  from 
the  deck  of  a  big  steam  yacht,  where 
they  can  loll  in  comfort  and  have  ample 
facilities  for  entertaining  their  guests  in 
regal    style. 

Twenty-five  of  these  marine  pleasure 
palaces  are  now  in  ourse  of  construc- 
tion, giving  employment  to  several  thou- 
.sand  machinists,  ship  carpenters,  decor- 
ators and  other  -skiUea  artisans.  Twen- 
ty of  them  are  being  built  In  yards  in 
greater  New  York.

newspapers  in  Northern  Minnesota  are 
urging;  the  advisability  of  the  legisla- 
ture taking  some  action  at  its  present 
session  to  assist  in  securing  immigra- 
tion to  the  northern  portion  of  the 
state.  While  settlers  are  rushing  to 
the  Canadian  Northwest,  to  points  fa> 
distant  from  markets,  thousands  of 
acres  of  splendid  lands  in  Northern 
Minnesota  are  being  pas.sed  by.  The 
rush  to  the  more  distant  lands  is  un- 
doubtedly the  result  of  the  persistent 
advertising  and  booming  that  has  been 
done  by  interested  parties.  The  immi- 
gration department  of  the  Canadian 
government  is  spending  money  lavish^ 
to  impress  upon  prospective  settlers  the 
Inducements  offered  in  the  Canadian 
Northwest,  and  the  Canadian  Pacilic 
railway  and  various  land  companies 
are  doing  much  in  the  same  line  to 
attract  settlens.  A  similar  movement 
to  the  Southwest  is  the  result  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Harriman  railroad  sys- 
tems to  people  the  lands  along  their 
routes. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is  plain  that 
Minnesota  must  do  something  to  at- 
tract people  to  her  sparsely-settled  dis- 
tricts, or  they  will  all  go  to  the  other 
sections  that  are  putting  forth  special 
efforts  to  induce  settlement.  The  agri- 
cultural possibilities  of  Northern  Min- 
nesota and  the  opportunities  for  stock- 
raising  presented  in  this  section,  to- 
gether with  the  proximity  of  these 
lands  to  the  best  markets  in  the  world, 
should  be  set  forth  in  advertising 
matter  that  should  .show  the  superior 
advantages  of  these 'lands  over  any 
that  can  be  found  in  the  Canadian 
Northwest  or  in  any  other  sections 
south  of  the  international  boundary. 
The  benefits  that  Duluth  would  de- 
rive from  the  rapid  settlement  and  de- 
velopment of  the  vacant  lands  in 
Northern  Minnesota  can  not  be  over- 
estimated, and  the  St.  Louis  county 
delegation  should  take  a  leading  part 
in  the  movement  to  establish  a  state 
immigration  bureau.  If  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature  from  Northern 
Minnesota  and  other  sections  of  the 
state  that  need  more  settler.s  will  unite 
they  can  secure  an  appropriation  for 
an  immigration  bureau  that  would  do 
much  to  stem  the  tide  of  settlers  going

GROWTri  Of  THE  CnUxCH. 

Church  statistics  for  1902  show  a  sat- 
isfactory Increase  in  membership.  In 
spite  of  the  assertion  of  some  that  the 
church  has  been  losing  Its  hold.  Ac- 
cording to  the  report  of  Dr.  Henry  K. 
Carroll,  at  the  end  of  1902  there  wcie 
28,689,028  communicants,  a  gain  during 
the  year  of  405,743,  and  a  total  of  194,- 
116  churches,  an  increase  of  1261.  The 
Roman  Catholic  church  leads,  of 
course,  with  a  total  number  of  com- 
municants of  9,401,798.  Among  the  pro- 
at  testant  churches  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal church,  with  2,801,798,  shows  a 
gain  of  35,384,  and  the  Northern  Pres- 
byterians, with  1,024,196,  show  a  gain 
of  24,381;  the  Disciples  have  gained  27,- 
850  and  the  Episcopalians  16,35.5.  Tlie 
order  of  churches,  in  the  number  of 
communicants,  beginning  with  the 
Roman  Catholic  and  Nortliern  Metho- 
dists cite.d  above,  is  as  follows. 
I  Southern  Baptists,  1,702,324;  Colored 
i  Baptists,  1,615.321;  Southern  Metliodists, 
;  1.518,854;  Disciples,  1,207.377;  Northern 
Presbyterians,  1,024,190;  Northern  Bap- 
tists, 1,012,270;  Protestant  Episcopal, 
758,052;  African  Methodist.  278,354;  Con- 
gregational, 659,324;  Synodical  Luther- 
ans, 599,951;  African  Zion,  542,422.  All 
the  other  denominations  reported  fall 
below  400.000. 

The  Independent,  commenting  on  Dr. 
Carroll's  statement,  draws  two  con- 
clusions: "One  is  that  the  church  Is 
not  losing  its  hold  on  the  people,  as  i.= 
asserted  abundantly  by  those  who  wish 
it  so,  but  it  is  not  true.  The  percent- 
age of  communicants  is  even  gaining 
on  the  population.  The  influence  of  ine 
church  grows  stronger  and  stronger. 
We  see  it  in  all  reforms;  we  see  it  m 
I  the  constant  organization  of  new 
churches  and  the  building  always  of 
larger  and  finer  houses  of  worship.  Tiio 
other  conclusion  from  these  figures  l6 
a  lesson,  and  an  old  one.  It  is  that 
there  are  too  many  denominations,  and 
the  smaller  ones  ought  to  gravitate  to 
the  larger  ones,  and  the  larger  onea 
ought  to  gravitate  together.  This  is 
the  most  important  ecclesiastical  work 
of  the  next  decade  or  two."

The  prospects  of  anti-trust  legislation 
grow  beautifully  less  in  spite  of  the  as- 
surance given  the  president  by  the 
party  leaders  that  they  will  do  some- 
thing at  this  session.

New  York,  Jan.  29.— Since  the  Goulds 

took  up  iheir      residence      at  Georgian 

(-■curt,  Lakewood,  they  have  given  few 

eaierlainnients  in   their  city   residence, 

87o     Fifth     avenue.     For  days— in  fact 

ever  since   the   disastrous   fire  of  Jan. 

12,   which  destroyed  more  than  $100,000 

worth  of  rare  tapestries  and  paintings 

in    the    town    house — Mrs.     George    J. 

Gould  had  been  busy  night  and  day  s>u- 

peivising    the    minutest    details    of    the 
plans  for  Monday  night's  festivities. 

Last  March  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gould  de- 
cided to  have  the  main  ilojr  of  their 
residence  remodeled.  That  the  task 
was  of  considerable  magnitude  may  De 
judged  from  the  fact  that  an  entire 
room  of  the  period  of  Louis  XIV  was 
taken  from  an  old  palace  in  Frar^te — 
teilign,  woodwork,  mantels  and  wails, 
in  fact,  everything  but  the  lloor  being 
carefully  taken,  apart  and  shipped  to 
New  York  to  form  the  main  salon  of 
the  Gould  huus?.  The  prevailing  eltec- 
IS  French  oak  and  a  profusion  of  gold 
v.ork,  with  a  handsomely  painted  ceil- 
ing. 

The  room  immediately  adjacent  to 
ihi.^  and  which  forms  the  connecting 
link  between  the  front  salon  and  th^i 
dining  room,  was  also  brought  over 
from  France  in  sections  and  set  up 
here.  This  room  is  modeled  after  a 
rocrii  of  the  period  of  Louis  XVI.  which 
is  still  In  existence.  The  prevailing 
tone  IS  white  and  gold,  but  its  chief 
charm  lies  in  four  magnificent  Gobelin 
tapestries  of  enormous  value. 

The  )ii\y  window  on  the  Sixty-seventh 
street  side  of  this  room  has  been  em- 
bellished with  a  superb  Italian  marble 
buiiusirade,  behind  which  have  been  set 
highly  polished  mirrors  which,  under 
the  glitter  of  myriads  of  electric  ligiiis, 
furnish  a  brilliant  effect.  The  ceiling  of 
this  room,  brought  in  tact  from  France, 
is  dome  shape,  the  center  contiiining  an 
old  painting  of  great  worth. 

The  uiijing  room  immediately  beyond 
has  been  remodeled  after  the  period  of 
the  ilenaissance,  with  high  paneled 
v^ain.scoting.  surmounted  by  rare  and 
costly  tapestries.  One  of  the  features 
of  this  room  is  a  superb  carved  old 
st(me  mantelpiece  taken  from  a  conti- 
nental palace  and  which  is  of  great 
anti<iuity. 

Those  alterations  have  cost  between 
$3fK».000  and  $500,000.  Fifty  pieces  of 
tapestry  v.ere  used  in  the  decoration  of 
the  Gould  house,  most  of  which  belong 
to  Iht'  Goulds.  On  this  collection  a 
value  of  $750,000  is  placed.  Those  that 
were  lent  for  the  occasion  were  used 
in  i>art  to  hide  the  ravages  of  the  fire 
of  a  week  ago  and  to  conceal  the  wood- 
work of  the  gieat  :  aircase  which  was 
scorched  by  the  llames. 

On  Thursday  evening  last,  in  a  bower 
-if  orchids  and  rare  exotics,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  George  J.  Gould  gave  a  dinner  of 
105  covers,  followed  by  a  musicale.  The 
occasif)n  afforded  their  friends  an  op- 
portunity of  viewing  the  beauties  of 
their  remodeled  home,  and  of  examin- 
ing a  collection  of  valuable  tapestries 
and  paintings. 

Not  a  trace  of  the  fire  was  visible 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gould's  guests,  those 
portions  of  the  walls  which  had  been 
blackened  being  ct»vered  with  tapes- 
tries, while  huge  masses  and  batiks  of 
palms,  ferns,  lloweiing  shrubs  and 
orchids  in  great  silver  bowls  and  dishes 
were  placed  at  all  points  of  vantage.

Vancouver.  B.  C.  Jan.  2a.— Sir  Charles 
Jllbbert  Tupper,  who  won  his  title  for  hid 
Work  as  a  juriat  in  the  interests  ot  Can- 
ada at  the  sessions  of  the  Benng  st-u 
coinmi«soln  in  Paris,  hanuiing  the  case 
for  Canada,  in  speaking  oi  the  proposed 
commission  to  settle  the  boundary  ques- 
tion, taid  that  it  simply  meafii  that  the 
United  States  was  to  euchre  Canada  out 
of  her  rights.  He  said  further  that  Eng- 
land would  never  fight  the  United  States 
for  one  inch  of  Canadian  territory.  The 
L'nited  States  knew  this  and  was  sure  of 
her  ground  when  .she  arbitrated  with 
Great  Britain  ovtr  Canadian  rights.  The 
three  similar  arbitrations  proveJi  to  the 
world  that  she  knew  wiiat  she  was  do- 
ing. For  the  .^^ide  of  Great  Britain  there 
will  be  one.  and  perhaps  two  Kngiish- 
men  and  where  Canada  is  concerned  in 
an  arbitration  Englishmen  are  disposed 
to  lean  toward  the  L'nited  States  on  the 
other  hand.  American  jurists  on  an  ar- 
bitration commission  never  swerve  a 
hairbreadth  on  any  ground.  If  the  Eng- 
lish jurists  favor  the  Americans.

Cana- 
da loses,  for,  according  to  legal  proced- 
ure, the  ea.se  falls  to  the  ground  which 
leaves  the  Americana  in  possession  of 
the     disputed     territory.  The        United 

States  will  .''ay  'Canada  has  not  p»oved 
its  case  and  we  have  the  territor\i'  so 
the  United  States  will  doubtless  win  in 
any  event."

The  scar- 
city of  the  lower  grades  usually  sought 
for  pipe  work  has  led  to  buying  of  in- 
termediate grades  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  one  hundred  thousand  tons  now 
under  inquiry  is  reported  to  be  No.  3, 
with  a  less  tonnage  of  No.  2  foundry  and 
No.  2  soft.  It  is  understood  that  over 
li,<)00  tons  of  the  three  grades  named 
has  been  placed  with  one  seller.  Gray 
forge  for  early  shipment  is  very  scarce 
and  a  recent  order  for  two  thon.'^and 
tons  could  not  be  micd.  At  |17.5o  Bir- 
mingham for  the  second  half  it  is  consid- 
ered too  high  by  the  leading  buyers,  and 
these  recent  inquiries  have  resulted  ir. 
nothing.  In  general,  iron  buying  has 
been  light  in  the  past  week  and  there 
is  no  indication  of  an  early  change  in 
the  attitude  of  buyers.  Freight  block- 
ades south  of  the  Ohio  river,  have  been 
a  retarding  influence,  and  the  coke  trou- 
bles of  northern  furnaces,  while  an  old 
subject,  are  .still  the  dominant  feature  of 
the  situation  in  the  Central  West.  When 
the  added  cost  of  irregular  working, 
and  of  coke  under  the  high-priced  con- 
tracts of  l!.ie.  is  figured  and  account 
taken  of  the  probable  advance  in  Lake 
Superior  nron  ores,  furnaces  are  not  dis- 
posed to  press  the  matter  of  contract 
for  the  latter  part  of  the  ye.vr.  Both 
furnacemen  and  foundrymen  are  con- 
cerned over  the  higli  level  of  labor  and 
material  cost,  and  a  further  f>I<='ment  that 
enjoins  caution  is  the  large  advance  In- 
sisted upon  the  bituminous  miners. 
The  foreign  situation  both  in  pig  iron 
and  billets  is  a  waiting  one.  Billets  are 
firmer  in  the  Central  West  and  stronger 
ocean  freights  have  advanced  the  price 
for  the  German  product  twenty-eight  dol- 
lars at  New  York,  being  now  asked.

It  will  occupy  a  corner  lot  at  Four- 
teenth uverjue  east  and  Second  sueet, 
oc<upying  ground  space  thirty-four  by 
seventy  fejt. 

While  In  process  of  erection  the  pres- 
ent fire  liall  will  have  to  be  used,  so  it 

will  be  necessary  to  move  It  off  to  one 
side,   temporarily. 

The  interior  of  the  building  is  where 
the  line  work  is  expected,  li  will  bv, 
made  e.'>pecial!y  modern  in  regard  to 
sanitary  and  hitching  e<iuipnient. 

There  v.ill  be  five  stalls  lor  horses 
ar>  1  the  old  wooden  fioors  will  be  re- 
placed by  stall  lloors  or'  vitrified  brick, 
the  same  materially  with  which  Su- 
perior street  is  paved. 

The  natural  slipijerness  of  this  pav- 
ing will  i:c  eliminated  I'y  filling  in  the 
crevices  with  asphalt  instead  of  cement, 
as  on  Superior  street. 

The  stalls  will  drain  from  the  center 
instead  of  the  tear,  and  tlie  draining 
sl<«|e  toward  this  center  drain  is  so 
hiighi  as  to  he  scarcely  noticeable. 

L'ljder  the  stalde.s  the  space  will  be 
filled  up  Folid  with  rci-k  and  with  anti- 
cej'tifally  T?eated  cement  o  ntop.  so  as 
to  avfid  all  posslbiiiiy  of  stench  or 
Uisea.se.

STAMPING_IT  OUT. 

Smallpox  Disappearing  From 
Town  of  Gordon,  Wis. 

Smallpox  which  was  raging  in  the 
town  of  Gordon,  in  Doug  as  county, 
Wis.,  is  being  eradicated.  But  one  new 
case  has  developed  in  the  i>ast  two 
weeks.  One  of  the  town  sui)ervisoiS 
said  in  f^uperior  yesterday: 

"1  think  smallpox  is  now  well  under 
control,  and  there  is  no  further  cause 
of  alarm.  All  of  the  camps  where  the 
disease  is  located  have  been  thoroughly 
ciuarantined.  while  every  camp  and 
hoiKse  has  been  fumigated.  We  have 
used  about  three  barrels  of  sulphur  in 
the  work. 

'I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any 
further  danger  from  the  lumber  camps, 
although  a  close  watch  of  them  will 
have  to  be  kept  for  some  time.  Con- 
sidering the  extent  of  the  disease,  be 
fore  vigorous  action  was  taken,  I  think 
that  one  case  in  two  weeks  is  a  ver; 
good  record.  Dr.  Johnson,  of  Lake  Ne- 
i»agamon.  has  charge  of  the  work  un- 
der the  health  officer,  and  visits  th? 
camps  each  day.  The  men  in  tne 
camps.  an(i  the  owners,  are  c<i-operat- 
ing  with  us  iii  the  effurt  to  stamp  out 
the  disease." 


Verdict  of  Guilty  In  Coun- 
terfeiting Case  at 
St.  Paul. 

St.  Paul.  Jan.  29.— The  case  of  Eugene 
A.  Bryant,  charged  with  counterfeiting, 
went  to  the  jury  at  noon  yesterday, 
and  late  in  the  afternoon  a  verdict  of 
guilty  was  returned. 

liryant  was  jointly  indicted  with  E  J 
ward  Brown  for  couaiterfeiting.  Tlie 
men  were  arreste.l  Aug.  19,  at  theii 
home,  1143  Itandolph  street.  A  com- 
plete counterfeiting  plant  \\as  discov- 
ered in  tlie  attic  of  the  house. 

The  men  demanded  separate  trials;, 
and  Bryant  was  tried  first.

Brown  uas  tried  last  week  and  found 
guilty.  He  is  now  awaiting  sentence 
from  Judge  Lochren. 

The  arrest  of  the  men  vas  caused 
primarily  by  feelings  of  revenge  on 
the  part  of  a  jealuus  mother-in-law. 

Mrs.  Mitchell,  mother-in-law  of 
Brown,  became  angered  at  Brown  be- 
cause of  his  treatment  (*f  her  daughter. 
This  was  testitied  to  in  the  Brown  trial. 
A  quarrel  also  arii.«e  between  Brown 
and  Bryant  and  siil>.sequently  between 
Mrs.  Mitchell  and  iwyant.  Olive  Ray, 
a  little  girl  boardin.;  at  the  place  with 
Mrs.  Mitchell,  was  Infcrmed  of  hew 
things  were  going  on  and  she  told  her 
parents.  They  notitie<l  the  authorities. 
Mrs.  Alitchell  wa.s  the  star  witness  for 
the  government.

It  is  believed  that  the  Keystone  block 
will  be  rebuilt  substantially  as  it  was 
before  tlie  fire,  the  owners  being  ex- 
pected in  Wrsi  Superior  today  or  to- 
morrow to  lool<  into  the  matter  and 
make  such  arrangements  as  they  may 
decide  on.  The  Keystone  block  is  sai^ 
to  have  paid  more  than  the  average 
rate  on  the  investment  and  for  thPt 
reason  a  new  biulding  on  the  same  site 
will  be  a  profitable  investment. 

The  citizens  of  West  Superior  are 
protesting  vigorously  on  the  water  ser- 
vice during  the  night  of  the  fire.

Paris,  Jan.  30.— The  foreign  office  here 
received  today  len&lhy  official  advices 
pving  details  of  the  rejection  by  the 
twllies  ol  the  proposal  that  France  and 
other  countries  receive  equal  treatment 
tn  the  Venezuelan  settlement.  The 
French  officials  had  not  doubted  that 
equal  treatment  would  be  recognizea, 
a-nd  this  unexpected  turn  of  events  had 
caused  much  surprise  and  concein. 
For  the  nresent  it  does  not  appear  to 
be  the  i>uri>o.se  of  the  French  author- 
ities to  assume  an  imperative  position, 
but  rather  st'i  forth  what  they  regard 
as  the  manifest  equities  of  the  French 
position  at  the  view  to  induce  its 
further  consideration  and  acceptance. 
After  conferring  with  tnose  in  chief 
authority,  ani  oftitial  said  that  tiie 
French  position  is  based  on  two  essen- 
tial principles: 

Tlie  first  i.s  that  a  pacific  settlement 
between  two  sovereign  nations  is  en- 
titled at  least  to  etiual  treatment  with 
ft  war  settlement.  If  not  a  precedent 
•would  be  established,  the  officials  say, 
Whicn  would  be  an  irx-entive  to  war,  n.s 
coruntries  first  adopting  rorce  in  the 
colleiticn  of  claims  would  have  superior 
rights  to  those  observing  the  usual  pa- 
cific means  of  settlement.  The  view  is 
Btronglj  held  here  that  the  Tnited 
etatLS.  France  and  Belgium  are  in 
effect  pacific  allies,  as  they  did  not  re- 
sort to  force  jigainst  Venezuela.  It  is 
Jnsinsied  that  the  present  attitude  of 
the  allies  tenils  not  only  to  prejudice 
the  rights  of  the  paciltc  allies,  but  also 
establishes  the  dangerous  principle  that 
a  resort  to  war  is  preferable  to  efforts 
to  maintain  peace. 

TJie  second  principle  of  the  French 
position  Is  that  the  France-Venezue.an 
pettlement  is  in  the  form  of  a  treaty 
which  entitles  it  to  international  recog- 
nition. This  was  formally  executed 
prior  to  the  adoT^tion  of  force  by  tne 
allies,  and  while  Venezuela  retained 
full  independence  In  the  Aercise  of  her 
Bovereign  light  to  make  a  treaty. 
Theiefore  it  is  maintained  that  this  an- 
tedates right.s  arising  from  a  resort  to 
force.  It  is  not  insisted,  however,  that 
this  prior  treaty  settlement  entitles 
France  to  priority  in  the  division  of 
the  customs  receipts,  as  the  official"* 
hold  that  all  the  powers  having  claims 
Bhould  receive  equal  treatment.  It  was 
at  lust  supposed  that  Great  Britain, 
Germany  and  Italy  favored  this  view, 
and  that  the  opposition  came  from  the 
personal  attitude  of  their  represemtn- 
tlve^.  But  the  latest  advices  indicate 
the  sympathetic  attitude  of  the  British 
ambas.sador  at  Washington.  Sir  Michael 
^ei  bert.  the  (Jerman  charge  daffains. 
Count  Von  yuadt.  and  the  Italian  am- 
bassador.  Signor  Mayor  Des  Planchea, 

<\ho  are  restricted  by  their  Instruc- 
tions. Full  recognition  Is  given  of  the 
evident  fairness  of  Minister  Bower*. 
The    subject    is   receiving   careful    con- 

sideriition,   and   there  probably   will   be 

further  negotiations  toward  the  presen- 
tation and  acceptance  of  the  foregoing 
principles. 

STATEHOOD 


"Washington,  Jan.  SO.— No  oaswcr  yet 
has  come  from  the  allied  powers  to  Mr 
Bowen's    last    proposition.      The    British 

Ambassador  gent  a  long  cablegram  to 
Lord  Lansdowne  yesterday,  stating  what 
might  be  expected  In  case  Great  Britain 
and  her  allies  insisted  on  the  preferential 
treatment  for  the  blockading  powers.  The 
text  of  the  cablegram  cannot  be  pub- 
lished, but  it  informed  the  foreign  office 
that  Mr.  Bowen,  in  the  event  of  the  re- 
fusal of  hl.-^  proposition,  would  call  upon 
the  representatives  of  the  other  claimant 
powers  in  Washington  and  state  to  them 
that  Venezuela  wag  being  forced  by  the 
triple  alliance  to  yield  to  a  plan  which 
would  affect  seriously  the  interests  of 
France,  Belgium,  Norway  and  Sweden, 
Spain,  Denmark,  Holland  and  the  United 
States. 

When  this  step  is  taken  It  Is  expected 
that  Fr.ance  will  make  representations 
at  once  to  London,  Berlin  and  Rome,  pro- 
testing against  any  Interference  with  the 
previous  arrangement  she  has  made  with 
Venezuela  for  the  settlement  of  claims 
F'raiice  may  be  joined  in  this  protest  bj 
the  other  claimant  nations. 


There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
French  government  has  already  sounded 
thi  United  States  government  to  learn 
how  naic*  in  common  there  may  be  be- 
tween tholr  interests  in  Venezuela.  It  is 
ijuld  that  there  is  strong  resemblance 
between    the   claims   of   the    tw^o   nations; 

fterhapfl  enough  to  link  them  together 
n  resistance  to  any  policy  on  the  part 
of  the  allies  which  would  tend  to  de- 
stroy   or   impair    their    Interests. 

For  Instance,  the  United  States,  through 
a  regular  tribunal,  the  Venezuelan  claims 
commis-.on,  has  secured  judgment 
against  Venezuela  for  a  considerahie 
sum  of  money  which  V^enezuela  had  been 
paying  In  Installments.  Recently  these 
payments  have  been  delayed  and  as  the 
money  comes  in  large  part  froA  the 
Venezuelan  customs.,  the  I'nited  States 
may  have  very  good  legal  right  to  protect 
against  any  conduct  on  the  uart  of  the 
allies  w^hich  will  prevent  Its  ilebtor  from 
meeting  its  obligations  to  the  United 
States.  France,  by  treaty  and  negotia- 
tions has  secured  what  amounts  to  a 
judgment  against  Venezuf-la  andi  she 
claims  that  her  debtor  must  not  be  de- 
stroyed nor  Venezuela's  means  of  meet- 
ing her  payments  to  Fl-ances  impaired 
as  will  be  the  case  by  the  adoption  of 
the  preferential  treatment  demanded  by 
the  allies.  These  considerations  are  tend- 
ing to  draw  France  and  the  United 
States  together  in  a  policy  that  Is  like- 
ly to  take  issue  with  that  of  the  allies.

I  earnings  of  the  contract  miners  at  the 
i  Reading  conipany's  Bear   Ridge,   Good 
Spring,    Kohinoor,   Potts,   Draper,     In- 
dian Ridge,  Preston  No.  3,  Richardson 
and  Turkey  Run  collieries.  These  men 
were  selected  by  the  commission  from 
the  thirtjfrseven  collieries  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  preparing  a    wage   statement. 
The  statemertt  shows  that  twenty-four 
men    who    worked   an    average    of    26.^ 
shifts   during   1?01,   earned   $1000       and 
over;  thirty-two  worked  254  and  earned 
from  $900  to  $1000;  forty-six  worked  249 
and  earned  from  $bOO  to  $900;   eighty-

terests in  quarters  external  to  the  Am- 
erican contin^ntX  "Not  to  evade  the 
rights  of  any  American  state  Is  to  the 
United  St.ates  an  obligation  with  the  force 
of  law.  To  permit  no  European  state  to 
lnf!u<-nee  them  is  a  matter  of  policy. 
The  Tnited  States  Is  Inevitably  the  pre- 
ponderant American  power,  but  she  does 
not  to  aspire  to  be  p.-iramoiint.  She  does 
not  find  the  true  compliment  of  the  Mon- 
roe doctrine  in  an  undefined  control  over 
American  states,  exercised  by  her  and 
denied  to  Europe.

Chief  Justice  Start  filed  a  decision  in 
the  supreme  court  today  in  the  Jasper 
— "Y"  case.  Previously  It  had  been 
held  that  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission  had  the  right  to  order  that 
a  "Y"  be  put  in  where  two  main  tracks 
crossed. 

At  Jasper,  a  spur  track  had  been

The  chief  Justice  holds  with  the  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commission  and 
directs  a  peremptory  mandamus  in 
accordance  with  the  ruling  of  the  lower 
court. 


May  Be    Made  In    Rail- 
road Time  By  Deep 
Tunnel. 

New  York,  Jan.  30.— Great  gains  may  be 
nadc  in  running  time  by  a  new  project  to 
tonstruct  a  tunnel  which  is  to  connect 
me  systems  <rf  the  New  York  Central 
ind  Pennsylvania  railroads.  ^Vhlle  this 
tunnel  may  not  be  built  for  at  least  two 
years.  It  is  understood  that  the  two 
roads  have  agreed  on  the  plan,  although 
no    official    statement    has    been    Issued. 

At  one  point  the  tunnel  will  reach  a 
depth  of  100  feet  beneath  the  street  sur- 
face. One  of  the  great  advantages  to 
be  gained  Ijcm  the  tunnel  will  be  In  a 
lessening  oT  the  running  time  between 
Boston  and  Washington  by  nearly  three 
hours.  Gains  In  transit  will  thus  be 
made  between  all  points  In  the  New 
England  states  and  the  South.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  30.— (Special  .o  The 
Herald.) — The  senate  this  morning 
turned  down  Senator  Wilson's  resolu- 
tion for  free  trade  with  Canada  and 
passed  the  capltol  bill  with  an  amend- 
ment requiring  the  completion  of  the 
work  by  Jan.  1,  1905.  The  "Wilson 
resolution  called  for  a  long  debate  and 
took  up  most  of  the  morning.  It  was 
called  up  at  the  opening  by  its  author, 
who  moved  its  adoption. 

Senator  Cole,  of  Otter  Tail,  offered 
an  amendment  to  it,  providing  that  it 
should  apply  only  to  logs,  lumber  and 
agricultural    implements. 

Seantor  Thorpe  had  been  expected  to 
take  a  leading  part  fn  the  argument 
against  the  resolution,  but  he  was 
away,  and  a  suggestion  was  made  that 
it  be  put  over  until  he  came  back.  To 
this  Senator  Wilson  objected  strenu- 
ously, and  a  motion  to  postpone  con- 
sideration of  it  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
23  for  and  31  against. 

In  discussing  the  bill.  Senator  Cole 
said  that  he  believed  in  reciprocity, 
but  he  objected  to  taking  the  tariff  iff 
wheat,  which  is  practically  what  the 
resolution  means.  The  tariff  is  the 
only  protection  the  farmer  has,  and 
it  might  be  as  stated  that  the  price 
of  wheat  is  fixed  in  Liverpool,  but  it 
often  happened  that  wheat  was  several 
cents  cheaper  in  Canada  than  it  was 
in  the  United  States. 

Senator  Dale,  of  Lac  Qui  Parle,  s?id 
that,  as  a  representative  of  an  agri- 
cultural district,  he  feared  competi- 
tion with  the  unlimited  agricultural 
possibilities  of  Canada,  where  they  are 
raising  a  higher  grade  of  wheat  on 
cheaper  land  than  they  do  here.

Paris,  Jan.  r.O.— The  foreign  office  here 
teeeived  today  lengthy  otficial  advioes 
giving  details  of  the  rejection  by  the 
tallies  ol  the  proposal  that  France  and 
©ther  countries  receive  ecjual  treatment 
In  the  Venezuelan  settlement.  The 
French  officials  had  not  doubted  that 
equal  treatment  would  be  recognizea, 
aoi  this  unexpected  turn  of  events  had 
caused  much  surprise  and  conceiu. 
For  the  nrescnt  it  does  not  appear  to 
be  Ihc  J. urpo.se  of  the  French  author- 
Jlies  to  a.ssumt-  an  imperative  position, 
but  rather  s-  t  forth  what  they  regard 
as  the  manifest  etjuities  of  the  Frencn 
position  at  the  view  to  induce  Us 
further  consideration  and  acceptance. 
After  conferring  with  tnose  in  chief 
tiuthority,  am  ulHcial  said  that  the 
FrencJi  pu.sifion  is  based  on  two  essexi- 
tiai  principles: 

Tlic  first  i.s  that  a  pacific  settlement 
between  two  sovereign  nations  is  en- 
titled at  least  to  eviUiU  treatment  with 
ft  war  settlement.  If  not  a  precedent 
•would  be  established,  the  officials  say, 
ivhicU  would  be  an  im^enlive  to  war,  as 
coruntries  first  adopting  force  in  the 
colic,  ilon  of  claims  would  have  superior 
fights  to  those  observing  the  usual  pa- 
cific means  of  settlement.  The  view  is 
Btronglj  held  here  that  the  Tniled 
States.  France  and  Belgium  are  in 
effect  pacific  allies,  as  they  did  not  re- 
port I'l  foree  against  Venezuela.  It  is 
insinsicd  that  the  present  attitude  of 
the  allies  teiiils  not  only  to  prejudice 
the  rights  of  the  pacilk-  allies,  but  also 
establishes  the  dangerous  princijile  that 
U  resort  to  war  is  preferable  to  efforts 
to  maintain  peace. 

The  .second  principle  of  the  French 
position  is  that  the  France- Venezuelan 
settlement  is  in  the  form  t>f  a  treaty 
which  entitles  it  to  international  recog- 
jiltion.  Thl:-!  was  formally  executed 
prior  to  the  adoi^tior*  of  force  by  tne 
B-liies.  and  while  Venezuela  retained 
full  independence  in  the  Aerci.se  of  her 
Bovereign  right  to  make  a  treaty. 
Theiefore  it  is  maintained  that  this  an- 
tedates right."'  arising  fronj  a  resort  to 
foice.  It  is  not  insisted,  however,  that 
this  prior  treaty  settlement  entitles 
France  to  priority  in  the  division  of 
the  customs  receipts,  as  the  officials 
hold  that  all  the  powers  having  claims 
should  receive  enual  treatment.  It  was 
at  lirst  suppo.sed  that  tJreat  Britain, 
Germany  and  Italy  favored  this  view, 
and  that  the  ojiposition  came  from  the 
personal  attitude  of  their  rei>ieseii>t:i- 
tlves.  But  the  latest  advices  indicate 
the  svmpatlieti*-  attitude  of  the  British 
ambas.sador  at  Washington,  Sir  Michael 
JIeri>crt.  the  German  charge  d'alfairt  s, 
Cou?it  Vt>n  yuadt.  and  the  Italian  am- 
bassador. Signor  Mayor  Des  IManchcs, 
%vho  are  restricted  by  their  instruc- 
tions. Full  reeognition  is  given  of  the 
evident  fairness  of  Minister  Boweii. 
The  subjiHt  is  receiving  careful  con- 
sideration, and  there  probably  will  be 
further  negotiations  toward  the  presen- 
tation and  acceptance 
principles.

Ambassador  gent  a  long  cablegram  to 
Ijord  Lansdowne  yesterday,  stating  what 
might  be  expected  In  case  Great  Britain 
and  her  allies  Insisted  on  the  preferential 
treatment  for  the  blockading  powers.  The 
text  of  tlie  cablegram  cannot  be  pub- 
lished, but  it  informed  the  foreign  office 
that  Mr.  Bowen,  in  the  event  of  the  re- 
fusal of  his  proposition,  would  call  upon 
the  representaiivcB  of  the  other  claimant 
powers  iu  Washington  and  state  to  them 
that  Venezuela  was  being  forced  by  the 
triple  alliance  to  yield  to  a  plan  which 
would  affect  seriously  the  interests  of 
France,  Belsiuin,  Norway  and  Sweden, 
Spain,  Denmark,  Holland  and  the  United

When  this  step  is  taken  It  Is  expected 
that  France  will  make  representations 
at  once  to  London,  Berlin  and  Rome,  i»ro- 
testing  against  any  interference  with  tiie 
previous  arrangement  she  has  made  witli 
Venezuela  for  the  settlement  of  claims 
F'raiice  may  be  joined  in  this  protest  bj 
the  other  claimant  nations. 


There  Is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
French  government  has  already  sounded 

thj  United  States  government  to  learn 
how  inucfc  in  common  there  may  be  be- 
tween thrir  interests  in  Venezuela.  It  is 
said  that  there  is  strong  resemblance 
between  the  claims  of  the  two  nations; 
perhaps  enough  to  link  them  together 
In  resistance  to  any  policy  on  the  part 
of  the  allies  which  would  tend  to  de- 
stroy   or    impair    their    Interests. 

For  Instance,  the  United  States,  through 
a  regular  tribunal,  tho  Venezuelan  clalmo 
commls-.on,        has        secured       judgment 

against  Venezuela  for  a  considerat^le 
sum  of  money  which  Venezuela  had  been 
paying  in  installments.  Recently  these 
payments  have  been  delayed  and  as  the 
money  comes  in  large  part  from  the 
Venezuelan  customs,  the  United  States 
may  have  very  good  legal  right  to  protect 
against  any  conduct  on  the  nart  of  the 
allies  which  will  prevent  its  debtor  from 
meeting  its  obligations  to  the  United 
States.  France,  by  treaty  and  negotia- 
tions   has    secured    what    amounts    to    a 

judgment  against  Venezuf^la  and  siie 
claims  that  her  debtor  must  not  be  de- 
stroyed nor  Venezuela's  means  of  meet- 
ing her  payments  to  Frances  impaired 
as  will  be  the  case  by  the  adoption  of 
the  preferential  treatment  demanded  l)y 
the  allies.  These  considerations  are  tend- 
ing to  draw  Franco  and  the  Untte<1 
States  tofiether  in  a  polley  that  is  like- 
Iv  to  take  issue  with  that  of  the  allies.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  30.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  supreme  court  banded 
down  a  decision  today  in  the  contested 
will  of  Harvey  Scott,  of  Rice  county. 
Scott,  in  his  w  ill,  directed,  among  other 
things,  that  the  residue  of  his  estate, 
amounting  to  several  thousand  dol- 
lars in  cash  be  destroyed  after  other 
bequests  bad  been  made. 

In  a  former  will  it  was  directed  that 
the  residue  of  the  estate  go  to  Rice 
county. 

The  supi^me  court  decides  that  the 
provision  relating  to  the  destroying  of 
the  residue  of  the  estate  is  null  aiid 
void,  but  holds  that  Rice  county  i.->  not 
entitled  to  anything  under  the  will  as 
last   drawn. 

Chief  Justice  Start  filed  a  decision  in 
the  supreme  court  today  in  the  Jasper 
— "Y"  case.  Previously  it  had  been 
held  that  the  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission  had  the  right  to  order  that 
a  "Y"  be  put  in  where  two  main  tracks 
crossed. 

At  Jasper,  a  spur  track  had  been 
run  from  the  main  line  of  the  Wlllmar 
&  Sioux  Falls  company  to  a 
quarry.  The  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission  ordered  the  company  to

Within  a  week  after  young 
Thomas  began  his  visits  Dr.  Porter  left 
the  young  cauple  one  evening  and  an- 
nounced that  he  would  never  return. 
He  wat-  f<mnd  the  next  morning  with 
his  throat  cut.  Harold  Thomas  then 
married  Mrs.  Porter,  and  this  grieved 
his  father.

Business  of  Some  Local 
Houses  Is  Consider- 
ably Affected. 

Nine  railroads  operating'  to  the  East 
via  Chicago  have  sent  notices  to  the 
Duluth  freight  men  notifying  them  to 
decline  carload  shipments  through  to 
Eastern  points,  excepting  for  commo- 
dities which  are  public  necessities,  like 
provisions,  or  shipments  of  live  stock, 
which  humanity  requires  be  given  a 
hurried  shipment. 

The  list  of  railroads  which  will  take 
no  freight  other  than  live  stock,  sup- 
plies and  perishables  and  in  one  or 
two  cases  grain  shipped  to  stated 
points  is: 

The  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  Cleveland, 
Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis,  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  Chicago 
Belt  line,  Erie,  Grank  Trunk,  Michigan 
Central,  New  York  Central  &  Hudson 
river  and  the  Pennsylvania  lines. 

While  the  greater  part  of  the  ship- 
ping   business    of    Duluth    is    Western, 
there  is  a  great  volume  of  freight  with 
Eastern    destinations.      It    is    not    as 
serious  with  Duluth  as  it  might  be  with 
the   Twin   Cities   or   St.   Louis,    for   in- 
stance, or  Kansas  City  or  Omaha,  but 
it    is    being   felt,    and    orders    for   cars 
from   local   business   houses   are  being 
turned  down  every  day  in  large  num- 
bers,  and  some   of   the  agents  are  be- 
coming  disgusted   over   the    forced   re- 
linquishment of  so  much  biislness. 
The  list  of  roads  which  will  not  accept 
shipments  East  Is  growing  larger  at  a 
rapid   rate.     The   number   of  commodi- 
ties which  will  be  accepted  are  becom- 
ing fewer  ar*d  unless  some  relief  can  be 
procured,   the  railroad  men  are  begin- 
ning   To    be    afraid    of   a    big    tieup    all 
over    the    Western    country    until     the 
ni'vigatlon  season  opens,  and  then  Du- 
luth  will   have   the   benefit   of   the   dis- 
charge of  the  accumulated  freight  for 
several  weeks. 

The  pulp  wood  situation  has  grown 
so  serious  that  some  of  the  Fox  River 
valley  paper  mills  in  Wisconsin  are  at 
the  end  of  their  supply,  and  any  day 
may  hear  the  reports  of  a  closing  down 
of  some  of  them. 

W.  C.  Taylor,  representing  some  of 
the  mills  in  that  section,  is  in  the  city 
and  at  the  Spalding  hotel.  He  is  here 
to  see  what  he  can  do  towards  getting 
cars  for  transportation  of  spruce  logs, 
and  is  quite  apprehensive  about  the 
paper  industry  this  winter  in  case 
there  are  no  cars  to  be  procured. 

He  called  at  the  railroad  offices  this 
morning  to  see  what  he  could  do,  and 
has  been  conferring  with  the  contract- 
ors who  are  to  furnish  the  pulp  wood 
to  the  Wisconsin  manufacturers.  It  is 
e.slimaled  that  the  car  shortage  today 
in  this  particular  line  of  material  is  2500 
cars.

SOUNDINGS  IN  HARBOR. 


AN  ALIEN. 


This  Filipino  Is  Entitled 
to   Become  Na- 
turalized. 

"Washin.crton,  Jan.  30. — Justice  Cle- 
baugh,  of  the  district  supreme  court, 
today  decided  that  Antonio  M.  Opisoo 
y  De  Yeaza,  the  young  Filipino  who 
some  months  ago  instituted  mandamus 
proceedings  to  compel  Clerk  John  It. 
Young,  of  the  supreme  court,  to  re- 
ceive his  citizenship  declaration,  is  stiU 
an  alien  and  entitled  to  become  a  citl- 
aen  of  the  I'niled  States.  His  declara- 
tion, therefore,  was  ordered  to  be  re- 
ceived, but  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
district  court  of  appeals.  The  clerk's 
refusal  to  accept  the  declaration  was 
on  the  ground  that  a  Filipino  is  no: 
an  alien  and  consequently  cannot  re- 
nounce the  allegiance  he  seeks  to  re- 
linquish. The  Filipino  alleged  that  he 
was  born  of  Spanish  parents  in  Manila 
In  18S0  and  livetl  at  Manila  until  sev- 
eral years  ago.  The  court  held  that  on 
the  change  of  severeignty  of  a  country 
of  part  thereof,  the  inhabitants  had  the 
right  to  ihoose  their  allegiance.  The 
Filipino  plaintiff  had  not  declared  his 
intention  to  retain  Spanish  allegiance 
■within  a  year,  as  required  by  the  ParLs 
treaty,  but  the  court  held  that  as  he 
vas  a  minor  at  that  time,  he  had  a 
right  to  elect  his  nationality  upon  at- 
tainment of  hi.s  majority.  Opisso  had 
elected  to  retain  his  Spanish  citizenship 
and  therefore  was  still  an  alien,  and 
had  a  right  to  apply  for  citizenship 
here.  The  court  did  not.  however,  dis- 
cuss the  general  question  of  nationality 
or  citizenship  of  the  people  in  th.- 
Philippine  islands. 


Work  Expecled  to  Be  Finished 
By  Middle  of  March. 

The  work  of  soumilng  the  Dululh- 
Superior  harbor,  which  is  In  charge  of 
Assistant  United  States  Engineer  Dc- 
vers,  of  Capt.  D.  D.  Galllard's  oflice,  is 
progressing  very  rapidly,  and  It  Is  ex- 
pected that  the  sounding  will  be  com- 
pleted by  the  middle  of  March.  Theiw 
iire  two  sounding  parties  at  work,  and 
the  bay  and  river  has  already  been 
sounded  to  the  foot  of  the  falls  above 
Fond  du  Lac.  Soundings  will  aLso  be 
taken  of  the  lake  for  a  distance  of 
about  two  miles  out  from  the  Point,  but 
this  work  cannot  be  accomplished  until 
the  lake  freezes  over.

Apples  are  slightlv  higher,  selling  from 
$3  to  $4  per  barrel.  Potatoes  remain  at  43 
and  45  cents.

the  prey  of  hundreds  of  persons  with 
rt  la  lives  in  pri^^on  if  ho  were  to  con- 
sii'er  Harris'  case  .so  early  in  his  v3rin. 
A  study  of  papers  and  petitions  file  1 
with  the  retiring  fjovernor  disclosed 
that  Harris  is  still  held  in  high  esieom 
among  his  neighbois  at  Broken  liow 
and  in  banking  circles  in  the  st.ito. 
The  presiding  judge  in  the  court  whit  >. 
convicled  him  peitioned  for  executive 
clemency,  as  did  the  profeculing  at- 
torney and  most  of  Ihe  jurors  wlio 
I^assed  on  his  ctLse  and  were  forced  by 
his  own  frank  admission  to  conlemn 
him.  Members  of  the  state  banking 
board,  who  wore  compelled  under  the 
law  to  file  the  prosecution,  joined  In  the 
movement  to  secure  Harris  his  free- 
dom. 

Harris  had  unusual  energy  and 
ability  as  a  man  of  business  and  finan- 
cier. Although  less  than  40,  he  had 
been  active  in  the  banking  business  for 
almost    twenty    years.    A    venture    at 


TOOK  A  STRAW  VOTE. 


Lincohi,  Neb.,  Jan.  30.— A  convict  for 
the  short  space  of  twelve  hours,  and 
then  only  on  his  own  reiiuest,  was 
Banker  Joe  Harris,  of  Broken  Cow. 

Harris  was  convicted  at  Broken  Bow, 
Cusier  county,  of  returning  false  state- 
ments to  the  state  banking  board.  He 
was  sentenced  to  serve  a  year  in  the 
penitentiary.  He  had  scores  of  staunth 
friends,  who  went  on  his  bond  and 
aiut  d  him  tinancially  so  that  he  could 
prosecute    an    appeal.        The    supreme 

court  of  the  state  at  its  January  sit- 
ting decided  i.dversely  to  Harris,  rul- 
ing thai  he  must  serve  his  scnience. 

Meanvvhiie  Harris  had  not  been  idle. 
He  was  a  close  fr^nd  of  Govei-nor  Kara 
P.  Savage,  whose  home  is  in  Custer 
«ounly  and  who  was  about  to  retirt? 
from  oiri.e.  H;irris  was  in  Lincoln  tlie 
afternoon  the  supreme  court  passed 
on  his  case.  That  same  night  was  the 
hist  of  tlovernor  Savage's  tenure.  He 
hi'.d  already  been  sounded  and  had 
agreed  to  grant  Harris  a  commuta- 
tion of  sentence,  but  a  commutation 
to  be  of  any  avail,  could  not  issue  until 
Harris  was  actually  a  prisoner  within 
the    walls   of   the  penitentiary. 

Harris  hurried  to  the  prison,  four 
miles  from  Lincoln,  but  the  warden 
InfornieJ  the  ex-banker  tnat  none  was 
admitted  there  as  a  prisoner,  except 
when  accompanied  by  a  sheriffs  com- 
mitment. 

HarrLs  was  quick  to  act.  Tlie  Cust°r 
county  sheriff,  who  had  the  commit- 
ment, was  200  miles  away.  A  telegram 
to  hurry  to  Lincoln  with  the  document 
reached  him  just  in  time  to  allow  him 
to  board  a  late  afternoon  train  for  the 
state  capital. 

r.efore  midnight  the  sheriff  was  at 
the  end  of  his  journey.  He  was  mat  at 
the  depot  by  Harris,  and  the  pair  liter- 
ally drove  in  frantic  haste  to  the 
prison,  wliere  the  former  aroused  the 
warden  anti  literally  forced  that  otBcial 
to  enroll  him  as  a  convict. 

Harris  spt  i.t  the  night  in  a  cheerless 
apartment  in  the  big  cell  house,  in  th" 
company  of  300  other  prisoners,  but 
the  next  m<irning  he  emerged  a  free 
man,  by  virtue  of  the  governor's  com- 
mutation. Three  hours  later  Savage 
had  retired  and  Governor  Mickey  had 
taken  the  oath.

Iloldrege,  Neb.,  netted  him  handsome 
returns,  and  in  the  latter  'SOs  he  re- 
moved to  Broken  Bow.  The  institutiou 
thrived  under  the  astute  manageinem 
of  Harris,  who  soon  thereafter  mar- 
ried and  seemed  to  have  entered  upon 
a  steady  and  su<cessful  caieer.  But 
the  financial  panic  of  1S<j3-4  caught 
Western  Nebraska  in  its  vortex,  values 
melted  and  securities  once  deemed  gilt- 
edged,  became  worth  little  more  than 
a  song.  HarrLs*  bank  apparently  wea- 
thert-d  the  storm,  but  the  institution 
was  worse  crippled  than  the  outside 
world  could  guess. 

Harris  strove  desperately  to  tide 
matters  along,  until  finally  he  went 
the  pace  of  ti.e  convivial  good  fellow 
whose  burdens  become  more  than  nn- 
man  nature  can  bear — he  temporarily 
took  to  drink,  practically  leaving  tiie 
tottering  bank  to  shift  foP  itself.

It  averred  that  the  Bank  of  Broken 
Bow  had  a  sum  on  deposit  with  a 
banking  institution  of  Omaha  greater 
than  really  was  there.  The  state  bank 
examiners  soon  detected  the  discrep- 
ancy, the  thunderbolt  descended  ard 
Harris  was  placed  under  arrest.  H:J 
made  little  or  no  elYort  to  deny  his 
guilt,  although  many  of  his  friends 
stoutly  persisted  that  Harris  was  not 
to  blame,  and  liis  conviction  speedily 
followed. 

Harris  had  been  recognized  for  years 
as  Broken  Bows  best  known  and  most 
popular  citizen.  Three  times  he  had 
served  as  mayor,  his  last  term  ex- 
piring several  months  after  his  larrest. 
He  gave  up  all  of  his  property  to  the 
bank,  even  surrendering  the  home 
which  sheltered  his  faily.  and  leaving 
him  penniless. 

When  Harris  first  took  up  his  resi- 
dence in  Broken  Bow  the  town  was 
the  rendezvous  of  scores  of  cow- 
punchers,  who,  after  the  annual 
roundup,  were  accustomed  to  ride  to 
town  and  stay  about  the  haunts  of 
civilization,  carousing  and  gambling 
until  their  funds  were  dissipated.  Oft- 
times  it  was  their  practice  to  "shoot 
up"  the  town,  and  timid  citizens  fre- 
quently were  in  a  state  of  continuous 
terror.  Harris,  however,  wa.s  never  dis- 
mayed. He  had  no  fear  or  hestitancy 
in  approaching  the  intruders,  and  by 
a  display  of  rare  diplom.icy  seldom 
failed  to  induce  them  to  stop  shooting 
so  indi.'scriminately  or  els>  prevailed 
upon  them  to  leave  the  town.  His  suc- 
cess In  taming  the  cowboys  has  made 
him  famous  among  the  latter  from  the 
Platte  across  the  ranges  to  Montana 
on  the  north,  and  while  Harris'  Broken 
Bow  neighbors  are  loyal,  he  has  no 
stancher  or  more  devoted  friends  than 
among  the  cowmen  of  the  plains.

T.  Greene,  presided,  with  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  Leslie  M.  Shaw  at  his 
right  and  Postmaster  General  Homy 
C.  Payne  at  his  left.  Among  the 
speakers  were  Mayor  Seth  Low.  ihe 
Kev.  Dr.  Frank  M.  Bristol,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  President  McKinlcy'a 
former  pastor;  Assemblyman  James  T. 
Rogers  and  Lewis  S.  Carr,  of  Albanj. 
Others  at  the  great  table  were  Frank- 
lin Murphy,  governor  of  New  Jersey; 
Frank  W.  Higgins.  lieutenant  gover- 
nor of  New  York;  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State  Francis  B.  Loomls,  former 
Lieutenant  governor  Timothy  D. 
Woodruff,  Congressman  William  H 
Douglass,  State  Comptroller  Nathan  L.

Secretary  Shaw  was  cheered  when 
he  rose  to  speak.     He  said: 

"I  am  aware  that  most  of  the  text- 
books and  many  of  the  college  teach 
free  trade,  and  I  admit  that  free  trade 
is  theoretically  correct.  I  am  also 
aware  that  nearly  every  statesman 
whose  wisdom  h  .s  be  n  to  the  advance- 
ment and  the  prosperity  of  the  United 
States  during  the  last  century  has 
taught  protection,  and  I  insist  that, 
piactically  speaking,  protection  is  cor- 
rect. 

"Cnless  we  propose  to  drop  our 
standard  of  living  to  the  average  if 
the  world,  we  must  protect  our  people 
from  competition  with  the  product  of 
cheap  foreign  labor  and  from  the  pres- 
ence of  cheap  foreign  laborers." 

After  reviewing  the  occasion  of  high 
prices  in  1S92,  resulting  in  the  election 
of  Mr.  Cleveland,  Mr.  Shaw  said: 

"There  are  indications  that  aonther 
campaign  is  to  be  waged  against  high 
prlce.s.  It  is  again  urged  that  Ameri- 
can-made goods  can  be  bought  in  for- 
eign markets  cheaper  than  at  home.  I 
suppose  it  is  true  in  some  instances. 

"No  one  presumes  to  say  that  exist- 
ing conditions  might  not  be  improved 
by  a  revision  of  tariff  schedules,  and 
no  one  dares  insure  against  their  be- 
ing made  worse.  When  the  present 
tariff  law  was  pa9«^ed.  it  was  said  in 
convention,  on  the  platform,  and 
through  the  press,  that  it  would  re- 
main undisturbed  for  twenty-five  years. 

"It  is  now  nearly  six  years  old,  and 
.'some  have  changed  their  minds.  I  am 
not  prepared  to  .«ay  unwisely,  but  be- 
fore I  join  the  chorus  I  would  like  to 
ha\e  the  director  anr»ounce  to  the  au- 
dience just  what  change;?  he  proposes 
to  have  made,  and  to  give  specified 
reasons  therefor. 

"The  only  free  trade  argument  that 
appeals  to  me  as  sound  is  the  one  fav- 
ormg  the  cheapest  possible  material 
for  manufactures  de.signed  for  export. 
The  American  manufacturer  flf  shoes, 
fi,r  instance,  would  find  it  dilTicult  to 
invade  foreign  markets  against  a  com- 
petitor who  not  only  pays  less  wage>'. 
but  who  also  has  the  advantage  of 
cheaper  leather.  The  answer  to  this 
argument  is  the  Repulfliean  drawback 
policy  evolved  in  the  interest  of  the 
exporter.  These  laws  should  be  made 
as  liberal  as  possible.  There  are  three 
prorequisites  for  a  demand  of  a  re- 
fund of  duties.  First,  the  duties  must 
have  been  a<  tually  paid.  Second,  the 
imported  material  must  have  been 
wrought  into  a  finished  product  with 
the  aid  of  American  labor.  Third,  the 
finl.ihed  product  must  be  exported,  an  I 
thus  removed  from  competition  in  tlie 
home  market.  When  it  is  con:-eded 
Ihat  the  government  does  not  desire 
to  profit  at  the  expense  of  the  exporter, 
then  evejy  possible  facility  should  be 
afforded  him,  and  no  unn?»cessary  ob- 
struction, hindrance  or  d»!ay  thrown  in 
his  wav.  I  kTOW  it  is  urged  that  a  ies.^ 
stringent  law  should  open  the  door  to 
fraud,  but  there  can  be  no  fraud  when 
the  exporter  of  Ajnerican  manufacture-.-^ 
recovers  back  no  more  than  has  actu- 
ally been  paid  either  upoa  the  identi- 
eal  material  which  has  been  used  in 
the  manufacture  or  upon  the  same  kind 
quahty  of  material.

Said   to   Be   Responsible 

For  Many  Railroad 

Accidents. 

Chicago.  Jan.  30.— The  use  of  cocaine- 
held  by  leading  physicians  and  others  to 
be  the  greatest  vice  under  which  Chi- 
cago is   struggling— is  to  be   curtailed   by 

the   law. 

Already  five  druggists,  who  are  al- 
leged to  have  so;d  the  brain-destroying 
drug  iu  violation  of  the  law,  have  been 
indicted  by  the  grand  jury.  Slate's  At- 
torney Deiieen  has  only  begun  his  Inves- 
tigation?. 

In  Halsted  street  is  a  druggist  whose 
bill  for  cocaine  by  wholesale  was  more 
than  $50o  last  month.  For  a  time  this 
diuggist,  fearing  the  prtjsecutiun  of  the 
stale  board,  sold  coeaine  in  boxes  which 
were  labelled  "nature's  own  remedy,' 
and  were  said  to  be  compounded  by  a 
"company"— which  c insisted  only  of  the 
druggists  brother.  It  has  heen  learned 
that  other  druggl^t-s  sold  eumpounds 
which   were   advertiDed  as   face    powdi  r.-5. 

The  state  board  of  pharmacy  opi>0Fes 
the  sale  of  cocaine  excepting  for  its 
legitimate  uses,  but  when  a  resularly 
reKlstereJ  pharmacist  fills  the  prescrip- 
tion of  a  pny.«lclan  the  law  allows  thorn 
tj   make   no  complaint. 

"My  investigritions  convince  me  that 
the  railroad  men  have  become  victims  of 
this  terrible  habit."  sai;!  Mr.  Bodem^mn 
while  before  the  grand  jury.  "and 
many  wrecks  that  have  occurred  could 
be  traced   t'>   the   use  of   this  drug." 

Mr.    Rodemann    wont    further    and    said : 

"Railrf^ad  men  are  not  allowed  to 
drink.  The.v  fear  to  break  thi.s  rule,  for 
the  odor  of  liijuor  would  sonn  lead  to 
detection.  So  in  seeking  a  substitute, 
many  of  them  have  became  cocaine 
fiends.  The  stuff  is  easily  carrlfd  con- 
cealed in  thfir  pockets,  and  cannot  be 
d.="tected  until  the  u.=er  had  h^'fn  for  a 
long  time  aridicted  to  it.  And  to  the 
sh.amp  of  the.  profession,  the  purchase  of 
cocaine  h.'is  almost  come  to  be  a  matte.- 
of  having  the  money  with  which  to 
pay  for  It.

Letter  to  Alice  Roosevelt 

From  Daughter  of 

Murderer. 

New  Orleans,  Jan.  SO.— Mrs.  Homer 
Bird,  wife  of  the  man  condemned  to  die 
in  Alaska  for  tlie  murder  of  Patterson 
and  Hurling,  his  companions,  is  prostrat- 
ed over  the  news  from  Washington  that 
President  Roosevelt  will  not  interfere, 
and  that  her  husband  must  be  hanged. 

In  desperation,  Bernie  Bird,  aged  10 
years,  daughter  of  the  condt-mned  man, 
determined  to  write  to  Miss  Alice  Roose- 
velt and  ask  her  to  Intercede  in  her 
father's  behalf.

Lexington,  Miss.,  Jan.  SO — Pam  Sarxl- 
crs,  of  Lexington,  the  colored  man 
whose  penclia.nt  for  stnding  money  or- 
ders for  sums  ranging  from  5  cents  to 
$1  to  the  various  i)Ublic  men  of  ilie 
country,  has  brought  him  into  public 
notice,  is  as  uniiyue  in  personal  appear- 
ance a.^  is  tho  mania  whi.h  has  ^iven 
the  postofllce  authorities  so  much  trou- 
ble. 

He  has  long  been  a  familiar  figure  on 
tlie  streets  of  Lexington,  anj  his  ap- 
pearance has  never  failed  to  put  the 
postmaster  at  that  place  in  a  cold 
sweat  because  of  the  trouble  he  is  al- 
ways having  with  liiin.  He  is  so  black 
tltat  at  night  he  looks  '"like  a  spot  on 
the  mantle  of  darkness,"  and  wiille 
he  finds  money  enougli  to  distribute  in 
Ills  various  charities  to  public  men 
throughout  the  country  he  docs  not  ap- 
pear to  have  enough  to  replace  the 
numerous  rags  he  wears  with  a  service- 
able suit  of  clothes.  Hut  ai  lir^t  glanoe 
the  observer's  attention  wanders  has- 
tily over  these  minor  details  to  fasten 
themselves  on  his  Jiug\  butgirkg  eyes. 

Handers  came  to  Hplmes  county  witli 
his  master,  Maj.  D.  W.  Sanders,  a 
lawyer  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  some  years 
before  the  war.

newspaper  reading.  The  war  came  and 
Sanders  was  better  repared  to  grapple 
with  freedom  than  the  vast  majority  of 
slaves,  lie  was  one  of  the  first  negro 
.•ichool  teachers  appointed  in  this  stato, 
and  l.e  taught  a  negro  school  in  Holmes 
county  f'lr  some  time  during  the  re- 
construction rule. 

Politics  fascinated  Sam  Sanders.  He 
went  in  for  it  strong  and  was  a  lead- 
ing Helper  of  the  carpet  baggers  in  that 
county.  Sam  got  none  of  the  offlces, 
but  he  got  glory,  and  that  was  all  he 
wanted.  He  made  speeches  throughout 
tl:e  County,  and  his  newspaper  reading 
liad  given  him  material  for  popular 
harangiif-  suited  well  eiicmgh  to  the 
simple  audiences  lie  addressed.  His 
enthusiasm,  liowever,  cariied  him  too 
far.  It  was  during  the  campaign  oT 
1S75  that  Sam  m.et  his  Waterloo,  and 
underwent  a  political  conversion  as 
unexpected  as  that  of  Saul  of  Tarsus. 

Excitement  was  at  fever  heat  In 
those  days  in  MisFiissippl.  The  white 
people  had  resolved  to  rescue  the 
state  from  carpeL-bag  rule,  and  had 
put  out  a  ticket  all  along  the  line  with 
the  intention  of  carrying  it  under  any 
circum.<=tances.  Thi.*  determination  was 
unusually  strong  in  Holmes  cc)unty. 
Sam  Sanders  n.alurally  stuck  to  thfc 
Republican  side  and  made  some  in- 
temperate but  doubtless  thoughtless 
addresses  that  attracted  the  unfavor- 
able attention  of  the  young  Democratic 
club  of  Holmes  county. 

A  resolution  was  taken  and  a  crowd 
went  down  to  Sam's  house  one  night 
and  called  him  forth.  He  came  out 
very  reluctantly,  for  he  anticipated 
a  painful  reception.  He  wa=?  taken  in 
the  woods  and  halted  under  a  gigantic 
oak  tree,  along  which  a  graje  vine 
clambered,  h^  grape  vine  was  pulled 
out  of  the  tree  and  the  smaller  part 
used  for  a  rope.  This  was  faster^sd 
around  Sam's  neck  and  he  was  hauled 
aloft.  The  vine  held  true  and  Sam  still 
hung  there.  There  was  no  black  cap 
and  the  crowd  soon  saw  that  Sam's 
tongue  was  beginning  to  loll  out  and 
his  eyes  to  bulge  from  his  head.  Some 
turned  aside  to  keep  from  seeing  the 
.-spectacle.  Others  unfastened  the  vini 
and  let   the  body  slowly  descend. 

He  Avas  not  dead,  but  had  escaped 
by  a  narrow  margin.  When  con- 
sciousness was  partly  restored,  he 
opened  his  eyes  and  remark«»d: 

"Gentlemen.  I  sure  is  a  Democrat 
from  this  time  on.  I  ain't  going  to 
have  anything  to  do  with  them  Repub- 
licans again." 

Sam  was  thenceforth  known  as  a 
"Democrat  nigger,"  and  as  long  as  he 
voted  he  never  failed  to  cast  his  ballot 
according  to  the  resolution  formed  at 
that  painful  time  when  he  felt  the 
grapevine  caress  his  neck  and  almost 
glimpsed  the  sights  of  another  worl'l. 

He  did  not  attempt  to  take  a  promi- 
nent part  in  politics  thenceforth,  but 
always  paid  special  attention  to  the 
papers  and  kept  well  Informed  of  pass- 
ing events.  His  pa.ssion  for  politics 
changed  itself  into  a  fondness  for 
newspapers,  and  he  subscribed  to  every 
weekly  of  national  importance.  He 
would  come  to  Lexington  on  Saturday 
and  leave  the  postoffice  building  with 
all  his  pockets  bulging  with  periodicals. 
He  would  stand  in  the  streets  for  hours 
in  the  same  position  reading  them. 
When  told  to  move  out  of  the  way  of  a 
passing  vehicle  he  would  shift  his  posi- 
tion a  few  yards  and  continue. 

His  mania  for  sending  money  orders 
originated  in  this  waj-:  He  sent  $1  io 
a  weekly  paper  in  New  York  for  a 
year's  subscription.  He  waited,  but  it 
never  came.  He  suspected  fraud,  and 
wrote  to  Senator  Hill,  inclosing  a 
money  order  for  $1  to  pay  him  for  hi.s 
trouble,  and  asked  him  to  look  into  the 
matter.  The  money  order  was  re- 
turtied  and  Sanders  refused  to  r'J- 
ceive  it  from  the  office.  But  thi.^  did 
not  lessen  his  admiration  for  Senator 
Hill,  who  is  his  favorite  of  all  the  pub- 
lic men  the  country  has  produced.  That 
was  several  years  ago,  but  that  fir.'^t 
money  order  suggested  a  new  depact- 
ure.  He  had  confidence  in  the  idea 
that  the  inclosure  of  a  money  order  for 
a  small  sum  would  call  especial  atten- 
tion to  his  communication  and  insure 
prompt  action,  or  at  least  a  favorable 
consideration.  Only  it  was  not  neces- 
sary to  send  as  much  as  $1  each  time; 
a  5-cent  order  would  serve  the  purpose 
well  enough.  Not  knowing  the  addres- 
ses of  the  most  of  the  public  men  he 
thus  favored,  he  usually  sent  the  money 
order  to  Albany. 

Every  week  he  would  go  to  the  Lex- 
ington postofflce  and  purchase  a  money 
orcier  for  5  cents,  or  more,  payable  to 
some  n-.an  of  national  prominence 
wh':-e  nr-:"'o  i.e  h.id  seen  in  the  nevvs- 
pviLirs.     i::.l,  ?IcKin:ey,   Reed,     Piatt,

der, maifeasance  in  oifice  and  assault 
A  change  of  venue  from  the  scene  ot 
the  alleged  offenses  has  nut  just  been 
proiured,  and  a  new  move  in  one  of 
the  most  sens:\tional  series  of  events 
of  South  Texas  accomplished. 

The  proceedings  are  the  outgrowth 
of  a  political  war  that  opened  with 
the  killing  of  three  men  and  the 
wounding'  of  the  pre.sent  accused,  all 
in  »»n!.'  .';>.y.  A  weeks  siege  of  the  coun- 
ty jail  m  Anderson,  the  seat  of  gov- 
ern.nu-nt  lor  (Jiimes  county,  followed. 
Sheriff  Scott  was  re.srued  by  a  com- 
pany of  militia,  and  suits  weie  insti- 
tuted in  Ihf  ledtiiil  court  for  $16U.(XjO 
again.'ii  alleged  membeis  of  a  secret 
organization  known  as  the  "Whitt 
Mans  union."

When  Paul  was  sent  awaj'  from 
Beroea  on  account  of  the  persecution 
stirred  up  by  the  Jews  from  Thessa- 
lonica.  he  was  conducted  to  the  an- 
cient and  renowned  city  of  Athens.

STRENGTH  TESTS. 


Dr.  Sargent  of  Harvard   An- 
nounces Arrangements. 

Cambridge,  Mass.,  Jan.  30.— Dr.  Sar- 
gent, director  of  Hemenway  gymnas- 
ium at  Harvard,  announced  yesterday 
the  general  idea  of  the  new  strength 
test  to  be  put  into  use  In  Harvard, 
and  which  probably  will  be  adopted  in 
the  intercollegiate  strength  tests.  In 
this  connection  he  explains  that  al- 
though the  present  intercollegiate  sys- 
tem has  raised  the  standard  of  pliy- 
slcal  strength  tests.  It  has  been  open 
to  several  objections,  chief  of  whicii 
was  the  expense  in  providing  instru- 
ments. Again,  there  has  been  great 
strain  In  the  lifting  tests:  it  has  in- 
creased the  blood  pressure  caused  by 
holding  the  breath  during  the  efforts 
at  lifting,  and  has  not  tested  the  hearl 


and  lungs  for  endurance  to  overcom* 
these  objections.  Dr.  Sargent  has  ar- 
ranged a  scries  of  exercises  in  which 
practically  no  equipment  is  necessary, 
and  less  attention  is  given  to  strength 
and  more  to  speed  and  endurance.

CHURCH  NOW  AIDED 

By  a  Theater  Is   In   a   Base- 
ment. 

That  church  and  stage  can  work  to- 
gether practically,  that  a  therxter  that 
will  .satisfy  the  most  exact  c:  non:5  of 
dramatic  art  can  be  added  to  what  may 
be  called  a  church  plant  is  the  firm 
belief  of  one  of  Bishop  Potters  rectors, 
and  this  belief  is  to  be  put  into  oper- 
ation, says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  Thus 
there  will  be  added  to  the  resources  of 
the  diocese  of  New  York  what  is  ac- 
tu.illy  a  playhouse.  St.ige  and  audi- 
torium are  now  being  built  in  one  of 
the  Episcopal  churches  of  Manhattan. 

The  church  is  the  (niurcn  of  the  Holy 
Sepulchre,  on  north  side  of  Seventy- 
fourth  street,  near  Park  avenue.  Man- 
hattan, over  which  Father  Hughes 
presided  as  rector  for  some  years.  Of 
late,  however,  this  church  has  fallen 
upon  evil  davs.  Last  fall  its  congre- 
gation had  shrunk  almost  to  the  van- 
ishing point.  It  seemed  as  if  there 
was  no  field  for  this  sanctuary,  and 
probably  this  would  have  proven  so 
h.nd  it  not  been  for  the  calling  of  the 
liev.  Walter  E.  Bentley,  who,  without 
influence,  without  means,  but  with  a 
strong  personality,  has  already  started 
the  Holv  Sepuchre  on  a  new  plan. 

Not  the  chief  idea  behind  this  church 
perhaps,  under  its  new  management, 
but  certainly  one  of  the  leading  ideas, 
that  are  building  irp  this  shrunken 
pr^rish.  is  the  thea'^er  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lentley  is  puttijig  up  in  it?;  basemeT.t. 
It  Is  not  too  mtitch  to  say,  indeed.  .Tt 
all  events,  that  this  theater  Idc.i  is  in 
no  small  measure  proving  the  salva- 
tion of  the  church,  strange  as  it  ?nay 
appear.  It  is  bringing  into  its  con- 
gregation new  Blood^  and  life.  Though 
the  plan  seemed  dangerous,  vestrymen 
and  congregatickH  have  soon  come  to 
see  the  great  rcMglyius  idea  behind  it.

No  other  man  than  Walter  E.  Bent- 
ley  could  in  all  probability  have  done 
this.  Mr.  Bentley  has  long  been,  how- 
ever, the  meeting  point  between  the 
church  and  the  theater.  Half  his  life 
has  been  devoted  to  bringing  them 
closer  together.  A  Shakespearean  actor 
over  m.any  years  he  left  the  stage  in 
1892,  after  listening  to  a  sermon  by  the 
late  Phiilips  Brooks.  He  served  as  as- 
sistant under  the  Kev.  Rylance  in  old 
St.  Mark's,  on  Second  avenue,  Man- 
luittan,  and  was  an  assistant  to  the 
Kev.  Heber  Newton.  After  that  he  took 
a  little  churcli  up  in  Tremont  avenue  in 
the  borough  of  the  Bronx,  and  was 
there  tmtil  the  Holy  Sepuchre  called 
him  this  fall. 

It  is  quite  within  the  bounds  of  possi- 
bility. Indeed,  that  the  rector  himself 
may  take  a  hand  in  the  playing.  He 
will  be  stage  manager,  at  all  events, 
and  he  may  find  it  necessary  to  take 
part  now  and  then  to  insure  success. 
He  does  not  want  to  do  this,  but  It  may 
prove  advisable.  For  example,  one 
piece  that  will  quite  possibly  be  pro- 
duced In  the  spring  is  "Joseph  and  His 
Brethren,"  a  religious  play  of  great 
dramatic  interest  that  was  performed 
in  England  bv  church  people  some 
years  ago.  Then  it  was  produ.'ed 
largely  as  a  series  of  dramatic  tab- 
leaux, and  much  of  its  force  was  lost. 
Mr.  Bentley  has  put  this  drama  into 
"playing"  shape,  he  has  added  to  its 
situations  and  its  dramatic  value,  he 
has  made  it  a  real  play.  There  is  a  de- 
cided chance  of  this  being  the  chief 
production  of  the  new  theater  this 
year.  If  it  is  it  Is  possible  that  Mr. 
Bentley  may  find  that  he  must  take 
the  part  of  Jacob.  This  Is  a  strorg 
drijmatlc  character,  one  of  great  power, 
and  if  It  is  not  played  by  some  one 
who  has  a  good  idea  of  acting,  the 
play  will  lo.=;e  much  in  its  Intensity.  In 
such  an  event  V'  Bentley  would  come 
forward  himself. 

First  in  interest  in  this  whole  move- 
ment is  the  rector  hlm.self,  then  the; 
little  theater  he  is  building  in  ^^is 
church  basement,  without  funds,  with 
but  a  still  meager  congregation  be- 
hind him.

Is  Declared  to  Be  Easy,  Cheap 
and  Safe. 

Professor  Carl  K.  Myers  has  the  practi- 
cal monopoly  of  the  balloon  building  busi- 
ness in  the  llnlted  States.  It  is  not  a 
monopoly  which  any  Wall  .street  magnate 
envies  him— or  he  i)robably  woutdn  t 
have  It.  It  is  not  a  case  of  a  blilion- 
doUar  trust  oppre.sslng  the  poor  and  en- 
riching the  already  plethoric  coffers  ot 
some  multi-millionaires.  In  fact,  some- 
citizen  would  b«  a  bit  skeptical  about 
the  existence  of  any  balloon  building 
business  for  Professor  Myers  to  monopo- 
Hze. 

P.it  It  does  exist,  and  Myers  has  mono- 
llzed  It.  What  is  more,  he  has  a  balloon 
building  plant  some  nine  acres  in  extent 
which  was  put  up  by  one  Gales— more  or 
less  well  and  favorably  known  in  the 
world  of  finance.  Not.  to  be  truthful, 
by  John  W.  Gates,  but  by  Frederick 
Gates,  a  son  of  that  William  Gates,  who 
Invented  the  machinery  that  turns  a  log 
of  wood  Into  matches  and  made  pos- 
sible the  Diamond  Match  company  and 
the  match  trust.  This  plant  is  located  In 
the  Mohawk  valley,  near  Frankfort.  N. 
Y..  and  was  originally  Mr.  Gates'  country

The  farmers  and  settlers  on  the 
Swan  Lake  road,  beyond  the  Cloquet 
river,  may  now  rejoice.  The  big  ISO- 
foot  steel  bridge  which  the  county  ha.s 
been  building  across  the  river  since 
early  last  fall,  was  completed  yester- 
day. 

It  was  inspected  yesterday  afternooi^ 

by    Commissioners    Patterson,    Kauppi 

and   Berg,    of   the  county   board,    who 

comprise  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  board  to  in- 
spect the  work.  The  team  which 
hauled  the  commissioners  out  to  the 
work  was  the  first  over  the  new  struc- 
ture. 

Commi.ssioner  Patterson  said  this 
morning  that  the  bridge  is  a  substan- 
tial structure  and  a  credit  to  the 
county  in  every  way.  He  believes  that 
it  will  fill  all  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  built  and  has  been  built  strong 
enough  to  withstand  all  ordinary 
floods. 

The  new  bridge  cost  the  county 
about  $3500  and  was  constructed  by 
the  American  Bridge  company. 

The  old  bridge  over  the  Cloquet  river 
on  the  Swan  Lake  road  was  destroyed 
early  last  spring  by  a  flood  and  a  big 
log  jam.  The  country  beyond  the  river 
is  fast  filling  up  with  settlers  and  nu- 
merous complaints  immediately  fol- 
lowed that  they  were  unable  during 
the  periods  of  hiffh  water  to  reach  tha 
city  with  loads.  Several  instances 
occurred  last  spring  and  summer  w-here 
persons  attempted  to  ford  the  river 
during  high  water  and  very  nearly  me"^ 
with  serious  accident. 

The  need  of  the  bridge  has  not  been 
so  pressing  this  winter  after  the  river 
froze  over  as  the  settlers  have  been 
able  to  cross  with  their  loads  on  tho 
ice.  but  travel  on  the  Swan  Lake  road 
next  spring  and  summer  will  be  greatly 
facilitated  by  reason  of  the  new 
bridge.

Oyster   SheHs  Worked  Where 
Everything  Else  Failed. 

Diu  you  ever  hear  how  Col.  J.  O. 
Hudnutt,  of  6121  Ellis  avenue,  Chicago, 
dammed  the  Atlantic  ocean  v.ith  oyster 
shells"?  asks  the  Chicago  Record-Her- 
ald. 

It  is  a  fascinating  story  and  recalls 
a  bit  of  hitherto  unpublished  war  his- 
tory. The  army  of  the  frontier,  nutn- 
ber'ing  10,000  men,  under  the  cummand 
of  Maj.  Gen.  Heron,  was  in  1>*64  located 
ai  I'.rownsville,  Tex.  The  soldiers"  sup- 
plies were  landtltl  at  Brazos  island,  and 
jhipped  in  lighters  to  i'oint  Isabel,  and 
then  transported  by  mule  train  to 
Jii-own.sville,   thirty  miles  away. 

It  was  a  terrible  journey,  for  in  the 
rainy  season  the  wheels  were  htib  dec.i> 
in  the  sticky  clay  roads,  and  at  other 
times  the  sun  blistered  and  baked  t^heir 
ruts  into  jagged  rocks.  Fierce  sand- 
stornis  raged,  and  worsjt  of  all  there 
was  not  water,  and  at  the  end  of  a 
tiip  men  and  beasts  were  parched  wiih 
thirst.  ) 

Col.  Hudnutt  was  in  command  of  tl..^ 
engineering  corps  and  relieved  the  f''u 
ation  5-omewhat  by  building  a  ferry 
across  the  V'ocacherio  Pass,  which  v\at, 
about  1800  feet  wide.  The  bed  was  a 
quagmire,  .so  feared  by  the  MexicaUiL; 
llial  they  could  not  be  bribed  to  even 
approach  the  bank,  une'day  in  a  spirit 
of  bravado  a  quarterijiaster's  clerk  rode 
out  into  the  treacherous' water,  and  to 
the  unsjeakable  horror  of  the  onlook- 
ers both  horse  and  rider-  were  immedi- 
ately engulfed. 

The  situation  became  *o  serious  that 
(^en.  Heron  notified  <Ur*.  IJanka  at  New 
C»rlcans  that  unless  some  other  method 
tor  the  transportation  of  supplies  was 
devi.sed  il  would  he  necessary  to  aban- 
don llrownsville.  Gen.  Ranks  immedi- 
ately dispatched  an  engineer  to  Brawos 
island,  v»ho.  with  much  ceremony,  .stwn 
arrived  with  two  schooners  loaded  with 
cars,  engines,  piling  and  all  the  neces- 
sary parajtharnalia  to  iiuild  and  equip  a 
railroad. 

Refore  his  arrival  Col.  Hudnutt  took 
souridiags  to  verify  the  truth  or  falsUy 
of  the  Mexican  superstition  that  the 
Vocacherio    Pass    was    bottomless.        A 


number  of  rods  forty-five  feet  long 
were  sunk,  but  could  not  be  withdrawn, 
as  the  suction  was  so  strong  that  they 
shot  from  the  rodman's  hands  like  a 
bullet  from  a  gun.  In  spite  of  Col.  Hud- 
nutt's  expostulations  Gen.  Banks'  engi- 
neer jauntily  ordered,  soundings  with 
sixteen-foot  rods,  and  was  furious 
when  he  saw  them  wrested  from  the 
hands  ol  his  men.  He  soon  declared  it 
was  impossible  to  build  a  bridge  across 
the  Vocacherio  and  ordered  the  return 
of  the  loaded  schooners. 

Col.  Hudnutt  took  the  liberty  of  coun- 
termanding this  order,  and  that  night 
rode  to  Brownsville  to  consult  witri 
Gen.   Heron,   who  inquired: 

"Can  a  bridge  be  built?" 

"Cant  isn't  in  an  engineer's  diction- 
ary: it  must  be  done."  was  the  quiet 
reply. 

Col.  Hudnutt  was  given  carte  blanche 
to  study  the  situation  thoroughly,  and 
if  the  plan  was  feasible  to  f)roceed  with 
the  building  of  the  bridge.  He  found 
that  the  water  in  the  pass  was  four 
and  a  half  feet  dee]>  at  ordinary  Ude, 
the  current  rushing  with  tremendous 
velocity  through  the  inlet  between 
IJrazos  island  and  th^  niainland.  For- 
tunately he  had  made  an  exhaustive 
study  of  quicksand,  and  he  knew  that 
if  the  water  could  be  -eliminated  it 
would  make  a  foundattot*  firm  as  a 
rock.  ' 

His  first  act  was  to  Vuy  75.000  feed 
packs  from  the  quarterinaster  and  hire 
a  score  of  Mexicans  to  fill  them  with 
oyster  shells,  which  were  heai>ed  four 
or  five  feet  high,  as  for  generations  the 
nat've  tribes  visited  the- coast  to  feast 
on  the  succulent   bivfilves. 

With  a  force  of  2000  soldiers  and  an 
adequate  number  of  teams  the  work 
was  begun  at  each  shore  end  pushed 
with  all  possible  speed.  Piles  were 
fcunk  and  spiked  together  with  cross- 
ties    to    prevent    spreading,    and    these 


sections    were 
sacks  of  oyster 
mark. 

In  a  fortnight  1400  feet  was  comp'.eied 
and  only  400  feet  of  water  space  ie- 
mained  in  midstreain.  At  each  end  of 
the  dam  Col.  Hudnutt  had,  immenrse 
heaps  of  filled  sacks  and  a  forest  of 
brush,  and  when  the  tide  receded  a 
regiment  of  men  swarmed  out  at  each 
shore,  and  in  a  few  hours  Braozs  island 
was  annexed  to  the  mainland  by  a  strip 
of  land  M)0  feet  wide  and  as  hard  as  a 
macadauiized  road,  over  which  a  rail- 
road was  soon  laid. 

The  work  was  convpleted  about  & 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  after  llic 
troops  had  shouted  and  sung  the:n- 
selves  hoarse  et  their  triumph  over  the 
mighty  water*?  and  had  gone  to  their 
tents,  Col.  Hudnutt  placed  ^  guard 
over  the  new  road  and  retired.

eAkLItU  INALGUi^^TiON. 

The  indications  are  that  the  pres- 
ent congres.s  will  fail  to  r^ake  any 
change  in  the  date  for  inaugurating 
the  presider.t  of  the  United  States. 
The  question  whether  the  president 
should  be  inaugurate*',  on  March  4 
or  a  month  later,  on  account  of  the 
bad  weather  conditions  in  Washing- 
ton, is  still  being  considered.  There 
is  much  to  commend  the  proposal 
for  an  earlier  inauguration  than 
at  present,  instead  of  making  it  a 
month  later.  Representative  Parker 
of  New  Jersey,  who  was  appointed 
a  subcommittee  of  one  to  investigate 
this  whole  subject,  in  an  exhaustive 
report  has  reached  conclusions  which 
arc  worthy  of  careful  consideration. 
In  his  opinion,  the  pending  resolu- 
tion should  be  so  amended  that  the 
term  of  congress  should  begin  on 
Dec.  I,  and  the  pres.dent  should  be 
sworn  in  on  Jan.  2.  This  would  leave 
ample  time  for  the  meeting  of  the 
electoral  college  after  the  fall  elec- 
tions. 

This  change  would  revolutionize 
the  present  method  of  holding  ses- 
sions and  inaugurating  presidents, 
but  a  little  consideration  will  show 
that  the  plan  is  meritorious.  It 
would  put  an  end  to  the  present 
short  session,  which  is  absurd,  and 
it  would  secure  the  early  assembling 
of  a  new  cfuigress  fresh  from  the 
people,  and  instructed  to  carry  out 
their  wishes.  ;\t  present,  the  newly- 
elected  congres'imen  go  on  the  p.i}' 
roll  on  March  4,  but  they  do  not 
meet  until  the  following  December. 
Jn  other  v.ords,  the  voters  vvlio  have 
elected  them  to  remedy  the  work- 
ings of  unsatisfactory  laws  must 
wait  over  a  year  before  .iny  legisla- 
tion, such  as  has  been  called  for  by 
public  sentiment,  will  be  discussed 
in  Washington,  niul  even  then  it 
may  not  be  introduced  at  all.  There 
is  a  good  illustration  of  this  condi- 
tion now  at  the  capitol,  where  many 
new  inenibers  who  are  soon  to  leave 
public  life  are  not  anxious  to  correct 
the  evils  of  past  legislation  (jr  to 
p:>:.s  new  and  necessary  laws  for  the 
future.

Then,  too,  many 
members  of  congress  were  farmers 
who  did  not  desire  to  leave  their 
farms  h-efore  the  seed  was  in  the 
ground.  They  did  not  hurry  to  se- 
cure a  quorum  in  either  branch. 
That  is  why  Washington  was  not  in- 
:iugur;:ted  until  .Xpril  30.  The  frnm- 
ers  of  the  constitution  had  intended 
congress  should  meet  directly  after 
election.-;,  but  the  change  from  De- 
cember to  March,  and  the  solicitude 
.ibout  crops  and  the  condition  of

A  bill  has  just  been  introduced  lu  the 
state  senate  bv  Senator  McGili.  of  St. 
l\iul.  which  is  of  more  than  ordinary  in- 
terest to  the  people  of  the  state  general- 
ly. The  purpose  of  the  bin  Is  the  creation 
of  a  state  art  commission,  and  if  this 
bill  becomes  a  law.  the  trommission  will 
have  important  bu.'-iness  to  perform.  Th-- 
I'e.sigii  is  to  create  a  bureau  or  commission 
which  .'Shall  hold  to  art  unii  a'.lied  siib- 
jocis.  some  such  relations  as  is  now  li'dd 
bv  the  commissions  of  fish  and  game, 
rail roa lis.  labor,  etc.,  to  their  respective 
lields. 

The  members  of  the  commission  are  to 
be  nine  In  number  and  appointed  by  the 
governor  from  among  people  promln;'nt  In 
art  circles  in  the  state,  and  are  to  have 
in  ehrirge  an  organization  for  the  promo- 
tion of  art;  which  organization  is  to  be 
open  to  .ill  for  membership,  the  only  con- 
dition being  the  payment  of  a  small  fee 
annually.  By  the  payment  of  $101  one 
can  becV.me  a"  life  member,  and  come  into 
the  enjoym(  nt  of  certain  special  prlv- 
ilegef.  It  will  be  seen  that  to  thi.>;  general 
organization,  the  members  of  this  art 
commission  will  su.'^tain  a  reUiti'^n  not 
unlike  the  relation  subsi.sting  between  a 
corporation   and  its  board  of  directors. 

Membership  in  this  art  commissi  in  Is 
not  to  be  an  honor  merely,  but  calls  for 
riecliied  activity.  There  is  annually  to  be 
heltl  an  art  exhibition  at  which  wil!  be 
exhibited  the  various  art  productions  of 
the  state,  and  at  these  exhibitions  larp*^ 
prizes  will  h:^  gi\'«»n  in  all  Hues  of  art 
and  architecture  and  mechanical  design. 


These  exhibitions  are  to  be  held  in  the 
chief  cities  of  the  state  In  rotation.  At  I 
first  they  will  doubtless  De  confined  to 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  antl  Duluth.  as  no 
other  cities  wculd  furnish  lacilities  fur 
such  an  exhibition. 

Another  feature  of  the  bill  provides  for  i 
a  permanent  art  collection  to  oe  the  prop- 
ert.v  of  the  commis.sion.  These  art  treas- 
ures are  to  be  largely  donated  by  their 
authors,  and  selection  is  to  be  made  only 
after  such  critical  examination  as  to 
make  a  selection  a  very  great  honor  to  the 
author. 

At  tirst  glance  the  real  value  of  this 
commission  to  the  state  is  not  apparent. 
The  annual  exhibitions,  fne  valuable 
prizes,  the  generated  desire  to  produce  a 
work  that  will  Iw  received  and  honored  by 
the  commission,  will  certainly  give  a 
great  impetus  to  art  production  in  the 
state.  Not  only  will  a  larger  production 
result,  bat  a  decidedly  better  one.  Under 
the  criticism  of  the  commission  and  thi? 
general  competition  of  the  authors,  the 
()uality  of  our  art  products  should  rise 
quickly  and  materially.  The  general  ar- 
tistic sense  of  the  people  of  the  state  will 
rise  at  the  same  time.  Excellence  in  art 
criticism  and  art  ai)preciation  are  secured 
i  gradually   and   through   eC-.-eation. 

But  the  purpo.se  of  the  bill  is  not  con- 
fined to  pure  aesthetic.".    In  fact  that  fea- 
ture is  only  a  reasonable  part  of  the  bill. 
The  proposed  art  commis.slon  is  to  devote 
a   good  share  of  Its   work  to  certain   ar- 
tistic  features   connected   with    manufac- 
tures—features  whose     Industrial      value 
are    often    ovelooked.     In    these    days    of 
compettion    It    often    happens     that    the 
manufactured  goods  which  are  the  most 
pleasing    in    appearance,     find    the    sale. 
Harmony    of    color,    proportion    of    parts, 
size,   etc.,   are   most  valuable   features   to 
con.sider  whether  In  relation  to  furniture,  | 
cloihlng.  lf>ys,  or  a  thou.^^and  other  things. 
Then.    too.    the    commission    is    to    make 
special  effort  in  the  fi-ld  of  architecture,  | 
and  In   no  field  can  its  .services  Ix^  more  , 
valuab'o.    These  are  some  of  the  practical  i 
monev  sides  of  the  commission. 

An  art  commission  of  this  eharacter  is 
not  a  new  thing.  Several  other  states 
have  them— notably  Massachusetts  and 
Utah,  where  they  have  become  important 
parts  of   the  commonwealth. 

This  bill  Is  being  actively  urged  by  all 
the  wonien'.s  clubs  In  the  state.  At  the 
state  federation  meeting  la.*^!  year  the 
m.utor  was  taken  up,  made  a  special  fea- 
ture of  the  bill  approved  and  a  commit- 
tee of  leading  club  women  appointed  to 
see  it  through  the  legislature. 

The  wor'K  in  general  is  in  charge  of  the 
art  commitiee  of  the  Women's  I'"edeiated 
clubs,  whose  .•hairman  is  Mrs.  R.  N.  Mar- 
ble of   this  city.

Trial  o!   Frank   Bask  at 

Park  Rapids  For 

Murder. 


Judge  Windom  and  Chief 
Iroyer     Give   Char- 
acter Testimony. 


Defense  Is  That  the   De- 
puty   Sheriff    Com- 
mitted Suicide. 


Frank  Bask,  llie  Duluth  woodsman, 
on  trial  for  murder  in  Hubbard  county, 
may  be  acquitted. 

Judge  Windom,  of  the  municipal 
court,  and  Chief  Troyer,  of  the  police 
department,  have  retunie«i  from  Park 
Rapids  after  giving  character  testi- 
mony   in    Bask's   behalf. 

Both  aie  strongly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  big,  good-natured  woodsman,  so 
familiar  here,  is  innocent  of  the  charge 
of  murdering  Deputy  Sheriff  Hoffman, 
from  whom  he  escaped  while  being 
taken    to   Walker. 

Bask's  attorneys  are  making  the 
fight  for  his  life  on  the  theory  that 
the  deputy  sheriff  was  not  murdertd, 
but  (.ommitted  suicide  rather  than  lace 
the  taunts  of  brother  officers  at  ktting 
a  second  prisoner  get  away  from  him. 

Bask  was  ai  rested  in  a  "blind  pig" 
raid  and  fined  $25.  Failing  to  pay  the 
fine  h«>  was  being  taken  from  Ackely 
to  Walker  to  serve  a  thirty-day  sen- 
tence in  the  jail  at  that  place. 
.  At  Nevis  while  Deputy  Sheriff  Hoff- 
man was  away  from  him  for  about 
thirty  minutes  an  attorney  informed 
him  that  he  was  simply  being  ^?iven  a 
chance  to  tscape  and  that  the  au- 
thoiities  really  did  not  want  him  and 
would    not    look   for   him. 

Sometime  afterward  Bask  was  walk- 
ing along  the  railroad  track  three  mliei 
from  Xevi:;  when  he  saw  the  body  of 
a  man  along  the  railroad  track.  He 
«aw  the  dead  man  was  wearing  a 
Maccabee   lodge  pin   and   belonging   to 
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that  order  himself  he  started  back 
toward  Nevis  to  get  help  without  so 
much  as  removing  the  cap  from  the 
dead  man's   face. 

He  met  the  same  party  of  lawyers 
that  gave  him  the  get-away  tip  and 
they  told  him  to  keep  out  of  right  and 
that  they  would  attend  to  the  dead 
man.  Bask  insisted  that  as  he  v.as  a 
brother  Maccabee,  they  should  not 
leave  him  any  longer  than  possible  and 
went  to  a  farm  house,  where  he  told 
who  ho  was,  and  expressed  the  fear 
tliat  Deputy  Sheriff  Hoffman  would  be 
after    him. 

The  party  he  notified  found  the  body. 
The  man  was  on  his  back  and  was  im- 
mediately identitied  aa  the  body  of 
Hoffman.  There  was  a  bullet  mark 
upward  upon  the  forhead  that  the  de- 
fense claims  could  not  possibly  have 
been  made  by  any  person  but  the  dep- 
uty sheriff  himself. 

The  bullet  that  k.lled  him  passed 
through  the  heart.  The  defense  claimed 
that  Air.  Hoffman  decided  to  kill  him- 
self, and,  lyirig  on  his  back,  first  tried 
to  send  a  btiliet  through  his  Ivrain,  but 
failed.  It  is  then  argued  that  he  placed 
the  revolver  muzzle  near  his  breast  and 
fired.  His  own  revolver  was  found  a 
few  inches  from  the  body.  There  was 
nu  signs  of  a  strugcle. 

A  witness  gave  evidence  yesterday  to 
the  effect  that  but  a  short  time  before 
when  a  prisoner  had  escaped  from  Mr. 
Hoffman,  other  deputies  Joshed  him 
about  it  considerably,  and  he  worried 
about  it  so  much,  and  he  said:  "The 
next  one  that  gets  away  from  me  I  will 
either  get  him  again  or  kill  myself." 

About  the  only  state's  witness  that 
gave  any  damaging  testimony  against 
Bask  was  a  man  whom  />ask  says  lie 
never  saw  before  in  his  life,  but  who 
testilied  that  Bask  had  told  him  and 
another  man  that  if  Hoffman  ever  tried 
to  arrest  him  he  would  shoot  him.  The 
court  adjourned  for  a  day  or  two  in 
order  that  an  other  witness  might  be 
produced  in  court.

I  HOTEL  GOSSIP 

F'red  A.  Brown,  who  resides  at  the  St. 
Louis  hotel,  has  returned  within  the  past 
few  days  from  Oklahoma,  where  he  spent 
some  time  looking  over  conditions  exist- 
ing  there. 

•  It  is  funny  to  see  the  way  they  move 
a  town  around,  down  there.  They  take 
a  village  of  *">  or  r.^}  people  and  move  it 
across  iho  prairie  to  a  new  site  and  in- 
side of  two  or  three  days  tiie  who»e 
works  are  transplanted,  houses,  barni 
and  lences— everything  e.\.cepliiig  the  cell- 
ars. The  ri;a.-on  for  it  is  the  plan  of 
lndurement.s  that  the  railroads  offer. 
There  are  two  roads  running  through  tlie 
territory,  the  Guli  and  the  San  Francl.s- 
co  roads. 

"When  I  was  there  last  they  were 
moving  Mountain  Park  acn>8!<  a  few  miles 
of  countrv  to  a  new  towtislte  called  Sni- 
der. That  is  a  town  of  70).  Tne  houses 
and  barns  were  strung  along  the  roads 
for  miles  and  on  the  sides  of  the  build- 
ings Were- siKUs  like  they  put  on  trains 
carrving  football  teams,  nearly  all  of 
theni   saying:     •Moving   to   Snider.' 

"The  moving  of  a  town  down  there  Is 
an  Incident  ol  smaller  moment  than  the 
moving  of  household  goods  in  the  spring 
lime  un  in  this  country.  Somebody  pass- 
es the 'word  and  they  all  get  ready  and 
jiull  up  stakes  at  a  given  time.  The  resi- 
dents are  a  lot  of  cowboys  and  they 
don't  care  much  where  they  are  located 
and  the  moving  part  is  eonsldercd  a  .loke. 
When  the  migration  to  Snider  wa.s  eom- 
pleted,  two  or  three  who  arrived  early 
In  the  game,  started  back  to  Mountain 
Park  with  their  homes  before  the  strange 
caravan  had  all  arrived  at  its  destina- 
tion. They  put  sis;n3  on  the  houses, 
"Moving  back  to  Mountain  Park."  and 
pa.=sed  the  last  of  the  Immigrants  on  the 
road,  where  tlii_-y  were  greeted  with 
cheers  and  groans. 

'"The  reason  is  that  private  individuals 
will  buv  out  a  townsite  and  then  the  rail- 
roads building  that  way  will  take  a  sud- 
den veer  and  go  away  around  It.  Then 
the  railwav  company  will  lay  out  a  town- 
site  and  offer  a  few  inducements  and  the 
whole  settlement  will  get  the  houses  on 
their  backs  and  make  for  the  railroad." 
•    *    • 

Mr.  TBrown  is  somewhat  enchanti>d  with 
the  glowing  prospects  of  the  country. 

'Look  at  Oklahoma  rlty.  Three  years 
.igo  a  howling  wilderness;  today  one  of 
the  most  modern  cities  of  25. ("W  people  in 
the  cotmtry.  and  richer  In  proportion  an.l 
more  progrepsive  than  Duluth.  They  have 
a  matter  of  twenty-live  miles  of  asphalt 
paving  there,  and  the  banks  are  capital- 
ized  to  a  larger  extent   than   here. 

"Back  of  that  country  is  the  cotton 
region,  which  will  make  great  wealth  in 
a  oomparatlvelv  short  time.  The  capital 
that  is  going  In  Is  simply  astounding.  In 
a  number  of  new  towns  of  fiifXi  and  7OO0 
people  the  growth  has  been  so  fast  that 
the  builders  have  not  had  time  to  wait 
for  government  patents  for  their  lands, 
and  havp  erected  structures  worth  thou- 
sands of  dollars,  buildings  Hk«»  these  on 
Superior  street  here,  upon  land  to  which 


they  must  look  to  the  government  for 
their  titles  later.  They  are  taking  chan- 
ces,   but  it   shows   the   amount   of   capital 

going  in  there.''

Henry  Clay  Barnabee.  who  for  ."O  many 
years  cracked  the  jokes  be.onging  to  th.it 
aiister<»  personage,  the  sheriii  of  Noiiinj^- 
hf.m.  with  the  Hostonians,  v.as  in  Duiuth 
a  wc{  k  ago  today.

Very  Heavy. 

New  York,  Jan.  31.— R.  G.  Dunn  & 
Co.'s  Weekly  Review  of  Trade  says: 
Domestic  trade  and  industry  continue 
to  prosper,  while  the  fuel  situation  has 
grown  less  disturbing  through  the  spe- 
cial efforts  of  transporters,  aided  to 
no  small  degree  by  mild  weather.  Dis- 
tribution of  other  products  has  been 
restricted  by  the  discrimination  in 
favor  of  coal  and  shippers  are  impor- 
tunate. Clearance  sales  are  about 
ended,  having  only  small  stocks  ol 
winter  goods.  Advance  business  in 
spring  deliveries  is  very  heavy,  and 
fall  contracts  are  placed  liberally.  In 
most  cases  where  there  are  no  delay  on 
fuel  account,  manufacturing  plants  are 
busy,  though  cost  of  materials  and 
labor  is  very  high.  Firm  prices  lor 
finished  products  are  consequently  to 
be  expected.  Favorable  returns  of 
railroad  earnings  are  constantly  is- 
sued, figures  thus  far  available  show- 
ing an  increase  of  5.7  per  cent  over 
last  year  and  1T.9  per  cent  over  1902. 

Miles  of  loaded  cars  and  thousands 
of  tons  of  coke  piled  in  yards  at  Con- 
nellsville  tell  the  story  of  conditions  in 
the  iron  and  steel  industry.  Furnaces 
are  closing  because  of  the  fuel  .short- 
age. By  giving  coal,  liestock  and  per- 
ishable goods  precedence  over  all  other 
freight  the  railroads  helped  consum- 
ers everywhere,  but  at  the  expense  vjf 
the  lading  manufacturing  industry. 
Many  plants  are  closed  or  running 
only  part  time  and  few  orders  for 
distant  delivery  are  either  sought  or 
offered,  owing  to  the  uncertainty  as 
to  ^hen  normal  conditons  will  prevail. 
It  is  stated  that  deliveries  of  pig  iron 
to  the  leading  consumer  are  several 
months  behind,  and  spot  Bessemer  has 
risen  sharply,  yet  there  Is  much  ir- 
regularity, as  evidenced  by  the  de- 
cline in  cast  pipe.  Locomotives  are 
being  turned  out  of  the  shops  witn 
record-breaking  rapidity,  and  other 
railway  equipment  is  in  equally  good 
demand,  while  structural  material  Is 
still  a  feature.  Many  additional  con- 
tracts for  bridge  building  are  recorded 
Footwear  is  firm  with  an  advancing 
tendency,  although  list  prices  are  with- 
out change.  New  business  Is  light,  but 
most  factories  have  abundant  orders 
on  hand,  and  there  are  many  buyers  in 
the  market. 

Both  sole  and  upper  leather  are  more 
■active,    shoe    factories    taking    freely, 
especially  of  hemlock  sole.  Buyers  have 
also    covered    their    wants    for    several 
months  as  to  cak  backs,  and  calf  skins 
are  .selling  freely.    Large  quantities  of 
Chicago    packer    hides    sold    at    un- 
changed  prices,   and   foreign   dry  hides 
are  strong.     A  better  inquiry  is  noted 
for  cotton  goods,  yet  sales  are  not  ma- 
terially increased,  owing  to  the  mdispo- 
sition  of  sellers  to  accept  contracts     A 
number  of      lines      have      advanced  in 
price     the   upward    movement    of    raw 
cotton  having  a  natural  effect.     Men's 
wear  woolens  and  worsteds  for  fall  are 
now  fully  opened,  and  buyers  operate 
more  freelj'.     There  is  no  evidence  of 
speculative  activity,  which  empnasizes 
the  wholesome  condition  of  the  market. 
,  and  many  lines  have  been  withdrawn

The  leports  wliich 
precede  Warfleld's  appearance  here  are 
to  the  effect  that  his  performance  has 
been  widely  and  warmly  commendt-d— 
that  in  fact  there  is  tjt  c-ity  in  which  he 
has  ever  appeared  in  which  he  has  not 
been  highly  appreciated. 

"Th*^  Auctioneer"  will  enlist  the  ser- 
vices of  a  company  unusually  large  for

Gardner's  mos-t  per.>^istent  and  most 
rugged  opiionent  has  been  "Kid"  Car- 
ter, the  Brooklyn  strong  boy.  who  has 
nothing  but  stiength  and  courage  to 
commend  him. 

Gaidner  ur.  1  Carter  have  had  four 
meetings,  the  tirst  l>eing  at  Coney 
Lsiand  pome  years  ago.  Giirdner  got

.satisfactiiry   encounter. 

Last  year  they  had  two  twenty-round 
bouts  in  San  Francisco  and  one  six- 
rouijd  battle  in  Chicago.

With  •Philadelphia  Jack"  O'Brien, 
who  ludicrously  styles  himself  the 
heavy  and  middleweight  champion  of 
Kngiand.  the  only  man  of  ability  in  his 
road.  Gardner's  pathv»ay  should  be 
smooth.  O'Bri.  n.  wlio  i-s  a  scientiiic 
boxor.  but  \itterly  lacking  in  hitting 
j«nv.-cyg  f»r  ability  to  tike  punishment, 
should  be  j'n  easy  victim  for  Gardner, 
providing  He  v.Mly  Quaker  can  be  In- 
duced to  make  a  match,  which  is  very 
don>»tful.

So  the  four  of  them  left  the  house-  j 
boat  Skeeter  lolling  lazily  in  the  wave- 
lets or  Bayou  Marie  and  siept  that 
night  in  the  "big  house  "  on  Bellefoii- 
taine  plantation,  .says  the  New  Yoik 
yun.  The  journalist  had  tipped  Ai- 
phonsc  in  the  sum  of  $1  and  had  a 
special  secret  recipe  for  cooking  quail 
in  his  pocket.  It  was  his  intent  to  have 
his  own  quail  prepared  in  this  recon-  j 
dite  manner  and  declare  that  it  was  a 
process  of  his  ov.n  devising. 

They  found  the  quarters  pleasant. 
Belleiontaine  is  one  of  the  few  plan- 
tations now  in  Louisiana  Avhere  ttie 
sugar  is  made  by  the  old  open-kettie 
process.  Life  on  it  is  old-fashioned  and 
primitive.  | 

The  house  is  a  huge  frame  building, 
with  square  pillars  in  its  front  sup- 
porting two  long  verandas.  It  is 
painted  white,  with  dark  green  blinds,  j 
and  not  a  v.  indow  sas'n  in  it  fits.  Veu- 
tilation  it  has  all  the  time. 

About  the  yard  are  five  negroes  to 
do  one  man's  work.  The  Planter  calls 
them  "trash  hafids."  They  are  sup- 
posed to  keep  the  yard  clean  by  pick- 
ing up  a  stick  here  and  there  or  a  dried 
leaf.  Now  and  then  one  of  them  flntis 
a  leaf,  and,  chewing  it  contentedly, 
goes  to  Sleep  again. 

In  the  big  kitchen  the  cooking  is 
done  wholly  with  dried  wood,  mostly 
hickory  gut  from  the  hills,  and  if  the 
planter  or  anybody  has  anything  to  say 
to  fat  Dilay,  the  cook,  he  takes  a  stnu- 
ulant  first. 

Life  goes  .slowly  in  the  Louisiana 
lowlands.  The  Engineer  was  out  of 
bed  shortly  after  daylight,  into  his 
clothes  and  inspecting  his  gun  and 
shell.s.  Breakfast  was  not  served  until  6 
o'clock,  and  it  was  9  o'clock  before  any 
preparation  toward  a  start  was  made. 
Then  the  Planter  rose  from  his  rocking 
chair,  knocked  the  ashes  foni  his  pipe 
and   said: 

"Well-l-l-l.  let's  be  going." 
The  Engineer  suggested  that  they 
ought  to  have  gone  two  hours  before.

shrilly.  Hound  a  comer  of  the  hou.=e 
from  some  loitering  place  in  the  back- 
yard bounded  a  couple  of  dogs,  beauties 
from  some  sensitive  nose-tip  to  round- 
ed tail-root. 

One  was  a  pointer  male.  square- 
headed,  blunt-muzzled  and  flne-eared, 
with  a  broad  chest  l>eneath  which  the 
front  levs  bowed  slightly,  a  short  body 
and  powerful  haunches.  He  was  white 
with  thrfe  big  liver-colored  spots. 

The  other  was  a  setter,  lemon  and 
white,  most  exquisitely  bannered  and 
feathered.  Her  waving  tail  of  snow 
was  like  a  Hag.  her  eyes  of  d.  ep  lus- 
trous golden  and  the  long  nose  and 
elastic  nostrils  showed  her  sensitive 
temper.  .

If  thoso 
birds  having  pitcl:ed  would  run,  run 
fast  in  all  directions,  we  would  not 
fiush  more  than  two  of  them;  i)o.ssiuly 
every  member  of  the  bevy  would  es- 
cape. The  sedge  is  dry  and  does  not 
hold  scent  well.  They  are  squatted, 
however,  and  uiil  stay  there  almost 
until  stepped  on.  There  Is  no  cover 
in  which  quail  will  lie  so  closely  as  in 
sedge." 

When  the  sedge  was  reached,  after 
crossing  the  cane  field,  the  Planter  said 
to  the  Farmer: 

"You  take  the  i  ointer  with  your  two 
other  friends  an.l  I  will  handle  tne 
setter  with  the  engineer." 

This  was  done.  The  two  groups  were 
never  more  than  thirty  yards  apart, 
but   their  shootina:  was  separate. 

The  dogs.  know:-ug  exactly  what  was 
asked  of  them,  went  slowly,  covering 
every  foot  of  the  groun<l.  The  musty, 
dustv  scent  of  the  sedge  interfered  with, 
theni  anil  thev  were  forced  to  be  careful 
in  the  extreme.  Now  and  then  one  of 
them  came  to  a  i>oiiit  the  bird  was  always 
within  a  vard.  It  som«imes  hapi)ened 
that  the  quail  refused  to  budge,  though 
th.e  men  were  trampling  all  about,  and 
the:i  it  was  forced  into  the  air  with  kickr 
the  legs  threshmg  itio  sedge  stems  until  It 
had  to  get  up  and  gi. 

The  Farmer  had  an  enjoyable  tune  wait- 
ing until  the  Doctor  and  JiMirnallst  ex- 
pended their  cartridges,  then  knocking 
down  the  bird  with  \  long  snot  and  mark- 
ing the  place  ot  ite  fall  wii  infallible  ac- 
curacy so  that  the  ''.o«  did  not  have  to  be 
taken  from  the  work.  . 

The  Doctor  occti.-ionally  surprised  him- 
self bv  making  a  dean  kill.  He  did  this 
v.-hen  he  listened  t>  the  Farm;^r's  steady 
admonition.  "Take  your  time!  Take  your 
time'"  As  for  the  Journalist,  he  managed 
t->  get  two  and  tli.it  was  all  he  wanted, 
having  his  precious  recipe  in  mln«l. 

The  Planter,  like  most  men  of  his  clas.;. 
had  large  ideas  of  hospitality.  His  con- 
science hurt  him  ;i  little  about  the  first 
bird  he  had  taken  from  before  the  Engin- 
eer's gun.  though  he  was  sure  he  had 
waited  an  uncons-ionable  time.  So  lie 
took  the  setter  slowly  through  fhe  hedge 
enjovlng  the  mon-  than  human  work  of 
th<-  "dog  and  enjovlng  quite  as  much  the 
Eneineer's  work  with  the  ipiall. 

He  had  then  an  illustration  of  what  a 
man  who  does  not  know  can  do.  under 
perfect  shooting  ciidtions.  with  a  maiiy- 
gnlneaed.  built-to-order  English  gun.  I  he 
birds  rose  all  within  ten  feet  and  for  the 
most  part  sailed  aw^y  on  straight  lines 
some  two  vards  hish.  Yet  it  was  really

Adventure     oJ     Former 

Chiei  oi  Police,  Now 

Deceased. 

Cleveland,  Jan.  31.— Ex-Superintend- 
ent of  Poiice  Henry  Hoehii,  who 
dropped  dead  at  his  home  Wednesday 
of  heart  failure,  was  putting  down  a 
board  walk  in  his  yard  and  his  v.ife 
was  standing  over  him  chatting.  As 
he  drove  the  h  st  nail  in  the  linal  plank 
he  said:  "That  is  dune,"  dropped  the 
hammer,  gasped  and  fell  forward. 
When  his  wife  lifted  his  head  to  her 
lap  he  was  dead. 

Henry  lioehii  was  nearly  70  years  old. 
He  was  ai)iiointed  a  patrolman  May  1, 
1866.  and  advanced  through  the  various 
grades  to  sui.eriiuendeiu  on  July  1,  1893. 
He   was  retired  on  a  pension  Aug.   IG, 

isye. 

Hoehn's  most  thrilling  adventure — 
and  one  that  nearly  cost  him  his  iife— 
followed  the  great  fur  robbery  in  this 
city  in  18S7.  Some  time  after  the  store 
of  lienedict  and  Kuedy  had  been  plun- 
dered it  was  dihcovered  that  the  furs 
had  been  shipped  to  Pittsburg.  This 
led  to  the  arrest  in  that  city  of  Cough- 
lin  and  l-Cid  McMunn.  knt)wn  as  mem- 
bers of  the  "Itlinky"  Morgan  gang. 

Hoehn,  then  a  police  captain,  and 
Detective  Willliain  Hulligan,  were  sent 
to  Pittsburg  to  bring  the  prisoners  to 
Cleveland.  At  Ravenna,  in  the  mid.lle 
of  the  night,  Morgan  and  several  of  his 
gang  boarded  the  train.  They  entered 
the  smoking  car  and  attacked  the  two 
olhcers  with  coupling  pins.  Hulligan 
was  killed.  Hoehn  put  up  a  desperate 
fight,  and  although  severely  wounded 
managed  to  escape  with  his  life. 

The  pri.'-oners  were  rescued  by  the 
gang  and  v.  ith  Morgan  and  the  latter'r 
helpers  made  their  escape.  Hoehn  was 
brought  to  Cleveland  and  for  a  long- 
time Ills  life  hung  in  the  balance.  Only 
the  most  careful  nursing  made  it  poss- 
ible for  him  to  return  to  duty. 

Morgan  was  afterward  captured  in 
Alpena,  Mich.,  w^here  he  had  shot  a 
sheriff.  Coughlins  capture  followed. 
The  trial  truk  place  at  liavenna  and 
attracted  widespread  attention.  Mor- 
gan was  found  guilty  of  first  degree 
murder  and  was  hanged.  Coughlin  uas 
not  convicted.  McMunn  was  ne.tr  re- 
captured. 

Having  told  on  the  witness  stand  the 
story  of  the  midnight  assault  and  cap- 
ture of  the  prisoners.  Hoehn  could  not 
be  induced  to  repeat  it  in  private  con- 
versation. •'Please  dent  ask  me  for 
that  story."  he  would  say.  "The  mem- 
ory of  poor  Hulligan's  awful  death  and 
ofthe  ilark  hours  that  follovxel  in  my 
own  home  is  something  I  wish  I  could 
forget." 

Hoehn  was  a  soldier  in  the  civil  war 
and  was  very  proud  of  his  G.  A.  R.  but- 
ton. He  was  everylh^re  regarded  as  a 
most    capable    police   officer.

elaborately  trimmed,  but  suggestive  of 
at  hand.  "Uilh  this  should  be  worn  a 
hat  of  walking  or  of  the  ready-tivwear 
style,  which  does  not  imply  the  bar- 
gain-countej-  variety,  but  a  hat  marked 
by  a  certain  severity  and  elegau'  e  more 
etrikmg  than  elaborate  trimming. 
"Walking  gloves  are  appropriate,  and 
for  furs  the  dark  skins  should  be  se- 
lected.

"Another  point  to  be  re.membered  is 
that  nothing  so  completely  tr;in.=;f  -rm:'

A  simple  tailored  gown  of  fine 
material  becomes  a  reception  co.siume 
when  combined  with  a  richly  trimmed, 
dressy  hat  and  good  furs. 

"Let  me  add  for  the  guidance  of  a!! 
club  v.omen  that  the  over-drested  wo- 
man is  never  Uic  well-dressed  woman. 
Ecgant  simplicity  should  be  the  motto 
of  every   .stntible   club   worker." 

Artificial  Uov.ers  have  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  decorating  of  even- 
ing gowns  this  season,  and  have  played 
it  with  distinct  success.  French  dress- 
makers have  used  the  dainty  blossoms 
lavishly  and  in  a  multitu>le  of  way&, 
in  sprays,  in  lattice  work,  in  stiff  little 
pompadour  bunches,  in  traiing  gar- 
lands, in  fringes,  in  appliques,  in  eny 
ami  every  way  that  the  fertile  French 
fancy  could  devise — and  American 
dressmakers  h.Tve  followed  the  lead. 

Eut  the  clever  girl  who  wants  lo 
freshen  a  frock  that  she  has  worn  too 
often,  need  not  wait  for  the  nssistance 
of  an  expensive  dressmaker.  If  she  has- 
Insto  and  deft  finp.ers  she  can  chanj,f- 
her  old  liodice  miraculously  with  the 
help  of  carefully  selected  blo.ssoms  and 
a  little  time  and  patience. 

There  is  a  group  of  decollete  bodices 
sliov.n  at  a  leadin.g  store  to  each  of 
which  a  distinctive  note  is  given  by  an 
original  use  of  flowers,  yet  none  of 
them  is  complicated  enough  to  tax  or- 
dinary ingenuity. 

Two  illustrations  of  the  possibilities 
In  flower  fringes  are  simple  enough  to 
be  carried  out  by  anyemc  who  nas  a 
modcum'  of  artistic  taste.  In  one  in- 
I  stance  the  fringe  Is  long  and  irregu'ar 
and  is  made  of  narrow,  doub'e-facd 
pink  satin  ribbons,  to  which  tiny  pink 
ro:x5  are  fastened,  while  thickly-cius- 
tered  pink  roses  form  a  heading  for  the 
fringe  and  edge  the  decolletage. 

For  the  other  fringe,  shaded  violets 
were  used,  and  were  not  allowed  to 
fall  far  below  the  hfa'ilng.  This  head- 
ing, instead  of  being  formed  of  flowvrs, 
was  made  of  satin  ribbons  shaded  from 
white  to  deepest  violet  and  braided  to- 
gether, the  ribbon  and  Hower  fringe 
coming  out  from  beneath  the  heavy 
braiding. 

Any  other  fiowers  may  be  used  for 
such  fringes,  though  the  very  small 
roses  and  the  violets  lend  themselves 
particularly  well  to  the  effect.  Butter- 
cups, pink-tipped  Englsh  daisies  and 
a  long  list  of  other  flowers  may  be 
pressed  into  service,  and  almost  any 
color  scheme  desired  may  be  carried 
out. 

Roses  are  to  the  fore  again  in  the 
trimm.ing.  which  is  adjusted  in  deep 
pointed  garlands  over  a  simple  shirre  I 
beidice  of  white  chiffon.  The  roses  arc 
the  wide  open  tea  roses  this  time,  and 
are  fastened  with  a  few  of  their  leaves 
and  stems  upon  a  white  satin  ribbon 
that   keeps  them   in   place. 

One  loop  of  roses  falls  off 
the  shoulder  and  over  the  arm. 
One  falls  on  either  side  of 
the  bodice  front,  and  there  are  three 
in  the  back.  Beneath  the  open  points 
a  soft  scarf  of  chiffon  folds  round  th- 
decolletage  and  it  fastens  in  a  knot 
and  long  floating  ends  in  the  middle  of 
the    bodice    front. 

Graduated  garlands  of  tiny  pink 
roses  hang  in  chain-like  loops  over 
the  front  of  another  corsage,  the  long 
loops  falling  *iuite  to  the  waist  line 
and  little  garlands  of  the  same  flowers 
droop  over  the  puffed  sleeve. 

A  deep  collar  of  lace,  of  lattice  form, 
threaded  by  a  scarf  of  blue  tulle  ha.s 
little  blush  roses  ai)p!iqueel  at  its 
angles,  and  a  berthe  of  black  net.  che- 
nille edged,  over  pl^atings  of  rose  color 
chiffon  is  showered  with  pink  rose  pe- 
tals. In  varying  slr.es.  but  each  hold- 
ing a  dew  drop  brilliant. 

All  sorts  and  conditions  of  floral  cor- 
sa.sje  sprays  and  .ornaments  are  in 
vogue,  many  of  the  bunches  of  flowers 
having  a  shower  of  tiny  buds  or  blos- 
soms dangling  from  them  by  narrow 
ribbons.  Shower  bouquets  are  used  also 
to  finish  the  girdle.  Garlands.  tiny 
>  tmches  of  flowers,  floral  fringes,  head 
skirt  flounces.  Blossnms  are  sewn  on 
the  gown,  in  wreaths  encircling  lace 
medallions. 

The  use  of  artificial  flowers  does  not 
stop  with  the  frock.  Wreaths  and 
pailands  of  small  blossoms  are  the 
most  popular  hair  ornament  and  single 
blos.soms  or  e-'lusters  are  also  tucked  In 
among  waving  locks.  A  recent  fad  ad  is 
flowers,  even  to  the  dainty  satin  slip-

In  purchasing  you 
will  find  the  spaghetti  a  few  cents  more 
In  price  per  package,  but  it  is  really  so  i 
much  more  delicate  that  I  advise  it  in  pre- 
ference to  the  big  variety,  known  as  mac-  i 
aronl  proper. 

But  to  know  the  possibilities  of  epagh-  i 


etti  as  a  sumptuoiis,  satisfying  meal,  try 
it  a  L'ltalienne.  Italy's  sons,  you  know, 
are  supposed  lo  lie  in  the  sunsliine  are 
supposed  to  lie  in  the  sunshint*  and  devour 
mai-aroni  by  the  yard!  Perhaps  you 
may  have  bili<'Vid  this  S'imewhal  exag- 
gornt»d  Idea,  but  it  is  reallv  a  fact  that, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  odorfius 
garlic  flavor,  a  dish  of  spaghetti  a  I'llal- 
lenne  is  most  savory.  Recipes  usually  ad- 
vise boiling  macaroni  twenty  minutes; 
you  will  find,  however,  that  this  is  not 
long  enough.  Forty  minutes  is  not  more 
than  right  lo  have  the  paste  thoroughly 
soft.  Always  put  it  into  boiling  water, 
allowing  a  tablespoonful  of  salt  and  oi<e 
of  butter  to  a  half  pound.  If  yoti  want 
the  genuine  Italian  style,  you  should  have 
the  spaght  tti  in  as  long  lengths  as  pos- 
sible. This  is  done  by  holding  one  end  in 
the  boiling  water  until  it  softens  suffi- 
ciently to  bend;  then  fold  it  in  gently 
as  it  become  pliable.  Ordin.arily.  however, 
break  it  into  2-inch  lengths—  it  Is  easier 
handled,  more  American,  let  us  say. 
When  quite  soft,  drain  thoroughly;  pour 
cold  water  on  it  through  a  colander;  have 
r«'ady  a  tablespoonful  of  flour  and  one 
of  butter  well  blended,  into  which  you  put 
a  half  pound  of  grated  Parmesan  cheese 
and  a  little  black  pepper,  mixing  into  n 
sauce  with  a  cupful  of  the  water  in  which 
the  spaghetti  was  boiled;  stir  well,  but  do 
not  brown.  Put  the  boiled  macaroni  into 
a  dish,  season  with  salt  and  pepper  and 
the  very  smallest  possible  quantit.v  of 
grated  garlic— indeed,  to  just  rub  a  garlic 
clove  over  the  Inside  of  the  dish  will  prob- 
ably be  enough:  set  in  the  oven  lo  warm 
for  five  minutes:  then  sprinkle  over  it  a 
quarter  of  a  poiand  of  grated  cheese:  pour 
the  .'snuce  over  all  and  set  back  in  the 
oven  to  heat.    Serve  very  hot. 


to  fit  a  sieve.  Throw  the  sugared  ntits 
into  this  and  shake  aroxmd  until  each  ker- 
nel stands  s<-'parate^ 
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A  recipe  I  gave  lately  for  a  daube,  as 
a  certain  way  of  preparing  beef  a  la 
mode  is  called,  may  be  utilized  In  con- 
nection with  a  dish  of  spaghetti,  making 
a  verv  palatable  and,  indeed,  rich  and 
savory  meal  in  itself.  When  the  meat  is 
about  two-thirds  done  add  a  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  spaghetti  in  5-inch  lengths:  let 
it  boil  nearly  an  hour  or  a  little  less,  ad- 
ding, if  the  gravy  boils  away  too  far,  a 
half  pint  of  boiling  water,  or  hot  beef 
stock  if  you  have  it.  Serve  with  the 
meal  in  the  center  and  the  spaghetti 
heaped  around. 

Having  been  requested  to  give  again, 
in  part,  the  praline  recipe  I  g;ve  the  one 
asked  for— that  of  pecan  pralines,  or  bak- 
ed in  sugar;  Crack  the  pecans  carefully, 
that  they  mav  remain  whole,  always  re- 
mo\ing  the  bits  of  thin  shell  between  the 
halves,  these  being  bitter  to  the  taste. 
Allow  a  pound  of  sugar  to  a  pound  of  nut 
meats;  put  nuts  and  sugar  in  a  skillet 
and  over  the  fire  until  they  crackle;  lift 
from  the  fire  and  work  until  the  sugar  de- 
taches itself  and  becomes  like  sand.  Keep 
half  the  sugar  out  and  put  the  other  half 
and  the  nuts  back  on  the  fire,  stirring 
lightly;  the  nut  kernels  will  pick  up  the 
sugar,  as  it  were;  when  it  is  absorbed  add 
the  half  you  reserved  and  parch  until  this 
Is  absorbed.

V/ recked     Schooner 

on  Desert  R(ick. 

San  Francisco,  Jan.  31, — The  steaui 
schooner  Crescent  City  ran  on  Fish 
Rock,  olT  the  Mendocino  coast  during 
a  gale  early  yesterday  morning.  Her 
passengers  and  crew,  numbering  in 
about  twenty-tive,  took  refu.ge  on  the 
reck.

eleven  persons  and  transferred  them  to 
the  Scotia.  The  life  .saving  crew  fiom 
Point  Arona  could  not  launch  a  boai, 
but  attempted  to  shoot  lines  over  the 
rocks  from  shore,  but  owing  to  ih? 
wind  all  efforts  in  this  direction  were 
unsuccessful.  About  fifteen  persons 
are  still  on  the  rocks  and  are  in  no 
danger  except  frona  exposure.  Tugs 
from  Pan  Francisco  will  make  an  at- 
tempt to  rescue  the  marooned  persons. 
The  sea  is  very  rough  and  it  may  be 
necessary  to  leave  the  people  on  the 
rock  all  night.  The  Cre.scent  city  Is 
slowly  breaking  up.  and  unless  the 
storm  ceases,  will  probably  be  a 
loss. 


Head-On    Collision     Be^ 

tween  Two  Trains  Near 

Hazehon,  Pa. 

Hazelton,  Pa.,  Jan.  31.— The  fast  ex- 
press train  from  Wilkesbarre  for 
Philadelphia  on  the  Schuykill  Valley 
division  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
collided  head-on  last  evening  with  a 
freight  train  near  Lofty,  nine  miiis 
south  of  Hazelton.  The  engineer  and 
fireman  and  colored  porter  of  the  pas- 
senger train  were  seriously  hurt  and 
several    passengers    slightly    injured.

Between  Hazelton  and  Lofty  there 
is  a  single  track  which  is  used  by 
both  the  Lehi.gh  Valley  and  Pennsyl- 
vania railroads.  Through  a  misunder- 
standing of  orders   both  trains  got  on 


this  single  stretch  of  track  and  be- 
fore the  engineers  saw  the  danger  it 
was    too   late    to  avert    the   col.ision. 

The  locomotives  came  together  with 
a  terrific  crash.  The  freight  engine 
leaped  over  the  top  of  the  express  ca; 
and  plunged  into  the  chair  car.  The 
passengers  in  this  car  were  buried 
in  every  direction.  The  porter,  Haiiy 
Hayward.  was  thrown  against  the 
roof  and  probably  fatally  injured.  The 
hot  coals  from  the  lire  box  set  fir« 
to  the  chair  car  and  it  was  destroyed 
in  a  short   time. 

It  is  said  the  engineer  of  the  freight 
train  had  an  order  to  take  a  side  tr.ick 
and  allow  the  Ilyer  to  pa.ss,  but  failed 
to  reach  the  siding  before  the  passen- 
ger  train    arrived. 

The  railroad  officials  stated  that  none 
of  the  passengers  were  seriously  in- 
jured and  all  were  able  to  resume  their 
journey.

St.  Paul.  Fob.  2.— (Sijecial  to  The 
Herald.) — Minnesota  may  buy  Hour  for 
the  starving  people  of  Norway  and 
Sweden,  who  are  suffering  from  a  fam- 
ine because  of  crop  failure.  Senator 
Johnson  this  morning  introduced  into 
the  senate  a  bill  providing  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  $2500  for  the  relief  of  the 
famine-stricken  Scandinavians.  The 
money   iti   to  be  spent   in  the  purchase 

of  flour  by  the  governor,  who  is  to 
handlti  the  matter  and  arrange  for  the 
f«hii)ment  of  the  Hour  to  the  king  of 
tswedeu. 

Simon  Clark's  appointment  as  sur- 
veyor general  of  log.s  and  lumber  for 
tlie  Duluth  district  was  confirmed,  with 
a  siig)\t  change  in  the  wording  of  th«r 
upiiointment,  which  gave  Mr.  Clark  a 
inid<lle  initi:il  that  he  df>e3  not  own. 
After  the  superfluous  letter  was  struck 
out  the  appointment  was  confirmed 
without  objection.  So  wa.s  the  appoint- 
ment of  tk'orgc  L.  Matchan  as  sur- 
veyor general  for  the  Minneapolis  dis- 
trict. The  special  committee  appoint- 
ed to  look  into  the  charges  against  hmi 
reported  in  favor  of  the  confirmation  of 
his  appointment,  as  predicted  the 
other  day.  and  the  senate  confirmed  it. 

Senator  Wilson  introduced  a  bill  pro-  . 
viding  for  a  state  reformatory  for  wo-  i 
men,    separate    and    distinct    from    the 
other  penal  institutions  in  which  male  | 
and    female    convicts    are    now    impris-  ' 
oned.     It  provides  that   the   institutioti 
Bhall    be    under    the    board    of    control, 
Avhich   is   to   select   a   site   and   acquire 
grounds  by  donation  or  purchase,  and 
to  erect  suitable   buildings.       The     bill 
carries   an   appropriation  of  $100,000  for 
the  purpose. 

Senator  Alley  introduced  a  bill  pro- 
viding for  a  penalty  for  violations  oi: 
quarantine.  The  law  is  unsatisfactory 
In  that  respect  now,  and  Senator  Alley's 
amendment  would  punish  those  who 
violate  established  quarantine  regula- 
tions by  fines  of  $.'.  to  $25  or  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  th:ui  sixty  days. 

Senator  Hardy  put  in  the  anti-vaccin- 
ation bill,  which  has  aiso  been  intro- 
duced in  the  house,  providing  that 
vaccination  shall  not  be  compulsory, 
and  that  pupils  may  attend  school 
without  it. 

Senator  Somerville  put  in  a  bill  that 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  three 
disinterested  persons  as  referees  to  ad- 
just Are  losses.  The  appointment  is  to 
be  made  by  the  district  court,  and  the 
compensation  is  to  be  $5  per  day, 
though  the  parties  may  agree  to  make 

it  as  high  as  $10.

In  the  house  Mr.  Hugo  introduced  a 
bill  of  considerable  interest  to  all  who 
have  occasion  to  apply  at  the  state  au- 
ditoi's  office  for  leases  on  state  mineral 
lands.

Frvberger,  of  Hennepin  county, 
offered  a'  resolution  for  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  subject  of  prison  labor.  A 
number  of  protests  have  been  reteived 
ivom  organized  labor  agaUist  the  com- 
petition of  prison  labor  in  the  shoe 
business  and  other  lines  of  work,  on 
which  the  state  prison  inhabitants  are 
employed.  The  bii!  aulhoii-es  the  house 
committee  on  prison  labor  to  investi- 
cate  the  question,  and  if  it  is  found 
that  there  are  evils  in  connection  with 
it  the  committee  is  to  report  lei;islation 
that  will  adjust  it.  Notice  of  de'oute 
Avas  t'iven,  so  the  resolution  went  over. 

The  plan  of  having  the  report  of  the 
statute  revision  commission  referred  to 
a  joint  committee  was  finally  aban- 
doned, and  the  matter  was  referretl  to 
the  judiciary  committee  instead.

CASTRO  FEARS  A  WORLD  WAR     I  Several  Compan- 
MAY  RESULT  FROM  DISPUTE  I  ies  Are  Stationed 

at  Waterbury. 


"Washfnirton,  Feb.  2.— Minister  Bowcn 
is  wilUlng  that  the  allied  powers  shall 
receive  preferential  payments  of  their 
claims  against  Venezuela  for  the  period 
of  one  month,  provided  they  accept  the 
remainder  of  his  proppsition  and  agree 
to  the  Immediate  lifting  of  the  block- 
ade. He  informed  the  representatives 
of  the  allied  powers  here  to  this  effect 
several  days  ago,  but  has  no>  yet  re- 
ceived an  answer.  This  important  fact 
was  developed  today  by  the  announce- 
ment from  another  aaarter  that  the 
allies  might  be  induced  to  modify  their 
demand  that  the.v  be  paid  before  the 
other  claimant  nations,  to  the  extent  of 
contenting  themselves  with  preferential 
treatment  for  six  months  or  perhaps  a 
year.  There  is  no  indication  as  yet 
that  they  will  consent  to  cutting  this 
period  to  a  month,  ba;t  owing  to  the 
activity  which  France  and  the -other 
claimant  nations  are  showing  regard- 
ing the  protection  of  their  interests  in 
Venezuela,  it  will  not  .surprise  the  oill- 
cials  here  if  the  ullies  yield  still  fur- 
ther. 

The  situation  Is'  somewhat  compli- 
cated by  the  action  of  President  Castro 
in  cabling  to  Washington  that  he  de- 
sires that  all  claimant  nations  be  ac- 
corded the  same  tie^tment.  This* 
message  from  President  Castro  was  re- 
ceived in  Washington  yesterday,  and 
Mr.  Bowcn  v.ill  at  once  acquaint  the 
allies  with  its  purport.

HAS  A  COLD 


New  York,  Feb.  2.— The  Herald's

"I  cannot  grasp  the  news  from 
Washington.  I  fear  that  the  Vene- 
zuelan conllict  will  be  made  a  pretext 
lor  a  world  war.

"As  far  as  1  can  s»*e  th^  French  c'aim 
is  absolutely  perfect,  j-et  the  blockad- 
ing i>owers  seem  to  <le.a  "e  to  invalidate 
it.  This  is  a  strange  v^ror^  .-dure  in- 
deed, when  you  recalll  thnt  the  Fren-:h, 
Beit;Jan  and  Spanish  claims  already 
ha\e  that  solemn  sanction  wlii<h  the 
blockading  powers  pretend  to  be  d-!sir- 
ous  their  own  should  receive. 

"Yet,  I  am  hopeful,  yes,  always  hope- 
fuL  Mr.  Bow-en  has  cabled  me  to  be 
prudent  and  patient.  It  shall  be  both, 
and  we  will  exhaust  all  peaceful  means, 
with  the  understanding  that  whci'  that 
has  been  done  we  will  not  give  in.  but 
will   flght. 

"We    have    concluded    that    if    there 


Is  no  honor  among  nations,  nor  virtue 
in  international  agreements,  w?  must 
defend  ourselves,  and  to  insure  tran- 
quility we  must  take  jiossession  of 
Trinidad  and  other  adjacent  places, 
from  which,  with  the  consent  of  un- 
friendly powers,  filibustering  expedi- 
tions have  stiirted  and  have  made  Ven- 
ezuela welter  in  blood. 

"The  Banrlgh,  which  sailed  from 
England,  and  the  expedition,  under  the 
command  of  Gen.  Carib  Vidal,  which 
sailed  from  Trinidad,  landing  arms  two 
weeks  ago  at  Higuerote,  would  cost 
England  as  much  as  the  Alabama 
claims  if  we  had  equal  rights  with  the 
strong." 

The  members  of  the  American, 
French  and  Spanish  colonies  have  helv. 
a  meeting,  says  a  Hei-ald  dispatch  from 
Caracas,  and  addressed  protests  to 
their  legations  against  the  outrageous 
proposal  of  the  blockading  powers  that 
"the  I'nited  States  should  be  the  tool 
of  Germany." 

The  French  colony  declared  that 
"France  cannot  agree  that,  in  the 
bankruptcy  of  Venezuela,  Germany 
should  receive  special  treatment  on  a 
loan  which  is  comparative  only  to  the 
Madame  Humbert  loan."

Tangier.  Morocco.  Feb.  2.— The  details 
of  the  sultan's  victory  Thursday  ovei 
the  forces  of  the  pretender  show  that 
the  battle  was  stubbornly  contested  and 
that  the  former's  success  was  largely 
due  to  the  co-oi)eration  at  a  critical 
moment  of  the  Benl  Ourein  tribe  whose 
defection  from  the  rebels  the  sultan 
had  previously  purchased.  The  artillery 
of  the  imperial  forces,  which  v/ere  com- 
manded by  the  minister  of  war,  con- 
sisted of  eight  Maxims  and  four 
Krupps.  The  sultan's  troops  opened 
the  Jittack  early  in  the  morning,  and 
shortly  afterward  the  pretender's  camp 


wns  assailed  in  the  rear  by  the  Beni 
Oureins.  In  spite  of  the  surprise  and 
disadvantage  of  position  the  rebels 
stubbornly  maintained  their  ground, 
and  desperate  fighting  continued  for 
three  hours.  The  slaughter  was  very 
great.  The  remnants  of  the  rebel  army 
then  bi-oke,  abandoned  the  camp  and 
fied  in  the  direction  of  Tazab.  The 
imperial  troops  are  pursuing  the  fugi-  I 
tives,  and  if  the  pretender  is  not  !

There  is  great  re- 
joicing at  Fez  as  a  result  of  the  victory 
of  the  sultan's  forces.

I  tion  was  necessary  to  avoid  collisions. 
I  Street  cars  moved  slower  than  usual 
I  and  elevated  trains  also  were  delayed. 


Postpones  a  Visit  to  Chats- 
worth  On  That 
Account. 

London,  Feb.  2.— King  Edward  and 
Queen  Alexandra  were  to  have  gone  on 
a  visit  to  the  duke  and  duchess  of 
Devonshire  at  Chatswirth  this  after- 
noon, but  their  departure  was  post- 
poned at  the  last  moment,  the  reason 
being  given  that  the  king  was  suffer- 
ing from  a  feverish  cold.

Their    Preferential    De- 
mands Against  Vene- 
zuela. 


Would  Be  Satisfied  With 
Few  Months  Pay- 
ment. 


"Washington,  Feb.  2,— Minister  Bowcn 
is  willUng  that  the  allied  powers  shall 
receive  preferential  payments  of  their 
claims  against  Vene-.5uela  for  the  period 
of  one  month,  provided  they  accept  the 
remainder  of  his  proposition  and  agree 
to  the  Immediate  lifthig  of  the  block- 
ade. He  informed  the  representatives 
of  the  allied  powers  here  to  this  effect 
several  days  ago,  but  has  no>  yet  re- 
ceived an  answer.  This  important  fact 
was  developed  today  by  the  announce- 
ment from  another  oaarter  that  the 
allies  might  be  induced  to  modify  their 
demand  that  they  be  paid  before  the 
other  claimant  nations,  to  the  extent  of 
contenting  themselves  v\  ith  prefeiential 
treatment  for  six  months  or  perhaps  a 
j'ear.  There  is  no  indication  as  yet 
that  they  will  con.sent  to  cutting  this 
period  to  a  month,  but  owing  to  the 
activity  which  France  and  the -other 
claimant  nations  are  showing  regard- 
ing the  protection  of  their  interests  In 
Venezuela,  it  will  not  surprise  the  olll- 
cials  here  if  the  allies  yield  still  fur- 
ther. 

The  situation  Is  somewhat  compli- 
cated by  the  action  of  President  Castro 
in  cabling  to  Washington  that  he  de- 
sires thnt  all  claimant  nations  be  ac- 
corded the  same  tie^tment.  This 
message  from  President  Castro  was  re- 
ceived in  Washington  yesterday,  and 
Mr.  LJowen  v.ill  at  once  acquaint  the 
allies  with  its  purport.

New  York,  Feb.  2.— The  Herald's 
Caracas  correspo  ident  quotes  Presi- 
dent Castro  as  sajMng,  in  the  course  of

"I  cannot  grasp  the  news  from 
Washington.  I  fear  that  the  Vene- 
zuelan conllict  will  be  made  a  pretext 
lor  a  world  war.

treatment  as  follows: 

•'Tlie  Venezuelin  government  desires 
equal  treatment  for  every  creditor  na- 
tion, at  the  same  tia:o  keeping  in  mind 
and  respecting  its  prcvic  i.s  dipl«*mati2 
agteements  and  obhfcations. 

"As  far  as  1  can  s^^o  th;i  French  c'aim 
is  absolutely  perfect,  j-et  ihe  blockad- 
ing i)Owers  seem  to  Ut.a  'e  to  invalidiite 
It.  This  is  a  strange  prs)?^.'dur^  in- 
deed, when  you  recall!  thist  the  Fren'?h, 
Belgian  and  Spanish  claims  already 
lia\e  that  solemn  sanction  "Alii^h  the 
blockading  powers  pretend  to  be  d-sir- 
ous  their  own  should  receive. 

"Yet,  I  am  hopeful,  yes,  always  hope- 
ful. Mr.  Bowen  has  cabled  me  to  be 
prudent  and  patient.  It  shall  be  both, 
and  we  will  exhaust  all  peaceful  means, 
with  the  understanding  that  whci>  that 
has  been  done  we  will  not  give  in.  but 
will   nght. 

"We    have    concluded    that    if    there 


is  no  honor  among  nations,  nor  virtue 
in  intern.ational  agreements,  w?  must 
defend  ourselves,  and  to  insure  ti'an- 
quiiity  we  must  take  possession  of 
Trinidad  and  other  adjacent  places, 
from  which,  with  the  consent  of  un- 
friendly powers,  filibustering  expedi- 
tions have  started  and  have  made  Ven- 
eiiuela  welter  in  blood. 

"The  Banrigh,  which  sailed  from 
England,  and  the  expedition,  under  the 
command  of  Gen.  Carib  Vldal,  which 
sailed  from  Trinidad,  landing  arms  two 
weeks  ago  at  Higuerote,  would  cost 
England  as  much  as  the  Alabama 
claims  if  we  had  equal  rights  with  the 
strong."

Caracas,  and  addressed  protests  to 
tlieir  legations  against  the  outrageous 
proposal  of  the  blockading  powers  that 
"the  United  States  should  be  the  tool 
of  Germany."

The  Zenith  Blast  Furnace  company 
Is  reorganizing  for  the  purpose  of  In- 
creasing its  capital  stock  from  $300,000 
to  $750,000,  and  within  a  week  or  ten 
days  it  is  expected  this  will  be  accom- 
plished and  the  papers  filed. 

Coke  ovens  are  to  be  built  at  the  blast 
furnace. 

A  new  furnace,  or  perhaps  two,  are 
to  be  erected. 

The  cap^'jity  of  the  furnace  plant  as 
it  stands  will  be  tripled,  if  all  plans  no 
through  as  now  being  made. 

For  several  months  the  rumor  that 
coke  ovens  were  to  be  built  shortly 
hy  ;  been  prevalent  at  the  head  of  tne 
hikes,  but  until  today  no  delinite  an- 
nouncement has  been  made. 

The  reorganization  of  the  company 
is  about  complete,  and  the  delay  now 
is  caused  by  the  discussion  of  details 
of  the  enlargement  and  improvement  to 
be  made. 

The  present  supply  of  coke  comes 
from  Superior. 

'It  is  a  littlle  premature  for  me  to 
talk  about  our  plans,"  said  President 
A.  B.  VVolvin  of  the  furnace  company 
this  afternoon.  "Tlie  reorganization  is 
only  crystalizing.  and  1  cannot  give 
out  any  delinite  statement  at  this  tune, 
which  I  might  be  called  upon  to  deny 
later. 

"That  is  about  what  we  are  arrang- 
ing to  do,"  said  Mr.  Woivin,  when  told 
of  the  announcement  ^\hich  had  reach* 
ed  The  Herald.  *VV'e  have  not  tinishcd 
the  detailed  plans  yet,  and  they  are 
still  working;  on  them,  so  I  cannot  teil 
you  anything  definite  about  the  pro- 
po.scd  improvement." 

With  coke  ovens  at  Duluth,  the  gen- 
eral supposition  is  that  the  blast  fur- 
naces can  operate  even  when  the  price

of  Iron  is  not  Avhat  it  is  today,  and  do 
it  profitably.  Fear  has  been  expressed 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  the 
blast  furnaces  open  if  the  prices  of 
iron  should  slump.  It  has  been  stated 
by  reliable  persons  connected  with  the 
furnace  company  that  if  coke  ovens 
were  built  here,  it  would  put  the  blast 
furnaces  of  Duluth  on  an  equal  footing 
with   those  in   Fennsylvania. 

The  work  on  the  improvements  will 
be  started  this  spring  unless  some 
hitch  in  the  present  plans  occur.  It  is 
the  intention  to  make  the  inci eased 
establishment  operative  as  soon  as 
possible. 

This  announcement  is  one  of  the  most 
important  to  Duluth  and  contiguous 
territory  since  the  announcement  of 
the  llrst  blast  furnace  opening  for 
business  here,  as  it  shows  that  the  ex- 
periment made  to  ascertain  if  it  would 
be  profitable  to  make  pig  iron  at  the 
sovce  of  the  ore  supply  has  proved 
sutv  essful,  and  the  field  opened 
through  the  discovery  that  the  smell- 
ing of  ore  is  not  only  practical  but 
profitable  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  is 
without  a  limit. 

It  has  been  for  years  the  cause  for 
objection  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  and 
their  ultimate  progress,  and  iron  men 
all  over  the  country  have  waited  vviih 
interest  to  see  what  the  outcome  of  the 
experiment  of  the  Zenith  Blast  Fur- 
nace company  would  be.

"The  immigration  has  been  large  for 
several  years  past,"  said  Emigrant 
Agent  E.  A.  Llndgren  of  the  South 
Shore  road  this  morning,  "and  the 
number  who  came  here  has  been  about 
1800  or  2000. 

"This  year  I  expect  there  will  be  In 
the  neighborhood  of  4500  or  .')000  immi- 
grants from  Norway,  Sweden  artd  Fni- 
land.  The  hard  times  and  crop  fail- 
ures In  those  countries  in  the  past  year 
have  disgusted  many  of  the  farmers 
and  people  whose  living  depends  upon 
the  success  of  the  farmer,  and  they  will 
come  over  In  droves. 

"We  are  hearing  every  day  from 
people  In  those  countries  who  are  anx- 
ious to  come  over  here  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, and  as  the  times  in  this  country 
are  excellent  just  now,  it  Is  an  addition- 
al attraction.  Of  the  immogrants  from 
those  countries  our  road  handles  about 
&0  per  cent,  and  of  all  that  comes,  most 
remain  in  Minnesota. 

"I  do  not  think  the  tales  of  sufferineT 
from  the  hard  times  among  the  Scan- 
dinavians are  strictly  within  keeping 
with  the  facts.  It  Is  true  the  crops 
were  ruined  last  year,  but  the  country 
was  not  left  without  any  means  of  sub- 
sistence. I  received  a  letter  from  iny 
mother,  who  lives  in  Sweden,  about 
sixty  miles  north  of  the  Arctic  circle, 
where  the  suffering  is  said  to  be  great, 
and  she  says  that  it  is  not  serious  in 
the  vicinity  of  her  community. 

"Back  in  the  woods  and  away  from 
the. railroads  and  civilization,  she  says, 
there  is  severe  suffering,  but  no  deaths 
or  cases  of  starvation  have  come  under 
her  notice. 

"However,  the  condition  will  cause 
many  to  mignite,  and  the  influx  in  this 
state  will  be  extremely  large  here  this 
spring."

The  Peculiar  Excitement  of 
Stock  Gambling. 

"Even  as  that  venerable  institution  th« 
bucketshop  ranges  from  the  luxurious 
suites,  whose  maintenance  consumes 
thousands  of  debars  yearly,  to  the  foul 
dene  of  lower  New  street,  so  do  its  hab- 
itues scale  up  or  down,  from  the  fur- 
clad  gambler  whose  patronage  is  rejected 
by  honest  brokers  to  the  shivering,  white 
lipped  messenger  boy  who  "takes  a  chanst 
f  r  50  cents."  says  the  New  York  aun. 

"The  "customers'  room'  of  a  big  bucket- 
shop  at  the  noon  hour  of  a  business  day 
affords  an  opportunity  for  the  study  of 
men  and  motives  im{K>ssible  to  find  else- 
where. It  is  usually  a  large  apartment, 
attractively  fitted.  The  wails  and  celling 
are  tastefully  decorated,  and,  eliminating 
the  buzzing  tickers  and  tne  immenso 
blackboard,  which  takes  up  all  of  one  side 
of  the  room,  it  might  l>e  mistaken  by 
the  novice  for  the  lounging  room  of  a  city 
club. 

The  customers  lounge  about  in  spac- 
ious mahogany  chairs  reading  papers  «" 
magazines  or  talking  in  low  tones  with 
one  another,  rising  from  time  to  time  to 
consult  the  ticker  or  to  whisper  an  order 
In  the  ear  of  a  clerk  and  then  sauntering 
back    to    their    chairs. 

The  blackboard  is  the  important  prt  of 
the  machinery  and  it  is  also  the  jarring 
element  in  the  room's  repose.  Across  its 
wide  surface  run  row  upon  row  of  grooves 
These  are  divided  into  sections  by  verti- 
cal wooden  strips  running  from  top  to 
bottom  of  the  board.  Close  to  each  atrip 
are  placed  the  names  of  all  the  active 
stocks  dealt  in  on  the  Stock  Exchanee, 
the  names  running  in  alphabetical  order 
from  the  top  to  tlie  bottom  of  each  sec- 
tion. Sufficient  space  is  1<  ft  after  each 
name  to  permit  the  Insertion  of  littlo 
wooden  blocks  hearing  numbers  from  one 
to  ten  with  fractions,  by  means  of  which 
the  .padations  can  be  instantly  changed. 

The  first  number  is  usually  the  closing 
price  of  the  previous  day.  The  othirs 
show  the  present  days  fluctuations.  The 
blocks  are  changed  from  time  to  time  as 
a  telegraph  operator  calls  off  the  varia- 
tions. 

The  customers  face  this  board  and  fol- 
low the  swift  changes  carefully.  A  closer 
scrutiny  shows  the  papers  and  magazines 
in  their  hands  to  be  onlv  such  as  record 
the  news  affecting  railroad  and  industrial 
corporations.  As  each  block  is  sllrwie- 
into  place  anxious  eyes  peer  .at  it.  for  It 
means  an  advance  or  decline  in  the  stock 
and  in  the  fortune  of  the  holder  thereof, 
and  under  the  calm  exterior  of  the  watch- 
ers there  is  a  tempest  of  anxiety. 

The  tempest  bursts  out  at  times.  A 
mail's  face  goes  a.shen;  ne  rises  weakly 
from  his  place  with  a  faltering  word, 
•Good  God:  "  and  stumbles  to  the  door, 
unseeing.  A  moment  later  and  the  littlrt 
block  that  ruined  him  is  swiftly  chang«;d 
to  one  which  would  have  saved  him  if  his 
margin  bad  held. 

It  is  a  different  scene  In  the  smaller 
bucket  shops.  The  paraphernalia  Is  simi- 
lar, but  on  a  less  elaborate  scale,  and  th« 
frequenters  present,  in  their  own  par- 
lance, a  less  elaborate  "front."  They  are 
essentially  "pikers."  and  their  fever  is  not 
at  all  intermittent. 

The  ihances  are  that  when  you  sat 
down  to  dinner  in  your  boarding  house 
on  the  first  <l;;v  yo»i  came  to  the  city, 
von  overheard  a  conversation  between 
vour  landlady  and  her  lady-boarder 
friend  which  ran  afti-r  this  fashion,  tho 
ladv  boarder  having  the  cue:

DULUTH  WINS 
PRIZE  AGAIN 


The  price  paid  for  the  Great  Northern 
Steamship  company's  six  freight  boats 
and  Buffalo  terminals  by  the  New  York 
Central  company  and  lines  associated 
ill  tlie  pureiiase  at  Chicago  last  Thurs- 
day, was  nearly  $5,0uo,00o.  As  indicat- 
ed in  The  Evening  Herald,  the  passen- 
ger boats  were  not  included  in  the  sale, 
but  will  probably  be  operated  by  an 
independent  management,  and  Duluth 
is  to  be  on  the  routing. 

James  J.  Hill  demanded  concessions 
witli  the  purchase  price  for  his  boats, 
which  will  result  in  harmony,  and  a 
schedule  of  fair  rates  between  Duluth 
and  Eastern  points  for  freight.  One  of 
the  stipulations  was  that  the  rates  con- 
tinue the  same  and  a  traffic  alli- 
ance witii  the  Western  Transit,  North- 
ern Steamship  compaaj'  and  Anchor 
line  be  pre.served,  giving  the  Gieat 
Northern  the  same  or  better  connec- 
tions to  the  East  than  ever  before. 

The  sale  of  the  21, Out  tons  capacity  of 
steamships  of  the  Northern  Steamship 
company  marks  the  end  of  a  fight 
waged  for  twenty  years  by  James  J. 
ilill  to  secure  propei-  freight  rates  from 
Duluth  and  the  Twin  Cities,  as  com- 
iJared  lo  the  rates  to  Chicago  from  the 
East.  If  the  rates  are  not  maintained 
by  the  purchasers,  Mr.  Hill  will  uo  as 
he  did  in  1S83,  build  another  line  of 
boats. 

The  transfer  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  important  in  years  from  a  traftic 
standpoint.  It  terminates  the  fight  of 
Mr.  Hill  against  the  combined  strength 
of  the  trunk  line  railroads  to  preserve 
the  <iuality  of  the  Duluth  and  Twin 
Cities  markets  against  Chicago.  The 
victory  is  for  Mr.  Hill,  as  the  parties 
stipulated  that  the  rates  between  the 
Noi  til  west  and  the  seaboard  should  not 
be  disturbed. 

The  purchase,  made  through  the 
•fforts  of  President  W.  H.  Newman  of 
the  New  York  Central  company,  is  par- 
ticipated in  by,  beside  the  company  ap- 
pearing as  the  buyer,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  Erie,  the  Lehigh  and  tiie 
Lackawanna  roads. 

Chief  traffic  representatives  of  all 
these  lines  met  at  Chicago  again  Sat- 
urday with  the  traffic  representatives 
of  Hill's  Northern  lines,  and  deter- 
mined upon  rates  and  divisions  of 
traflic.  It  was  not  decided,  however, 
whetner  the  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany would  be  run  as  a  separate  or- 
ganization or  whether  the  six  boats 
would  be  divided  among  the  railroads 
interested  in  the  deal. 

By  this  sale  the  trunk  lines,  having 
in  thtii  control  the  Northern  Steamship 
company,  the  Western  Transit  conf- 
pany  of  the  New  York  Central  and  tlve 
the  Anchor  line  of  Pennsylvania,  prac- 
tically secure  control  of  the  lake-c.irry- 
ing  traffic  between  Duluth  aii<l  Lake 
Erie  and  Lake  Huron  ports.  (»n  the 
other  hand,  Mr.  Hill  gains  a.  traffic  al- 
liance with  all  three  steamship  lines  by 
which  all  traffic  of  the  trunk  lines  will 
be  turned  over  to  him  at  Duluth.  It 
therefore  means  the  elimin.ation  of  a 
competition  Wiiich  has  often  developed 
into  open  warfare  and  the  establi.-.h- 
ineut  of  a  new  community  of  interests 
between  the  East  and  the  Northwest. 

Years  ago  Mr.  Hill  insisted  that  Du- 
luth and  the  Twin  Cities  should  be 
placed  in  as  good  position  with  regard 
to  rates  as  Chicago,  and  protested 
against  what  he  termed  discrimination 
by  trunk  lines.  His  protests  were  ig- 
nored, and  this  led  to  his  ojganizing 
tiie  Northern  Steamship  company.  By 
means  of  this  compan}.-  he  was  able  to 
make  rates  to  the  East  whieh  were 
nearly  on  a  parity  with  the  rates  from 
Chicago  to  the  seaboard,  and  since 
that  time  Dulath  and  the  Twin  Cities 
have  practically  enjoyed  Chicago  rates. 

When  there  was  not  open  warfare 
between  the  Hill  boats  and  the  other 
lines,  however,  there  existed  a  sort  of 
a.rmed  truce.  Hill  demanded  an  in- 
terchange of  freight  at  Buff.ilo.  while 
the  trunk  lines  wanted  the  interchange 
at  Duluth.  Accordingly  Hill  was  com- 
pelled to  get  his  westbound  freight 
from  such  trunk  lines  as  did 
not  have  steamship  lines  of  their  own. 
His  aim  in  building  the  boats,  how- 
ever, was  attained  and  by  parting  with 
them  he  has  restored  iiarmony.

Agricul 
tural  irnpleinents  show  an  increase  of 
over  ^000,000;  books,  maps,  etc., 
nearly  $1,010,000;  leather  and  manufac- 
tures of  wood,  over  $1,000,000:  while 
woolen  goods,  paints,  paraffin,  jewelry, 
India  rubber  goods,  glass,  gunpowder 
and  other  explosives  also  show  in- 
creases in  greater  or  less  degree.  The 
chief  articles  showing  a  decrease  are 
manufactures  of  brass.  chemicals, 
clocks  and  watches,  musical  instru- 
ments, paper,  spirits,  wines  and  li- 
quors and,  as  already  indicated,  min-  i 
eral  oils  and  iron  and  steel,  the  reduc- 
tion in  all  of  these,  except  mineral  oils 
and   iron  and   steel,   being  vci-v   slight. 

The  chief  reduction  in  e.<:)orts  dur- 
ing the  year  is  in  agricultural  pro- 
ducts, which  show  a  decrease  of  5120.- 
000,000,  of  whieh  $80,000,000  valuf  is  in 
breadtstuffs;  $24,000,000  in  proviFions, 
$19,00,000  animals  and  $10.COO.Ot.O  in  cot- 
ton; wliile  tobacco  shows  an  increase 
of  about  $8,000,000,  and  fruits  and  nuts 
an  increase  of  about  $7.0CO.OOO.  This  t-- 
crease  of  J7,000,00o  in  the  exporiation 
of  ruits  is  chiefiy  to  th*-  tlnlted  iving- 
dom,  showing  an  increase  of  nearly 
?io,0()0,OCO,  and  to  France  and  Germany, 
each  showing  .an  increase  of  over  $1,- 
000,000.  The  only  other  great  class 
showing  a  decrease  is  products  of  the 
mines,  in  which  there  is  a  reduction  of 
about  $4.00(».000.  due  to  the  falling  off 
in  conl  exportations,  which  amounted 
to  only  $18,000,000,  as  against  $22,000,000 
in  1901.

STATISTICAL  TESTIMONY 

BEFORE  COAL  COMMISSION 

Voluminous  Figures  Presented  Showing  Production 
of  Coal,  Wages  of  Miners  and  of  Other  Wage 
Workers  of  Pennsylvania. 


Philadelphia,  Feb.  2.— Statistical  tes- 
timony was  presented  today  by  the 
Reading  company  to  the  antliracite 
coal  strike  commission.  W.  W.  Rilev. 
of  this  city,  who  conducts  a  bureau 
maintained  by  the  coal  carrjing  rail- 
road companies  for  the  purpose  of  col- 
lecting statistics  concerning  the  hard 
coal  production,  said  the  United  ."lates 
government  utilizes  the  data  coUec  ed 
by  his  bureau.  He  said  his  reports  were 
based  on  the  statements  furnished 
monthly  by  the  railroad  companies. 

A.  G.  Wilson,  of  Pottsville,  a  land 
agent  in  the  empioy  of  the  company, 
testified  to  the  amount  of  taxes  paid 
by  the  corporation  in  the  mining  re- 
gion. 

Statements  were  introCuced  showing 
the  average  annual  earnings  of  em- 
ployes, other  than  mine ,  workers,  in  a 
number  of  Pennsylvania  cities.  The 
number  of  wage  earners  by  these  sta- 
tistics were  478,780.  the  average  indi- 
vidual earnings  being  given  as  $462 
annually. 

Tables  showing  the  comparative 
bank  statistics  of  the  anthracite,  bi- 
tuminous and  agricultural  sections  of 
Pennsylvania  were  al.so  presented.  The 
per  capita  deposits  in  the  hard  coal  re- 
gion were  given  as  $81.50.  A  statement 
of  the  tax  statistics  showed  the  value 
of  taxable  property  in  the  anthracite 
region  to  be  $215,589,152. 

Counsel  for  the  mine  workers  today 
took  occasion  to  correct  the  statement 
published  recently  that  the  anion  h.-'d 
withdrawn  its  demand  for  payment  by 
weight  in  the  Schuylkill  region.  The 
demand  had  never  been  made,  he  said, 
with  regard  to  the  Schuylkill  field  and 


consequently  could  not  liave  been  with- 
drawn. 

Counsel  for  the  Reading  company,  ia 
a  statement  to  the  commission,  ."^^aid 
President  Mitchell  had  said  that  Presi- 
dent Baer,  of  the  Reading,  had 
charged  tlie  mine  workers  with  the  re- 
sponsibility for  twenty-one  murders 
during  the  recent  strike.  Mr.  L5:'.er. 
counsel  .said,  de.sired  to  correct  the  im- 
pression. He  had  never  made  the 
charge  that  twenty-one  murders  had 
been  committed  by  members  of  the 
union.  The  commLssion  here  took  a 
recess.

AID  FOR  SWEDEN, 

Minnesota  has  a  very  large  Swed- 
ish population,  both  birth  and  des- 
cent, and  it  was  therefore  very  ap- 
propriate that  Governor  Van  Sant 
should  issue  an  appeal  for  subscrip- 
tions to  relieve  the  distress  caused  by 
the  famine  that  is  now  causing  great 
suffering  in  the  northern  portion  of 
Sweden.  Reports  from  that  country 
indicate  that  the  famine  is  widespreaci 
and  th.e  distress  severe.  The  Swed- 
i.sh  government  has  stated  that  the 
people  at  home  are  unable  to  fully  re- 
lieve the  suffering  and  that  aid  will  be 
gladly  welcomed  from  other  coun- 
tries. Naturally  assistance  from  the 
Swedish  people  residing  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  will  be  received  with  spec- 
ial pleasure,  as  indicating  that  they 
still  feel  the  ties  of  kinship  and  have 
a  warm  spot  in  their  hearts  for  the 
land  which  gave  them  birth.  They 
have  been  participants  in  the  great 
prosperity  of  the  United  States  and 
arc  therefore  in  a  position  to  contri- 
bute to  the  relief  fund  that  is  being 
raised.  Americans  who  are  not  of 
Swedish  birth  or  descent  will  also 
feel  it  a  privilege  to  assist  in  this 
philanthropic  movement,  as  they  arc 
always  ready  to  relieve  distress  in 
any  part  of  the  world  and  particularly 
in  countries  that  contribute  largely  to 
the  population  of  the  United  States. 

'Governor  Van  Sant  has  appointed 
a  well  known  citizen  in  each  courty 
to  take  charge  of  the  collection  of 
subscriptions  to  the  relief  fund.  I'or 
St.  Louis  county.  Dr.  T.  J.  Eklund  has 
been  nanie<l,  ai^d  he  should  receive 
the  cordial  assistance  of  all  in  the 
organization  of  a  committee  and  the 
collection  of  a  good-sized  fund  to 
furnish  food  for  the  starving  people 
of  Northern  Sweden. 


States  have  been  rapidly  falling  off 
during  the  past  two  years  and  the 
imports  showing  a  great  increase. 
The  causes  of  this  are  pretty  well  m.

ed. The  increase  of  imports  is  large- 
ly due  to  the  high  prices  prevailing  jn 
this  country  and  the  inability  of  our 
manufacturers  to  supply  the  home  de- 
tnand. 

In  the  calendar  year  1902  the  trade 
of  the  United  States  with  foreign 
countries  was  worth  $1,390,696,355  in 
exports  and  $969,270,000  in  itnports, 
an  excess  of  exports  of  $391,426,346. 
Total  trade  $2,359,396,364.  The  trade 
of  Great  Britain  showed  £528,860,284 
of  imports  and  ,£349.350,664  of  ex- 
ports, an  excess  of  imports  of  £179,- 
509,620.  Total  of  imports  and  ex- 
ports, £878,210,948.  Reducing  pounds 
to  dollars  by  the  usual  methods  for 
rough  calculations  of  treating  the 
pound  as  equivalent  to  $5,  this  gives 
a  total  in  American  money  of  $4,39i," 
054-740-  This  shows  a  considerable 
preponderance  in  favor  of  British 
trade,  in  both  imports  and  exports. 
The  most  significant  feature  of  this 
report  is  found  in  the  comparison 
with  the  year  1901.  The  exports  of 
British  goods  in  1902  increased  al- 
most five  million  dollars,  while  Am- 
erican exports  fell  off  about  $105,- 
000,000.  British  imports  increased 
over  1901  by  $30,000,000,  while  Am 
erican  imports  increased  by  $89,000,- 
000.  i

PROPOSAL. 


The  refusal  of  the 
allies.  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Germany, 
to  let  other  nations 
with  claims  again.sl 
Venezuela  share 

equally  with  them  in  the  payments  out 
of  the  Venezuelan  customs  has  increased 
the  prob.ability  of  serious  troutile  arising. 
Minister  Bowon.  who  is  acting  for  Venez- 
uela in  the  neg<Uiations,  is  still  hopefui 
that  the  allies  will  yield  on  this  point, 
and  a  peaceful  settlement  of  the  dispute 
be  reached,  but  upon  what  he  bases  this 
oonclusion  is  not  apparent.  The  situation 
Is  now  such  that  it  may  lead  to  embar- 
rassing complications  at  any  time.  The 
measures  already  .adopted  by  the  powers 
have  been  more  drastic  than  the  circum- 
»t.an  es  warranted,  and  the  declination 
of  Minister  Bowen's  final  propo.sltlon  will 
hardly  improve  the  temper  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  who  have  boon  much  aroused 
by  the  b!i'ckading  of  the  Venezuelan  ports, 
the  unwarranted  sinking  of  Venezuelan 
war  vessels  and.  more  recently,  by  the 
bombardment  by  a  German  vessel  of  a 
Venezuelan  fort  while  peace  negotiations 
■were  In  progress.  The  truth  Is  that  the 
allies  are  really  engaged  in  carrying  on 
a  gouge  game.  Venezuela  is  being  forced 
to  settle  claims  that  bear  the  stamp  of 
fraud.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Ger- 
man claims.  Venezuela  was  charged,  by 
German  capitalists,  an  outrageous  price 
for  the  building  of  a  railroad,  and  can 
hardly  be  blamed  for  holding  up  pay- 
ments until  the  robbery  has  been  revised. 
Venezuela  has  defaulted  on  Interest  pay- 
ments, but  she  ought  never  to  have  recog- 
nized the  original  claim.  France  and 
Italy,  as  well  as  the  I'nited  .States,  have 
claims  against  Venezuela,  and  the  refusal 
of  the  allies  to  let  them  share  in  the  pav- 
ments  may  breed  serious  troiible.

NIAGARA   FALLS    POWER. 

Some  people  may  be  inclined  to 
think  that  the  vicious  bolt  of  light- 
ning which  caused  such  havoc  at  one 
of  the  big  power  plants  at  Niagara 
Falls  the  other  day  denoted  the  anger 
of  the  elements  toward  the  vandal 
hand  of  commercialism  that  threat- 
ens to  disfigure  one  of  the  world's 
greatest  scenic  attractions.  ,The  falls 
of  Niagara  are  of  great  patriotic  in- 
terest and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  banks  of  the  mighty  cataract 
should  be  marred  by  a  long  chain  of 
unsightly,  nature-marring  power 
houses.  Already  the  structures  de- 
tract from  the  grand  picturesques- 
ness  of  nature  and  it  will  be  much 
worse  when  the  projects  under  way 
are  completed. 

The  scheme  to  harness  Niagara  for 
the  generation  of  electric  power  to 
afford  neighboring  cities,  and  a  river 
shore  manufacturing  center  j'Ct  to  be 
built,  the  most  dependable  and  cheap- 
est motive  power  in  the  world,  is  only 
in  the  inception  of  its  development, 
but  its  success  has  been  abundantly 
demonstrated.  Two  great  corpora- 
tions, practically  identical  as  to 
stockholders,  are  now  operating  their 
power  plants  on  both  the  American 
and  Canadian  banks  of  the  Niagara 
river,  and  a  third  company,  which  un- 
like the  others,  claims  to  be  wholly 
Canadian,  has  applied  to  the  Domin- 
ion government  for  a  franchise  to 
develop  100,000  horse  power.  The 
operating  companies  have  not  been 
able  to  build  fast  enough  to  keep  pace 
with  the  commercial  demands  upon 
them.  At  the  present  time  35,000 
horse  power  is  in  process  of  develop- 
ment, and  when  available,  it  is  said 
that  the  gross,  income  of  the  two 
power  companies  will  be  some  $7,- 
000,000  a  year.  As  the  mighty  vol- 
ume of  water  provides  constant  pow- 
er every  day  of  the  year,  twenty-four 
hours  every  day,  with  thorough 
cleanliness,  little  fire  or  accident  in- 
surance, no  expensive  equipment  for 
generating  steam,  with  its  heavy 
annual  wear  and  tear,  no  engineers 
or  firemen — simply  the  turning  of  a 
lever — it  will  be  seen  that  for  many 
lines  of  indu.Ury  Niagara  electric 
power  presents  remarkable  induce- 
ments.    It   is   confidently   propliesied

The  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy  River 
road  is  also  pushing  to  the  front  as  a 
log-hauling  road,  the  company  having 
Just  received  and  put  into  commission 
sixty  new  logging  cars,  with  which  it  is 
pushing  the  delivery  of  logs  at  Vir- 
ginia and  for  points  in  Iowa.  Steel  is 
now  being  laid  on  the  main  line  and 
between  400  and  500  men  are  employed 
on  the  line  in  grading,  ballasting  and 
track-laying. 

The  Great  Northern  line  Is  doing 
some  log-hauling  this  winter,,  but  not 
so  much  to  this  city  as  in  forhier  sea- 
sons. The  company  has  practically  fin- 
ished making  th"  roadbed  for  its 
double-track  system  between  Cloquet 
and  Stony  Brook  Junction,  a  distance 
of  sixteen  miles,  but  the  work  of  laying 
the  track  will  not  go  forward  until  the 
fro.st  goes  out  of  the  ground  in  the 
spring.  This  will  necessitate  a  hust- 
ling of  operations  when  thf*  snrlng 
opens  up,  in  order  to  get  the  road 
ready  for  the  increased  ore  traffic 
planned  next  season. 

The  .St.  Croix  &  Duluth  logging  road, 
owned  by  the  Empire  Lumber  com- 
panv.  of  Winona.  Minn.,  and  which 
operates  from  Deiiham,  Wis.,  to  the  St. 
Croix  river  landing,  is  doing  the 
heaviest  business  ia  log-hauling  in  the 
history  of  the  road.  By  the  time  the 
Ice  goes  out  of  the  upper  river  the  com- 
ing spring  it  1^  tiglired  that  the  road 
will  have  banked  about  53.000,000  feet 
ready  to  float  down  to  the  mills  below.

By  Which  the  Venezue- 
lan Trouble  May 
Be  Settled. 


Submitted  to  Allies  But 

Answer  Not  Yet 

Received. 


Wa?h!nstoii,  Feb.  2. — Propositions  in- 
volving: .a  oompromi5;3  of  the  allied 
powers'  contention  for  preferential 
trpaui;er.t  in  the  settk-nien  of  tVieir 
cliuirs  ;-,'n:nst  Venezuela  have  bejn 
Biibn.i'.-v!  to  the  sovernine;  i.-;  of  Groat 
Britaii  .  «Jermaiiy  and  Italy  by  their 
representatives  at  Washin-rtmi  and 
Miiii"  no  ansv.ers  have  been  received 
as  yet,  there  is  r<T:son  for  the  belief 
that  the  allies  will  see  a  way  to  ac- 
cept the  latest  i>ro;iosit!on.  Thi.s  com- 
promise has  bt?cn  su';:!;"ested  by  one  of 
the  ieprese:uatives  of  the  allies  here 
and  while  it  has  not  roriaally  rei-r-ived 
the  endorseitient  of  MiinJter  Bowen,  it 
is  fell  that  he  will  not  enter  seriou.j 
oLjeet'on  to  its  !idoi>tion  !)rovided  tnc 
United  States  and  the  other  elaimant 
riULions  outside  the  .illiaiiee  can  be 
cojninci".]  t'.iat  tlieir  own  interests  in 
Veiieiiuela  will  not  be  substantially  in- 
jure'!. 

The  details  of  the  proposition  now 
«nder  coni'ideration  by  the  three  allies 
are  not  olnainable,  but  in  a  general 
Way  it  Is  understood  to  be  a  modifica- 
tion oi  the  allies'  contention  that  they 
be  recu,^ai;;ed  as  Venezuela's  preferred 
claimants  in  the  r^yment  of  the  in- 
dtniiiily. 

The  plan  snor^rested  provide.^  that  for 
a  short  period,  perhaps  six  months  or 
a  year,  Oreat  Britain.  Germany  and 
Italy  i'liall  receive  exclusively  thirty 
p«T  cent  of  the  customs  receipts  of  the 
ports  of  Torto  Cabello  and  La  Guaira 
and  that  at  the  end  of  this  period,  the 
ex:  •■t  lcn,-;th  of  which  is  yet  open  to 
decision,  all  the  claimant  nations  be 
placed  on  tiie  same  footing  and  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time  the  thirty  per 
cent  of  the  receipts  of  these  two  ports 
be  divided  among  all  the  claimant  na- 
tions in  a  ratio  based  on  the  amount 
of  each  nation's  claim. 

The  )l.in  is  reff.arded  as  .1  compro- 
mise, which  Avill  enable  the  .".Hies  to 
•wlthdr.iw  their  ships  from  Venezuelan 
waters  without  a  serious  lo.ss  of  pres- 
tige. 

Whether  the  claimant  natioiis  out- 
side the  tripartite  agreement  will  as- 
fcent  to  this  scheme  is  not  yet  known. 
The  British  nmbas.sador  called  by  ap- 
pointment on  Secretary  Hay  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock,  and  It  is  believed 
Ih.at  some  such  pl.in  ,is  this  was  under 
dll.*«cusslon,  the  Hritish  ambas.«ador 
wishing  to  acquaint  himself  with  the 
exai't  attitude  of  the  United  States  re- 


garding Lord  Landsdowme's  conientioi.

allies. 

Fiance  has  it  in  her  power  to  con- 
tinue the  present  deadlock  in  the 
Washington  negotiations,  for  wliile  the 
other  unallied  claimants  have  out- 
standing against  Venezuela  certain  un- 
adjusted claims,  al!  of  the  Frencii 
claims  are  in  a  very  forward  state. 

Frame  contends  that  so  far  from 
assisting  her  in  the  collection  of  her 
Venezuelan  claims,  the  blockiuie,  if 
anything,  has  hampered  her  in  that  it 
has  closed  all  the  Venezuelan  ports  to 
commerce  and  has  prevei^ted  for  the 
lime  being  the  collection  of  the  13  per 
< «  ni  of  the  receipts  pledged  her  by 
treaty. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  representatives 
of  thf  :'nies  at  Washington  that  in 
<  ase  their  govern.ments  accept  in  prin- 
ciple the  kind  of  compromise  suggfSt- 
•fl,  thej'  v.ill  not  insist  that  the  period 
for  preferential  payments  be  made  so 
long  as  to  prevent  its  acceptance  by 
the  other  claimant  n.ations. 

Air.  liowen  has  been  assured  that  the 
represt'iitatives  of  the  allies  here  wili 
gi\e  him  a  final  answer  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  Meantime  exchanges 
are  still  in  progress  between  the  allies 
and  tlieir  respective  embassies  here  in 
an  elfort  to  agree  on  a  plan  of  settle- 
ment that  will  be  acceptable  at  once 
to  \tnezuela  and  to  the  octagonal  al- 
liance of  France,  Oelglum,  .Spain,  Den- 
mark, HoH.-^nd,  Norway  and  Sv.-eden 
and    the  Ignited    States. 

F.v  this  evident  desire  to  take  up  the 
negotiations  at  Washington  v.ith  al! 
the  speed  consistent  with  prudence  and 
•s'ood  form,  llaron  Speck  von  Stern- 
tiuv-  has, gained  from  the  Washington 
officials  llie  satne  favor  that  nunlc  ium 
a  popular  member  of  the  diplomatic 
corps  here  mntiy  years  ago.  Tiie  lacv 
that  he  asked  permission  to  Maive  the 
customary  presentation  cerc.nonies 
v.liich  ordinarily  .are  for  several  days, 
has  convinced  Mr.  Bowen,  and  inci- 
dentally the  Washington  government 
that  Germany  wants  the  Venezuelan 
quest  ion  .settled  witli  all  possible  dis- 
patch. 


A  rather  novel  and  Interesting  con- 
cert was  the  singing  contest  between 
the  Svea  Glee  club  and  the  Normanna 
mandskor  at  the  Armory  yesterday 
afternoon.  It  is  probably  the  first  time, 
with  the  exception  of  the  sangerfesta 
held  here,  that  local  musical  organiza- 
tions have  contested  the  standing  fot 
artistic  supremacy  between  each  other, 
and  it  recalls  the  not  too  remote  time 
when  prize  singing  contests  were  the 
order  of  the  day.  While  there  was  no 
particular  prize  offered,  nor  were 
judges  offlcially  appointed  to  score  for 
or  against  either  organization,  yet  it 
can  be  reliably  stated  that  each  did  il.«» 
best  to  owtsing  the  other.  And  there 
must  have  been  some  thorough  and 
faithful  rehearsing  to  accomplish  what 
was  done  by  both  of  the  singing  so- 
cieties. 

The  audience  was  one  of  the  largest 
ever  assembled  at  the  Armory,  and  wa.s 
appreciative — in  fact,  so  much  so  that 
double  encores  were  frequently  de- 
manded. 

The  program  opened  with  a  potpouiTl 
of  Swedish  Folksongs  arranged  by  Mr. 
Mostoe,  of  the  Flaaten  orchestra, 
played  by  Fl.aaten's  orchestra.  Then 
foillowed  the  chorus  by  the  contesting 
societies,  "Hoer  oss,  .Svea,"  by  Wenner- 
berg,  which  stirred  the  hearts  of  old 
Scandinavian  folk. 

Mayor  liugo  delivered  an  address  of 
welcome,  and  hoped  the  result  of  ti^e 
contest  would  have  to  be  submitted  to 
arbitration.  He  touched  upon  the 
power  of  music  in  framlnd  a  nation, 
and  quoted,  "Let  me  write  the  songs 
of  a  nation,  and  I  will  let  you  write 
the  laws."  He  also  related  an  incident, 
when,  some  years  ago,  while  he  was 
president  of  the  council,  he  had  a  dele- 
gation of  Texas  editors  and  editoressej 
to  entertain,  and  it  happened  to  be  so  ; 
foggy  that  the  boat  which  was  to  take 
them  out  on  the  lake  could  tiot  find  the 
dock.  Cold  and  shivering,  they  were 
in  pretty  bad  humor,  and  there  was 
danger  of  a  stampede,  when  the  old 
Meier's  band  struc'K  up  ''Dixie,"  and 
they  forgot  all  their  misgivings  until 
the  boat  found  the  dock. 

"Olav  Trygvas.son,,"  by  Reissigei, 
wa  ssung  by  the  Normanna  society  in 
good  finished  style,  and  with  a  snap 
and  tire,  only  attainable  by  faithlul 
practice.  For  an  encore  they  sang  a 
humorous  selection,  "vSteinreich,"  in  an 
acceptable  manner  and  received  hearty 
applause. 

"Finska   Rytleriet,"    harmonized     by 

Ritan,  was  the  Svea's  next  number,  but 

was    somewhat    r.ff    color    in    pitch   and 

'  tone.      They  '  redeemed    themselves    1: 

i  singing  an  encore,  however. 

A  cornet  solo  bv  Charles  Hvlmer. 
"Life  Is  a  Dream."  by  Hock,  won  for 
him  deservedly  hearty  applause.  He 
possessed  good  tone.  He  responded  to 
an  encore  by  iilaying  a  popular  ballad. 
The  solo's  next  number  was  "Afton 
Rodnan,"  by  Schaffer,  and  was  weli 
done.  They  .sang  for  encores  "My  Old 
Kentucky  Home,"  and  a  march  sontc. 
both  acceptably.  While  thv  singing  of 
American  folk  songs,  esoeciallv  bv 
foreign  tongues,  is  commendable,  yet 
from  an  artistic  point  of  view  it  is 
hardly  desirable.  It  is  impossible  to 
hide  the  accent  and  "from  the  sublime 
to  the  ridiculous?  Is  but   one  step." 

"Valdrisvlse,"  harmonized  by  John 
iiohrens,  was  the  Normanna's  second 
number  that  gave  ample  opportunity 
lor  line  work,  and,  aside  from  too 
abrupt  endings,  was  almost  perfect.  A 
march  song,  "Fremet  Marsch,"  b.v  Gi- 
bel,   was  excellently  done. 

"Echoes  from  Norway,"  also  ar- 
ranged my  Mr.  Mostoe,  was  the  best 
orchestra  number,  after  wnlch  followed 
Grieg's  grand  chorus.  "T^andsighting," 
sung  en  masse  with  0rchestr.1l  accom- 
paniment. Tlie  baritone  solo  was  sunC 
by  C.  J.  Haling,  of  the  Normanna,  but 
seemed  a  little  high  for  Mr.  Hallins's 
voice.  A  few  little  mishaps  in  the  brass 
m  the  orchestra  in  the  beginning  of 
the  rendition,  also  marred  the  number 
some.  Later  things  went  ix  tter  and

To  manufacture  thi.-<  it  co.'^t  $«4,04;».70  and 
the  receipts  from  the  gas  business  alone 
amounted   to  555.41 1..S4. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  gas  reductions 
alone,  municipal  ownership  has  saved  con- 
sumers T5i,141.:*,5  since  the  cilv  succeeded 
a  private  i-orporatlon   in   the  business. 

It  is  al.so  estimated  that  re<iiuctions  in 
water  rates  during  the  same  period  have 
saved    consumers    about   $1(H;.5i;4.41. 

The  object  of  the  water  and  light  com- 
missioims  is  not  to  make  monev  in  a 
way  tliat  a  jnivate  corporation  strives  to 
—for  the  hcnefit  of  the  stock  holders— 
ijUt  to  give  consumers  of  ^a^*  and  water 
the  very  lowest  rates  under  Which  the 
plants   can   pay   expenses. 

The  one  Item  of  exi)ense  that  amounts 
lo  more  than  the  annual  operating  and 
maintenance  expense,  is  the  interest  on 
the   bonded   indebtedness  of   the   system. 

This  amounts  to  $113.>«4.W  annually. 
The  bonded  indebtedness  on  the  plant, 
including  the  Woodland  extension  made 
last  summer  and  the  West  Duluth  sv.-s- 
lem  lecen'ly  purcha.sed,  amounts  to  §2,- 
5*10.(100  in  round  numbers. 

The  people  of  Duluih  are  incidentally 
paying  more  for  their  water  now  than 
they  would  have  been  but  for  the  famine 
in  coal.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  hoard 
of  water  and  light  commissioners  to  re-

It  Itas  been  but  veiy  recently  that  coal 
prices  have  affected  the  prii-e  of  Duluth 
water  and  gas.  the  commissioners  ha\  ing 
obtained  a  large  quantity  of  coaL  last 
summer  when  the  prices  wore  normal. 
This  supply  is  now  exhausted.  The  gas 
pl.int  uses  anthracite  coal.

City  cfflcers  and  the  street  railway 
people  are  having  a  somewhat  diplo- 
matic discussion  as  to  the  advisability 
of  municipal  regulation  in  the  local 
traffic  arrangement. 

The  council  passed  an  ordinance  last 
October  in  which  it  was  designated  that 
certain  lines  should  have  a  ten-minute 
service  during  rush  hours. 

The  street  railway  company  received 

a  certified  copy  of  this  ordinance,  but 
neglected  to  change  the  printed  sched- 
ules. The  city  officers  politely  inti- 
mated that  an  explanation  might  be 
considered  in  good  form. 

And  now  Manager  Warren  comes  for- 
ward with  the  desired  explanation.  The 
council's  ordinance  was  given  most 
careful  consideration.  The  street  car 
company  felt  it  incumbent  upon  itself 
to  obey  even  the  slightest  request  of 
the  council  to  the  very  letter,  but  saw 
that  if  this  particulai-  ordinance  was 
rigidly  observed  it  would  result  in  a 
material  reduction  in  the  service  of  the 
West  Duluth  and  East  End  line,  rather 
than  the  desired  increase  for  which  it 
was  designated.       i"        ' 

It  was  lntimate<^  th;i^  the  aldermen 
got  their  ideas  of  Inadequate  service 
from  the  regular  printel  schedule.  This 
does  not  contain  the  schedule  of  extra 
cars  for  the  reasoft  th^t  conditions  of 
changing  seasons  necessitate  frequent 
!  changing  of  the  extra  <  ar  schedule.  In 
a  communication  io  the  city  attorney, 
Manager   Warren  says: 

"To  have  disregarded  onr  records  of 
traffic  and  to  have  operated  our  cars 
as  required  by  this  «adinance  would 
have  resulted  in  great  inconvenience 
to  the  traveling  public,  in  that  it  would 
materially  decrease  our  present  ser- 
vice." 

.  Another  matter  which  the  city  officers 
required  of  the  street  railway  com- 
pany was  the  deslgrnaflon  of  routes 
by  colored  lights.  In  .'.iscussing  this. 
Manager  Warren  says  that  on  the  fiont 
end  of  each  car  Is  a  tunsparent  sign 
which  can  be  read  at  night.  These 
transparent  signs  were  installed  to  re- 
place signal  sights  after  such  lights  be- 
came Inadequate  and       satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  fact  tln.i  che  number  of 
lights  in  each  car  is  lixed  by  tne 
strength  of  the  electrii  current,  Mr. 
Warren  says  it  would  i  ot  be  jiossible 
to  add  such  lights  for  s-gnal  purposes 
without  taking  a  lamp  from  the  in- 
terior of  the  car,  whert  there  is  none 
to  spare.  He  says  further: 

"If  we  reinstall  the  coored  lights  for 
deslgating  routes,  it  vould  mean  that 
we  would  have  to  light  them  with  oil  as 
In  the  days  of  the  *)id  horse  car  traffic, 
or  else  do  away  wrth  the  transparent 
signs.  Either  of  these  seems  a  step 
backward  Instead  i>f  forward.  We  have 
been  studying  th.'  signal  problem  as 
used  in  other  cities  and  now  have  a 
plan  in  mind  by  which  we  can  intro- 
duce colors  into  tlie  transparent  signs. 

Mr.  Warren  also  states  that  out  of 
the  seven  primaiy  colors  only  red  and 
green  have  prored  useful  for  route 
designating  purposes  and  at  present 
there  are  six  d  fferent  lines  of  car.-i 
operating  on   Superior  street.

His  vvonderful  game- 
ness  Was  what  made  the  most  impressieai 
on  McCorniick.  and  the  fact  that  in  the 
presence  of  the  big  crowd  he  was  level- 
headed and  not  at  all  nervous  or  worried.

SOUTH  BEND 


strike  of  Motormen  and 

Conductors  Causing 

Trouble. 

South  Bend.  Ind.,  Feb.  3.— Riots  and  vio- 
lence have  followed  as  a  result  of  the 
strike  of  the  motormen  and  conductors 
of  the  Indiana  Railway  company.  Be- 
tween 20<X)  and  3000  residents  of  the  West 
End  gathered  in  South  Chapln  street  yes- 
terday and  forced  the  street  car  company 
to  cease  operations,  but  not  before  one 
car  was  badly  damaged.  Box  car  doors 
from  the  Lake  Shore  railroad  were  spiked 
to  the  tracks  and  all  kinds  of  rubbish 
piled  in  the  street  to  impede  the  traffic. 
Cars  were  stoned  on  South  Michigan 
street.  Portage  and  La  Salle  avenue!?.  A 
sjiot  was  fired  from  a  car  on  La  Salle 
avenue.  The  bullet  barely  missed  Ed- 
ward Ducker,  an  engineer  in  the  city 
water  department.  Th«  bullet  grazed 
Fireman   Farrell's   ear. 

A  cable  was  stretched  across  the  com- 
pany's tracks  Ju.st  this  side  of  Elkhart 
and  when  an  eastbound  car  struck  it 
every  glass  in  the  forward  vestibule  was 
broken.

In  view  of  the  strong  possibility 
that  the  sheriff  of  St.  Louis  county 
will  very  shortly  have  an  execution  to 
perform  in  the  case  of  a  death  sentence, 
there  has  been  a  question  raised  as  to 
whether  that  officer  will  receive  any 
extra  compensation  for  the  undesirabl's 
service  that  he  will  be  called  on  by  the 
law  to  perform. 

Sheriff  Butchart  said  yesterday, 
when  asked  whether  he  would  receive 
an  extra  fee  in  case  of  an  execution, 
that  he  was  not  well-informed  In  re- 
gard to  the  matter;  that  he  understood 
that  there  Is  a  statutory  provision 
whereby  a  sheriff  receives  a  fee  of 
$500.  and  that  In  the  previous  single 
instance  of  an  execution  in  this  county 

j  the  sheriff  received  such  a  fee. 

At    the    county    auditor's    ofHce    this 

j  morning  it  was  said  that  there  was  a 
statutory  provision  for  a  fee  of  $500  for 
the  sheriff  in  case  of  an  execution,  but 
that  at  the  previous  instance  mentioned 
the  sheriff  did  not  receive  the  fee  at 
the  time  of  the  execution  for  the  reason 
there  was  not  then  any  money  in  the 
state  treasury  for  that  purpose. 
Whether  former  Sheriff  McQuade  ever 
received  the  fee  is  not  known  by  those 
connected  with  the  auditor's  office. 

A  search  of  the  statutes  this  morning 
failed  to  reveal  any  such  statutory 
provision  for  a  special  fee  for  the 
sheriff,  although  there  are  several  at- 
torneys   who,    when    asked,    said    they 

I  were  under   the  impression   there   was 

I  such  a  provision,  but  none  knew  where 
they  had  seen  it. 

Whether  there  is  or  Is  not  a  statutory 
provision  that  the  sheriff  shall  receive 
a  special  fee  in  case  of  an  execution  of 
the  death  penalty,  there  is  said  to  re- 
main a  condition  that  will  prevent  him 
from  accepting  such  a  fee,  and  that  is  1 
the  fact  that  the  office  is  now  on  a 
salary  basis.  One  of  the  county  officials 
said  this  morning: 

"When  the  sheriff  accepted  the  office 
on  a  salary  basis  he  cut  himself  off 
from  all  other  emoluments  or  fees,  and 
to  my  mind  it  is  very  doubtful  whether 
he  could  receive  a  special  fee  even  if 
there  Is  one  provided  by  the  state." 

There  has  always  been  more  or  less 
expense  connected  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  death  sentence  In  this  and 
other  states,  and  according  to  con- 
sensus of  opinion  Sheriff  Butchart  will 
have  to  bear  this  expense  himself.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  extra  ex- 
pense might  be  provided  for  by  the 
county  board,  but  one  of  the  members 
of  the  sheriff's  office  remarked  this 
morning  that  if  the  matter  were  up  to 
the  county  board  it  would  be  safe  to 
say  that  Sheriff  Butchart  will  have  to 
stand    the   expense.

ery of  Daly's  theater.  London.  $70.a2ti; 
other  s'-enery  and  other  theatrical  prop- 
erties. $2t>.000;  contracts  for  English  plays 
$10.(H«;  copyrights  of  plays.  $10,000;  and'  a 
number  of  smaller  items  bring  the  total 
value  of  tlie  estate  to  $332.t)3tj.  The  debts 
<t  Mr.  Daly  in  England  amounted  to  $i«,- 
Ojy.    while   those   here  were  $226,058. 

Among  the  creditors.  Miss  Ada  Rehan  Is 
one  of  the  most  notable,  as  there  were 
large  arrears  of  salary  due  her  and  ad- 
vances of  money  besides.

Charles  J.  Johnson,  Formerly 
of  Duluth,  Expires. 

Charles  J.  Johnston,  formerly  of  Du- 
luth, but  of  late  years  a  resident  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  died  last  Wednesday 
at  his  home  in  that  cJty.  Mr.  John- 
ston was  at  one  time  connected  with 
the  Duluth  Furnace  company.  He  was 
also  associated  with  C.  R.  Heneage  in 
the  coal  business  here  and  afler  the 
death  of  Mr.  Heneage  had  charge  o" 
the  office  of  the  company  which  <ilr. 
Heneage  represented  here.  The  Ohio 
State  Journal   said   of   his   death: 

Charles  J.  Johnston,  auditor  uf  the 
Continental  Coal  company,  whose  of- 
fices are  in  the  Wyandot  building, 
Broad  and  Wall  streets,  died  a  few 
moments  after  reaching  his  residence 
in  Fair  avenue  from  his  office  yester- 
day afternoon. 

He  became  very  ill  as  he  approached 
his  hotise  and  was  carried  to  a  couch 
in  the  house.  A  moment  later  he  fell  to 
the  floor,  dead.  The  attending  phy- 
sicians pronounce  his  death  due  Lo  em- 
bolus. 

Mr.  Johnson's  death  is  treaceable  to 
a  slight  accident  which  befell  him  sev- 
eral weeks  ago.  He  bruised  his  leg  and 
the  Injury  grew  more  and  more  tmable- 
some.  Ten  days  ago  he  became  incapa- 
citated for  work  and  yesterday  was 
the  first  day  since  he  became  111  that 
he  ventured  to  his  office. 

Mr.  Johnston,  who  was  about  30 
years  of  age,  came  to  Columbus  seven 
years  ago  and  entered  the  oflflce  of  the 
Turney  &  Jones  Coal  company.  A  year 
later  lie  v.ent  to  Duluth  as  cashltr  of 
the  Duluth  Furnace  company  and  Jtill 
later  accepted  a  position  with  a  coal 
company  In  Milwaukee.  He  returned  to 
Columbus  as  auditor  of  the  Continental 
Coal  company  last  March. 

He  is  survived  by  a  widow  who,  be- 
fore her  marriage,  was  Miss  Elizabeth 
Bortle,  of  this  city. 

The  arrangements  for  the  funeral 
have  not  yet  been  made. 


Any  Kind  of  Testimony,  Says 
Texas  Court. 

New  Orleins.  Feb.  3.— The  Texas  court 
of  criminal  appeals,  in  a  lengthy  opinion, 
haa  decided  that  a  district  Judge  has  not 
the   right   to   prevent    the   publication    of 

testimony  whiv  h  is  given  in  open  court. 
In  other  word^,  that  anything  which  is 
fit  for  spectators  to  hear  is  lit  for  pub- 
lication. The  matter  came  up  in  the 
criminal  court  sit  Houston,  where  the  dis- 
trict judge  told  the  reporters  they  mu.^t 
not  print  testimony  in  the  Williams  mur- 
der case,  for  th'*  reason  that  there  might 
be  a  mistrial.  The  Chronicle  printed  the 
testimony,  despite  the  Injunction  and  the 
editor  of  the  pa;)er  was  punished  for  con- 
tempt of  court.  The  case  was  carried  up 
and  the  newspaper  won.  Heretofore  the 
Texas  and  Louisiana,  papers  have  fre- 
quently been  prevented  from  publishing 
evidence  of  Important  cases  by  the  re- 
fu.sal  of  the  judge  to  \et  them  do  so.  and 
by  the  threat  to  send  them  to  jail  for 
ntempt  of  court  if  U;ey  published  the 
evidence.  This  ban  is  now  removed  from 
the  newspapers.

In  the  interest  of  flie  boys,  of  which 
many  of  u.s  have  some,  ami  with  whom 
many    of   us    can    sympathize    from    psi-st 


At  the  Unity  club  last  evening,  John 
Arnold  Keyes  gave  a  very  interesting 
address  on  '"The  I.Kibor  Union  and  the 
Trust."  His  speech  showed  evidence 
of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the 
subject  in  hand  and  wide  reading. 

The  question,  he  said,  had  been  be- 
fore the  people  for  centuries  in  different 
forms,  but  had  been  brought  into  spe- 
cial prominence  of  late  years  by  th^i 
grreat  combinations  of  capital  and  labor 
and  by  the  recent  coal  striiie. 

Trade  unions  have  existed  ever  since 
men  began  to  sell  thea-  labor  in  the 
open  market.  Two  hundred  and  ilfty 
years  ago  they  became  so  prominent  iu 
Eimland  that  laws  were  eaactcd 
ajiaijist  them.  The  guilds  differed  from 
the  trade  unions.  They  were  combina- 
tions of  the  capital  and  labor  of  a  craft 
against  the  community. 

The  trade  unions  have  been  criticised 
for  combining  to  raise  wages  above  a 
rrasonable  ligure,  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  rest  of  the  community,  and  of 
cojnpelling  men  to  join.  To  show  the 
seJf-avowed  purpose  of  the  unions,  he 
read  extracts  from  the  constitution  of 
certain  Duluth  unions,  which  showed 
that  self-protection,  social  intercourse, 
education  and  the  prevention  of  sud- 
den iluctuation;-!  in  the  price  of  labor 
were  among  the  objects  of  the  trade 
unions.

The  annual  report  of  the  board  ot 
water  and  light  commissioners  will 
prove  highly  gratifying  to  the  citizens 
of  Duluth.  ina.snuich  as  it  makes  a 
splendid  showing  for  the  operation  of 
the  water  and  gas  plants  under  muni- 
cipal ownership.  It  also  speaks  vol- 
umes for  the  careful  attention  given  to 
the  business  by  the  members  of  the 
commission  who  have  gratuitously 
served  the  people  and  to  the  efficient 
management  of  Manager  L.  N.  Case, 
who  receives  the  highly-deserved 
praise  of  the  commissioners. 

The  earnings  of  both  plants  during 
the  past  year  amounted  to  $197,1^6, 
and  the  expenditures  were  $179,405, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  $17,690.  Under 
the  heading  of  expenditures  is  includ- 
ed the  interest  on  the  bonded  indebt- 
cdncs.'^,  so  that  the  sum  of  $17,690  rep- 
resents the  actual  net  earnings.  The 
showing  is  still  better  when  it  is  re- 
membered that  the  rates  to  consumers 
have  been  repeatedly  reduced  since 
the  plants  came  into  the  possession  of 
the  city.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
large  sum  of  $137,204  has  been  saved 
to  the  consumers  of  gas  and  water  by 
the  reduction  of  rates  since  the  city 
purchased  the  plants  in  1898.  That  a 
handsome  surplus  is  shown,  after  giv- 
ing the  people  the  benefit  of  these  re- 
ductions in  rates,  is  strong  proof  of 
the  success  of  municipal  ownership 
united  with  efficient  management.

THE  CANAL  COMMISSION. 

According  to  present  indications  a 
lot  of  broken-down  politicians  and 
other  oflfice-seekers  who  are  working 
hard  for  a  place  on  the  canal  commis- 
.•^ion  are  doomed  to  bitter  disappoint- 
ment. The  president  has  caused  it  to 
be  known  that  he  will  exact  certain 
requirements  before  appointing  the 
commissioners,  first  of  which  will  be 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  engineering. 
This  in  itself  is  enough  to  kill  the 
chances  of  a  small-sized  army  of  men 
who  have  been  fondly  nursing  the 
m  w.  n.:  hope  that  they  might  land  in  one  of 
these  highly  desirable  places.  In  ad- 
dition to  a  host  of  United  States  s<n- 
ators  who  will  write  ex  as  a  prefix  to 
their  present  titles  after  March  4. 
there  are  a  great  many  candidates  in 
the  field  who  cannot  even  claim  to 
have  been  members  of  congress. 

The    senatorial     candidates     include 
Jones  of  Arkansas,  Rasco  of  riori(fa, 
Harris  of  Kansas.  Foster  of  Washing- 
ton and  several  others  who  are  only 
casually  spoken  of.       But     with     one 
probable    exception    the    president    is 
apt  to  make   a  clean   sweep  of  these 
candidates.       He     has     given     much 
thought  to  this  matter  and  has  decid- 
ed to  observe     every     precaution     to 
guard   against   a    possible   scandal    in 
connection    with    the    construction   of 
the  canal.     He  realizes  that  the     ex- 
penditure of  $145,000,000  in   complet- 
ing the  great  waterway     hundreds     of 
miles  di.stant,   will  give  abundant  op- 
portunities    for     frauds,     mismanage- 
ment and  other  disagreeable  develop- 
ments.    It  is  his  great  desire  to  avoid 
anything  savoring  of  the  scandals  that 
were     so     notorious     under     the     old 
French     management.      Consequently 
he    propo.>es    to    start    aright    by    ap- 
pointing as  canal  commissioners  only 
such  men  as  possess  the  professional 
(jnalitlcations  required  to  superintend 
the  great  project,  and  who     will     be 
willing  to  give  their  entire  time  and 
attention  to  it.    The  president  will  not 
tolerate  a  set  of  canal  commissioners 
v.'ho  want  to     spend     their     time     in 


CASS    LAKE'S  TROUBLES. 

Just  when  it  seemed  that  the  trou- 
bles of  the  people  residing  on  Section 
16  at  Cass  Lake  were  nearing  an  end, 
and  a  satisfactory  settlement  would 
be  reached  whereby  the  squatters,  as 
they  have  been  called,  would  obtain 
title  to  the  land  they  occupy  and  re- 
tain possession  of  their  valuable  im- 
provements, Senator  Nelson  stepped 
in  and  held  up  the  Indian  allotment 
granted  to  Mrs.  Nellie  Lydick.  The 
result  is  that  the  squatters  are  much 
excited  again  and  are  fearful  that  they 
will  not  receive  the  just  treatment  of 
which  they  were  assured  by  Mrs.  Ly- 
dick. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  con- 
gress and  is  being  pushed  by  Senator 
Nelson  and  others,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  which  the  land  in  controversy 
could  be   set  aside  for  townsite  pu  •- 
poses  and  sold  by  the  interior  depart- 
ment.   This  might  prove  disastrous  to 
the   squatters   who   have   made   costly 
improvements.       It  is  suspected  that 
certain    interests    are    back    of    this 
scheme  with  a  view  of  purchasing  the 
land   and   then   compelling  the   squat- 
ters to  pay  fancy  prices  for  it.     It  is 
surprising  that  Senator  Nelson  would 
be   a   party   to   this   scheme,   and   yet 
what  other  view  can  be  taken  of  his 
action  in  trying     to     have     Secretary 
Hitchcock's   decision   overturned   and 
the  sale  set  apart  for     townsite     pur- 
poses and  sold  by  the  interior  depart- 
ment.    The  people  at  Cass  Lake  are 
well  satisfied  with  the  secretary's  de- 
cision awarding  the  land  to  Mrs.  Ly- 
dick as  an   Indian  allotment,  because 
she  has  indicated  her  desire  to  treat 
them   fairly,   offering  to   sell   the   lots 
at  a  low  price,  if  given  authority  by 
the  government,  or  to  lease  them  to 
the  squatters.       Tliey     have     notified 
Senator   Nelson   that   they   are   satis- 
fied and  have  asked  him  to  withdraw 
his  opposition,  but  he  has  paid  no  at- 
tention to  their  appeal. 

The  growth  of  Cass  Lake  has  been 
greatly  retarded  by  the  complications 
over  Section  16,  and  it  is  unfortunate 
that,  just  when  a  settlement  of  the 
trouble  was  at  hand,  certain  interests 
should  have  been  able  to  cause  further 
delay  and  create  uncertainty  as  to  the 
outcome.  The  secretary  of  the  inter 
ior  decided  that  Mrs.  Lydick  was  en- 
titled to  the  land.  She  has  offered 
very  reasonable  terms  to  the  squat- 
ters and  they  are  satisfied.  Who  has 
induced  Senator  Nelson  to  attempt  to 
upset  this  settlement?

CHINESE  COMPANIES, 

There  is  one  thing  peculiar  to  the 
Chinese     emigrants     in     the     United 
States,  that  is  not  apparent     in     any 
other    nationality.     Each  large  group 
of  Chinamen   is  united   in   a  guild  or 
mutual    aid    society    with    a    tong.    or 
hall,  as  headquarters.     The  Chinamen 
in  San  Francisco  have  six  such  unions, 
called  the  Six  Companie.s,  which  take 
charge  of  the  emigrants  on   their  ar- 
rival, find  lodging  and  vv<irk  for  them, 
care  for  the  poor  and  sick,  and  send 
back  the  bones  of  the  dead  to  China 
for     permanent     burial.        Nowadays 
most  of  those  who  come  to  California 
from  China  have  friends  or  relatives 
with  whom   they  can   stay,   and   from 
whom  they  receive  such  help  as  they 
may  need.    The  companies  defend  the 
rights  of  their  countrymen  in  the  law 
courts  and  settle  differences  that  may 
arise  between  them.     They  also  main- 
tain  to   a   large   extent   the   ancestral 
worship  of  idols,  every  company  hav- 
ing a  Joss  house  or  temple. 

Since  the  establishment  of  a  Chinese 
consulate  in  San  Francisco,  the  com- 
panies liave  lost  some  of  their  power 
and  importance,  but  it  is  still     great. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about 
100.000       Chinamen     in     the     United 
States,  and  that  20.000  of  them  are  in 
San   Francisco.     There  #  a  consider- 
able Chinese  colony  in  New  York  and 
there  are   small   colonies  in   Philadel- 
phia, Boston  anti  Chicago.       Though 
they  do  not  belong  to     the     educated 
classes.  95  per  cent  of  them  can  read 
and  write.

undei  standing  being  that  the  b.ocitade 
would  end  wheji  the  negotiations  at 
Washington  had  reached  an  agreement. 

It  is  understood  that,  in  refusing  this 
last  proposition  submitted  by  the  Brit- 
ish ambassador  on  behalf  of  the  allies, 
Mr.  liowen  takes  the  ground  that  he 
cannot  accept  in  principle  the  conten- 
tion lliat  blockades  and  bombardmonl 
of  forts,  and  the  con-sequent  killing  of 
helpless  men,  women  and  children  en- 
titles any  power,  or  alliance  of  powers, 
to  preferential  treatment  at  the  liands 
of  a  civilized  nation. 

It  is  claimed  that  should  the  peace 
powers  and  the  blockading  powers 
agree  to  such  a  principle,  they  would 
incorporate  in  the  laws  of  nations  a 
doctrine  in  contlict  with  the  te.iels  of 
all  modern  day  ethics. 

Moreover,  Venezuela,  it  is  stated,  re- 
gards the  preferential  demand  of  the 
powers  as  objectionable,  because  it 
would  enable  the  continuance  of  the 
triple  alliance  of  Great  Britain,  Ger- 
many and  Italy  for  a  period  of  six 
years  or  more,  and  in  accepting  it  Ven- 
ezuela would  be  encouraging  and  abet- 
ting the  maintenance  of  hostile  allian- 
ces against  herself.  The  British  am- 
ba.ssador  is  informed  in  the  note  tliat 
Americans,  North  and  South,  want 
peace  and  not  alliances. 

Venezuela  has  taken  special  excep- 
tion to  the  action  of  the  British  gov- 
ernment in  initiating  this  last  proposi- 
tion by  which  Great  Britain  can  hold 
fast  to  Germany  and  Italy  in  their  alli- 
ance against  Venezuela  until  the  last 
cent  of  the  claim  is  paid. 

The  prediction  is  made  in  I»er  re- 
sponse that  surprise  and  regret  of  the 
keenest  sort  will  be  felt  throughor- 
the  Americas  when  it  is  known  that 
Gre.it  Britain  has  even  proposed  con- 
tinuing her  present  alliance  with  Ger- 
many and  Italy  one  moment  longer 
than  is  necessary,  particularly  in  view 
of  her  previous  representations  to  the 
effect  that  she  was  anxious  to  end  the 
Venezuelan  dispute  and  cpII  off  the 
alliance  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

In  suggesting  that  the  question  of 
preferential  claims  be  referred  to  The 
Hague,  it  is  understood  that  Mr.  Bowen 
does  so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  th« 
question  is  the  only  one  which  remans 
In  dispute.  The  allies  are  advi-^ed  that 
Venezuela  is  desirous  that  all  the  nego- 
tiators shall  stand   by  what  has  been

There  is  really  some  talk  of  putting 
two  new  offices  in  Minnesota  if  liie  Red  , 
l>ake  bill  goes  through  but  it  Is  quite  i 
likely  that  the  Marshall  office  win  l>e  | 
moved  to  Cass  Lake,  and  that  St.  Cloud  ; 
will  get  a  good  share  of  the  old  Marshall 
district. 

The  register  and  receiver  at  St.  Cloud, 
after  tho  con«olidHtion  takes  nlace.  will 
be  entitled  to  fees  in  making  cortificsites 
of  entries  in  the  old  district,  thus  Keep- 
ing the  St.  Cloud  office  up  to  the  stand- 
ard.

In  the  course  of  his 
opinion  Justic,?  Holmes  said  the  ballet 
is  as  legltiniate  a  subject  of  illustra- 
tion as  any  other.  The  opinion  reverses 
the  findir.j?  of  the  circuit  court  of  ap- 
peals for  the  Sixth  circuit.  The  ca.se 
^vas  that  of  lMci«tein  V!<.  I^onaldson, 
and  was  brought  to  prevent  the  in- 
fringement of  cojiyrif^ht.  Justices  Har- 
lan and  McKenna  dissented.  Copies  of 
the  posters  were  exhibited  to  Ju.stice 
Holmes.

No  man  understands  better  than  \ 
Secretary  Root  how  close  the  United  j 
States  has  come  to  war  with  a  Euro- 
pean power  within  the  past  few  months. 
And  yet  the  secretary  of  war,  with  his 
colleagues  the  secretary  of  state,  the 
secretary  of  the  navy  and  the  attorney 
general,  were  most  vehement  in  pro- 
testing the  acceptance  of  the  position 

of  arbitrator  by  the  president  only  six 
weeks  ago. 

On  Tuesday  before  Christmas  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  received  a  request  from 
Germany  and  Great  Britain  to  act  as  a 
judge  between  those  countries  and  Ven- 
ezuela in  the  controversies  between 
them.  The  president  was  somewhat 
elated  over  the  fact  that  the  Unite: 
States  had  been  selected  for  this  im- 
portant post,  and  it  was  his  purpo.^e 
to  promptly  accept  the  offer,  but  the 
four  advisors  above  mentioned  protest- 
ed most  vigorously  and  strenuously 
against  such  a  course.  They  held  that 
it  was  but  a  scheme  on  the  part  of  t'ne 
European  powers  to  force  the  United 
States  to  become  the  sponsor  for  the 
debts  of  the  South  American  republics. 
The  president  himself  is  a  man  of  cori- 
viction  and  earnestness,  and  he  did  not 
hesitate  to  argue  most  vigorously  in 
support  of  the  position  which  he  had. 
then  decided  to  asssume.  There  was  a 
wordy  war  in  the  cabinet.  It  lasted  for 
several  hours,  and  finally  the  force  of 
the  arguments  of  Messrs.  Root.  Hay, 
Moody  and  Knox  induced  the  president 
to  abandon  his  position  and  to  decln^'e 
to  fall  into  the  trap  which  Germany 
had  so  skillfully  laid  for  him. 

The  controversy  in  Venezuela,  as  is 
very  well  known,  arises  out  of  the  did- 
inclination  of  the  Spanish-American 
people  to  pay  their  debts.  It  is  a  com- 
paratively easy  matter  for  any  Euro- 
pean or  any  American  to  secure  a 
South  American  republic  concessions 
which  are  apparently  of  great  value. 
Under  such  conditions  as  these,  rail- 
road, telephone  and  telegraph  lines 
have  been  constructed,  harbors  have 
been  improved,  breakwaters  have  been 
built,  sewerage  systems  have  been  es- 
tablished in  cities,  mines  have  been 
opened  and  other  improvements  of  a 
public  or  semi-public  nature  have  been 
successfully  inaugurated.  Yet.  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  tliese  concessions  havt; 
apparently  bonie  every  evidence  of 
good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  republics 
granting  them,  the  foreigners  who  have 
invested  their  money  have  been  de- 
prived of  their  rights,  just  debts  have 
been  repudiated  and  just  settlements 
I  have  nearly  always  failed  to  be  brought 
I  about.  On  the  other  hand,  there  t  an 
I  be  scarcely  any  (luestion  that  the.se 
j  foreign  concessionaries  have  in  many 
j  instan(  es  fostered  revolts  against  the 
I  existing  government,  and  It  is  charged 
I  in  the  case  of  Venezuela  that  ab.solule 
evidence  exists  that  Germany  has  been 
party  to  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
I  so-calJcd  revolutionists  to  overthrow 
the  government  of  I'resident  Caslr'j 
Whether  or  not  that  harra.-!sed  gentle- 
man was  within  his  rights  when  he  de^ 
clined  to  pay  the  demands  of  Germany, 
Great  Britain  and  Italy  is  an  open 
iiuestion,  but  certainly  the  blockade  of 
the  ports  of  the  republic  was  the  re.=?ii't 
of  his  policy  of  delay  whenever  a  su:'- 
gestion  for  the  settlement  of  financial 
obligations  was  proposed. 

The  Munroe  doctrine,  so-c-  led.  never 
contemplated  for  a  moment  that  this 
country  should  interfere  to  prevent  any 
republic  on  the  American  continent 
from  chastisement  in  the  event  of  its 
repudiation  of  its  obligations,  and  so 
long  as  foreign  powers  simply  attempt 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  debts  duo 
them  or  their  people,  the  United  States 
cannot  under  the  Monroe  doctrine  in- 
terfere; but  whenever  any  of  the  Euro- 
pean powers  shall  attempt  to  acquire 
territory,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
United  .'states  to  prevent  that  acquisi- 
tion, even  though  war  may  ensue. 

It  is  ver>'  well  understood  in  diplo- 
matic circles  that  Germany  particularly 
!  is  exceedingly  anxious  to  found  new 
'  colonies  for  her  surplu.'?  population. 
j  Practically  South  Africa  is  barred  to 
1  her,  Asia  affords  few  attractive  fields 
!  to  people  of  Teutonic  blood,  and  the 
Pacific  islands  which  the  emperor  ac- 
I  quired  from  Spain  subsequent  to  the 
Spanish-American  war  afford  but  little 
relief.  South  America,  therefore,  ap- 
pears to  be  the  only  attractive  fieli.' 
and  If  a  foothold  could  once  be  ob- 
tained on  the  coaitinent  of  America, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  great  difflculty 
would  follow  any  attempt  to  drive 
away  the  German  flag.  Shortly  after 
the  close  of  the  Franco-Prussian  war 
in  1S71  Bismarck,  chagrined  from  the 
ease  with  which  France  paid  its  in- 
demnity to  Germany,  and  thereby 
bringing  about  the  withdrawal  of  Ger- 
man troops  from  French  soil,  decided 
to  still  further  humiliate  and  punish 
the  French  people.  He  planned  a  great 
Scheme  for  the  further  dismemberment 
of  French  territory,  and  decided  to  add 
to  the  provinec  of  Alsace  and  Lorraine 
a  large  strip  to  the  westward  of  tht 
Rhine.  Monsieur  Thiers,  then  the 
premier  of  France,  learning  of  Bis- 
marck's plan,  decided  to  send  as  the 
representative  of  the  French  republic 
at  the  court  of  the  czar  of  Russia  a 
soldier  instead  of  a  statesman.  This 
soldier  plainly  explained  to  Alexander 
just  what  the  French  people  believed 
that  Bismarck  proposed  to  do,  and 
Alexander  promptly  responded  to  the 
request  for  aid  that  the  moment  the  in- 
itial step  should  be  taken  by  Bismarck 
he  would  mass  a  quarter  of  a  million 
Russian  troops  on  the  Russo-German 
frontier.  No  particular  T>aij-:s  were 
taken  to  prevent  the  knowledge  of  this 
proposed  movement  on  the  part  of  the 
czar  of  all  the  Russlas  from  becoming 
known  in  Berlin,  and  the  result  was 
that  Bismarck's  plan  was  abandoned, 
and  since  that  tlrre  France  and  Ger- 
many have  dwelled  in  apparent  peace.

Great  Britain, 
Italy  or  any  foreign  i.'ower  to  violate 
the  principles  laid.dDwn  by  President 
Monroe.

It  is 
not  considered  that  auy  overt  act  has 
been     committed     which    requires  that

Secretary  Root's  declaratioa  that  we 
niUdt  have  war  some  tiiDe  Is  not  .re- 
garded as  indicating  that  the  admia- 
i?i.ation  contemplates  any  imniediiite 
outbreak,  but  simply  that  the  linie  will 
come,  unless  the  South  American  peo- 
ple entirely  cliange  their  methods 
(which  is  not  likely),  when  thte  country 
niu;st  be  prepared  to  enforce  its  con- 
tention that  no  European  power  shall 
;eure  an   additional   foothold   upon   die 

territory  of  the  American  contiuent.

It  seems  almost  incredible  that  a  law' 
passed  in  17W  should  have  remained  in 
force  upon  the  statute  books  of  tlie 
Uiuted  States  for  110  years,  without 
any  attempt  on  the  part  >^{  congresis  to 
amend  or  modify  the  same  in  that 
time,  and  yet  that  Is  absolutely  what 
13  known  as  the  militia  law  has  done. 
No  matter  how  long  the  law  passed  in 
1792  has  been  obisolete  and  inoperative, 
the  congress  of  the  United  States  has 
neevr  taken  taken  upon  itself  to  amend 
or  modify  the  eiclsting  statute  until  the 
prer-eiit  congress,  when,  on  Jan.  -1, 
President  Roosevelt  signed  the  new 
militia  bill,  which  recreates  the  Na- 
tional Guard.  Every  president,  from 
Washington  down  to  Roosevelt,  has 
recognized  the  inadequacy  and  ineffi- 
ciency of  legL^Lition  on  the  subject  of 
the  militia,  and  they  have  repeatedly 
recommended  the  repeal  of  the  old  law 
and  the  substitution  of  something 
piac  ticuble.  Almost  without  exception 
they  have  re«-ogni:'.ed  that  the  main 
support  ajid  defence  of  the  country  in 
time  of  trouble  mpst  rest  upon  its  vol- 
unteer force,  and  they  have  repeatedly 
called  the  attention  of  congress  to  tlie 
necessity  of  making  iproper  provilson 
for  oriranizing,  arming  and  disciplining 
the  militia.  When  one. considers  that  a 
law  was  in  force  on  the  statute  books, 
until  President  Roosevelt  signed  tlie 
new  militia  bill,  providing  that  "Every 
citizen  shall,  after  notice  of  his  enroll- 
ment, be  constantly  provided  with  a 
gooci  musket  or  flj-elock,  or  a  bore  suf- 
ficient for  balls  of  the  eighteenth  part 
of  a  pound,  a  ."uftiient  bayonet  and  belt, 
two  spare  flints  and  a  knapsak,  a 
pouh  with  a  b*x  therein  to  contain  not 
le.s8  than  twenty-four  ewrtridge.s,  suited 
to  tiie  bore  of  his  miusket  or  firelock, 
egch  carl  ridge  to  .  ontain  a  proper 
quantity  of  powder  and  ball;  or  with  a 
good  rifle,  knapsack,  shot  pouch  and 
powder  burn,  twenty  lialLs  suited  to  the 
bore  of  his  rifle,  and  a  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  powder,"  aid  that  each  com- 
missioned officer  shall  be  "armed  with 
a  sword  and  hanger,  a  fusee,  bayonet 
and  belt,  etc.,  it  is  le  idlly  appreciated 
hovv  little  atention  tie  American  peo- 
ple have  paid  to  the  subject  of  prop- 
erly arming  iv.vi  equi  iping  the  milit  « 

Gen.  Dick,  cltairm  sn  of  the  militia 
committee,  is  largely  responsible  for 
the  passage  of  the  ict  which  means 
much  for  the  future  of  the  nation 
Back  of  him  was  a  uilted  body  of  nun 
who,  while  they  had  their  personal 
Ideas  as  to  verbia^*-  and  constructioa 
of  the  bill,  yielded  their  personal  ob- 
jections to  the  measure  which  the 
president  signed  under  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances on  Jan.  21.  There  are  in 
several  states,  territories  and  the  Dts- 
j  trict  of  Columbia  about  ll.o.lWX)  men  eii- 
I  rolled  in  miiitia  organizations,  and 
;  these  men  are  to  be  fitted  immediately 
with  the  latest  arm  of  the  infantry  ser- 

■  vice.  There  are  in  the  several  arsenals

100,000  Krag-Jorgenson  rifles,  and  these 
i  will  be  immediately  turned  over  to  the 
j  proper  officers  of  the  National  Guard  of 
j  the  several  states,  to  be  placed  in  the 
I  hands  of  tlie  guardsmen.

They   will   bunk    the 
same  as  the  regulars,  they  will  eat  the 
same  rations  as  the  regulars  and  they 
will    be    trained    by    the   regular   army 
ollicers    just    as    the    regular    army    is 
trained,    so    that    should    any    trouble 
come  to  the  nation   in   the  futU^,    the 
thoroughly  well-eqnlpped  and  splendid- 
ly trainsd  organizations  can  be  at  on-.e 
thrown  into  the  field'Of  active  military 
j  operations.

Wars 
t  are  certain  to  occur  again,  and  the 
j  natio.n  would  be  very  derelict  if  it  made 
I  no  further  provision  for  self-protection. 

The  surest  way  to  prevent  other  na-

Want  Assurance  of  Pro- 
per Hotel  Accommoda- 
tions and  Rates, 


The   return   of  the   Northern   Steam 
ship  company's  white  boats  to  the  Du 
luth   run   will   depend,   to  a   great  ex- 
tent, upon  the  report  of  the  committee 

of  the  Commercial  club,  which  is  de- 
tailed to  secure  assurances  from  hotel 
men  and  others  in  the  city  that  proper 
accommodations  can  be  furnished  ex- 
cursionists. 

VV.  VV.  Lowrie,  g-eneral  passenger 
agent  of  the  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany, of  Buffalo,  and  C.  E.  intone,  as- 
sistant general  passsenger  agent  of 
the  Great  Northern,  of  St.  Paul,  dis- 
cussed the  situation  with  a  committee 
of  the  L'ommercial  club  this  morning 
irom  10  o'clock  to  after  11. 

When  the  conference  was  concluded 
boih  Mr.  Stone  and  Mr.  Lowrie  an- 
nounced that  "it  is  up  to  the  Com- 
mercial club."  They  slated  to  the  com- 
mittee that  if  proper  transfer  facilities, 
proper  hotel  accommodations  and  pro- 
l)tr  hotel  rates  for  me  e.'ccursionists 
would  prevail  in  the  summer  season  at 
Duluth,  they  personally  would  favor 
th..'  return  of  the  boats  to  this  run,  or 
at   least   one  of  them. 

Neither  Mr.  Lowrie  nor  Mr.  Stona 
made  any  promises.  They  gave  as  their 
personal  opinion,  based  upon  theii 
knowledge  v^f  oifici>'.l  business  in  trans- 
portation, that  if  Duluth  could  agree  to 
Keep  down  hotel  rp.tes  and  give  good 
service,  there  would  be  a  good  chance 
of  the  return  of  one  or  both  boats. 

In  this  connection  the  committee  sug- 
gested a  permanent  remedy  for  such  a 
condition,  in  the  form  of  a  summer 
hold.  The  committee  advanced  the 
idea  of  the  transportation  companies 
centering  here  bearing  one-half  of  the 
expen.-!e  of  erecting  such  an  institution, 
and  the  business  interests  of  Duluth 
bearing  the  other  half. 

The  question  of  the  summer  hotel  was 
discussed  at  length.  It  appeared  feas- 
ible, and  at  length  it  was  decided  to 
have  acomniittee  of  the  Commercial 
club  visit  the  heads  of  the  railroad 
conipanies  and  ascertain  what  could  be 
done.

Washington,  Feb.  3.— Upon  the  con- 
clusion of  the  morning  business  in 
the  senate  today,  a  bill  was  passed 
amending  sections  5191  and  5192,  of  the 
revised  statutes,  which  will  allow  na- 
tional banks  to  keep  their  reserves  in 
cities  of  30,000  population  instead  of 
50,000  population,  as  at  present. 

A  house  bill  was  also  passed  for  the 
relief  of  officers  and  crew  of  the  steam- 
ship Charleston,  whicn  was  lost  in  the 
Philippine  islands. 

The  following  bills  were  also  passed: 
Granting  the  Central  Arizona  Rail- 
road company  a  right-of-way  through 
the  San  Francisco  mountains  fuiest 
reserve  in  Arizona;  providing  for  tree 
homesteads  on  public  lands  for  .ictual 
and  bonalide  settlA-s  in  the  north  half 
of  Colville  Indian  re.servation,  Wash- 
ington, and  reserving  the  public  lands 
for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Clapp  called  up  the  bill  to  fur- 
ther regulate  commerce  with  foreign 
nations  and  among  the  states,  known 
ns  the  Elkins  bill.  Before  its  reading 
was  concluded  the  army  appropri  ition 
bill  was  laid  before  the  senate  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  understanding  yes- 
terday. The  general  staff  provis.on  of 
the  measure,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pruclor, 
was  stricken  from  the  bill. 

The  committee  amendment  regarding 
the  payment  or  reimbursement  of  pay- 
ments made  of  just  bills  and  charges 
for  the  support,  care  and  treatment  of 
sick  orticers  and  enlisted  men  was 
withdrawn  and  a  substitute  adopted 
apiuoprlating  $200,000  for  the  purpose. 

As  amended  the  bill  was  jiassed.  Mr. 
Cerr.\  (Ark.)  then  asked  that  his  mo- 
tion, made  Saturday,  to  reconsider  the 
general  staff  bill,  be  acted  upon.  He 
offered  an  amendment,  which  wa^ 
agreed  to,  putting  the  chief  of  staff 
under  the  direction  exclusively  of  the 
president,  and  not  jointly  with  the  sec- 
retary of  war. 

Mr.  Berry  then  withdrew  his  objec- 
tion and  the  bill  was  passed. 

The  reading  of  the  Elkins  bill  was 
then  resumed.  An  amendment  was 
agreed  to  broadening  the  immunity  to 
persons  giving  testimony  in  cases  com- 
ing under  the  provision  of  the  bill,  the 
committee  amendments  were  all  agreed 
to  and,  as  amended,  the  bill  was  passed. 

Consideration  of  the  omnibus  state- 
hood bill  then  was  resumed,  and  Mr. 
Quarles  continued  his  speech  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  measure.

Thereby. 

London,  Feb.  3. — Renter's  Telegraph 
company  says  it  is  officially  informed 
that  the  attitude  of  the  allies  regard- 
ing the  so-called  priority  claims  ag  linst 
Venezuela,    has    been      misinterpreted, 

thus  incerasing  the  complicatioiw.  It 
is  explained  that  the  allies  do  not  in- 
sist on  the  precedence  of  their  claims 
o\  cr  other.s,  but  insist  that  they  .shall 
be  regarded  as  separate,  to  be  dealt 
with  direct  between  themselves  and 
Venezuela.  Until  a  specific  arrange- 
ment is  made  for  the  satisfaction  of 
their  claims,  they  are  determined  to 
continue   the   blockade. 

It  is  furtlier  stated  that  the  allies  do 
not  bind  Venezuela  regarding  the  sum  to 
be  periodically  paid  or  the  time  in  which 
the  debt  must  be  paid  ofT. 

It  is  added  that  there  is  renewed  evi- 
dence that  Venezuela  is  endeavoring  to 
complicate  matters  by  playing  off  the  in- 
terests of  one  power  against  anotlur.  aisd 
that  such  a  course  must  be  frustrated  in 
the  interests  of  all  the  creditors.  They 
consequentlv-  hoi>e  that  Venezuela's  at- 
tempts in  this  direction  "will  not  receive 
support  or  connivance  fnim  any  quarter."

St.  I'aul,  Feb.  4.— (.Special  to  'ine 
Herald.)— The  house  sustained  the  ac- 
tion of  the  committee  on  public  ac- 
counts In  holding  the  investigation  of 
the  capitol  commission  accounts  b«»- 
hind  closed  doors  by  a  decisive  vo»e 
after  a  heated  argument.  The  sessioiii 
of  the  committee  have  been  executive, 
and  newspaper  men  have*  not  been 
allowtd  to  attend.  This  murninsr  Mr. 
liurns.  of  Fillmore  couny,  introduced  a 
resolution  reMUirinff  the  committee  to 
admit  members,  newspaper  men  and 
the  general  public  to  its  sessions. 

Mr.  Armstron.^r,  of  Hennepin  county, 
said  that  if  the  committee  was  keer-- 
Ing  p»^ople  out  of  its  sessions  it  prob- 
ably had  .a  good  rea.son  for  it,  and  he 
thought  the  resolution  ought  not  to 
pass. 

Mr.  Burns  said  that  star  chamber 
sessions  were  obsolete,  and  there  was 
lio  reasons  why  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee  should  not  be  made  public. 

Mr.  Block,  of  Stearns  county,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  said  that  there 
vas  no  desire  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mittee   to    be    secretive,    but    its    work 


would  be  hampered  by  publicity  and  by 
the  attendance  of  outside  parties. 

Mr.  Rosenwald,  of  Lac  Qui  Parle 
county,  said  the  committee  had  *  not 
kept  members  of  the  house  out. 

Mr.  Armstrong  said  that  the  commit- 
tee would  make  a  full  report  of  its  do- 
ings when  it  was  through,  and  that  was 
enough. 

Mr.  Uurna  said  that  this  was  the  only 
committee  that  excluded  the  press. 

Mr.  Shearer  said  it  was  not  courteous 
to  pass  such  a  .summary  resolution,  as 
the  committee  had  been  given  the  mat- 
ter and  ought  to  be  allowed  to  proceed 
in  its  own  way.  He  did  not  know  that 
anybody  had  been  excluded  from  the 
committee  meetings,  anyway. 

Mr.  Dowling,  of  St.  Louis  county, 
made  a  speech  in  favor  of  opening  the 
sessions,  saying  that  he  knew  that 
news^>aper  men  had  been  excluded,  and 
that  he  believed  tlie  proceedings  of  the 
committee  ought  to  be  open  to  the 
light  of  day.

on  exhibition,  and  that  he  leave  the 
state  of  Minnesota,  never  to  return  vol- 
untarily. The  youngest  brother.  Bob, 
died  in  the  penitentiary  ten  years  ago 
of  consumption.  Nearly  two  years  ago 
Coleman  and  James  were  paroled, 
under  terms  of  a  new  law  enacted  for 
their  special  benefit.  Last  fall,  dis- 
couraged by  poor  health  and  his  in- 
ability, under  the  law,  to  marry  the 
woman  of  his  choice,  Jim  shot  and 
killed  himself  in  his  rooms.  In  this  city. 
Cole's  friends,  some  time  ago,  sought 
his  full  panlon,  but  their  petition  ^^aB 
denied.  Recently  he  filed  a  petition  on 
his  own  behalf,  and  this  has  now  been 
granted. 


There  were  six  Younger  brothers,  one 
of  whom  died  in  boyhood.  They  were  the 
sons  of  Cul.  Henry  W.  Younger,  a  South- 
ern man  who  moved  to  Cass  county.  Mo., 
in  1K!0.  The  five  boys  who  lived  to  attain 
their  majoritv  were  Ricliard.  Tiiomas. 
Coleman.  Rol.f-rt.  Kwlng  and  John  Young- 
er.    During  tlie  war  they  were  liregular, 


or  guerrilla  troops.   A  f  ter  the  war  they  be- 
eunie  bandits. 

The  flrat  robberj-  of  the  kind  with  which 
the  Youngers  were  later  identified  vas 
that  of  the  Commercial  bank,  of  Liberty, 
Mo.,  on  Feb.  14.  1866.  when  $70,000  was 
secured.  The  Youngers  took  no  part  ia 
this  exploit.  Tlie  robbers  followed  the 
.same  tactics  which  were  employed  after- 
ward time  and  time  again,  and  which  al- 
ways succeeded  until  the  Northfield  rob- 
bery. Tlie  party,  well  mounted  and  heav- 
ily armed,  rode  into  the  town,  firing  and 
yelling  in  the  streets  ana  terrorized  the 
citizens,  wlille  two  of  the  gang  dismounted 
and  with  cocked  revolvers  forced  the 
ca.«hier  to  hand  over  the  bank's  funds. 

The  Younger  boys  wer«  first  known  to 
be  in  the  bank  robljery  at  Columbia,  Ky. 
j  The  cashier,  r<- fusing  to  give  up  the 
mcnev,  was  killed.  The  scene  of  the  next 
raid  was  in  Iowa.  _At  Cbrydon.  Ia..  they 
succeeded  in  robing  a"  bank  of  $40.ou0.  On 
May  27,  1873.  the  Ste.  Genevieve  bank  was 
robbed  of  $3tJ.0(X>.

In  one  of 
them  John  Younger  was  killed.  At  times 
tlie  d»>tectlves  were  hunters,  and  then 
again  they  would  be  hunted. 

In  December.  1S75.  two  parties  were  or- 
ganized for  robl>ery.  One.  consisting  of 
Jesse    James,    Bob    Younger    and    James

1  James  and  Charley  Pitts,  who  it  has  ai- 
i  ways    been    claimed    was    Frank    James. 
i  although    Frank    denies    that    he   was    at 
I  Northfield.      They    rode    directly    to    the 
bank,  where  Je.sse  James  and  Cole  Youn- 
I  ger   and   the   other   man   dismounted   and 
I  entered.     Once   inside  they  ordered  J.    L. 
I  Haywood,  the  cashier,  to  open  the  safe  or 
I  die."    He  refused  and  was  shot. 
I     While   this  was   going  on   there   was    a 
'  wild  scene  in   front  of  the  bank.     A.   W. 
Wheeler,     who    occupied    a    second-story 
room  opposite,  got  a  rifle  and  shot  Charles 
Pitts  and  Bill  Chadwell.    Then  other  citi- 
zens began   firing.     The  robbers  fled   and 
'  were   pursued    for   six   days   by   hundreds 
of  men.     Finally,    the  bandits   separated. 
Cole.    Bob    and    Jim    Younger    and    Clell 
Miller    kept    together. 

On  Sept.  '21  the  four  were  surrounded  In 
the  swamps  of  the  Watonwan  river,  near- 
ly famished  and  exhausted.  Miller  was 
killed  and  the  three  Youngers  were  all 
wounded  before  they  surrendered.  The 
Youngers  were  arraigned  In  court  early 
In  October  at  Faribault,  where  being  ad- 
vl.sed  that  they  could  not  be  sentenced 
to  death  If  they  pleaded  guilty  they  did 
so.  and  were  sentenced  to  penal  servitude 
at  Stillwater  for  their  natural  lives.  Jim 
Younger  died  in  confinement,  and  Bob 
shot  himself  a  few  months  ago.

Khali  lie  the  rule  in  the  auditor's  otllce 
on  state  leases. 

The  stir  Is  due  not  so  much  to  the  bill 

itself,  which  is  of  course  general  in  its 

terms,  and  refers  to  nobody,  and  docs 

not  even  Intimate  that  different  prac- 
tices ever  existed,  but  to  an  article  on 
ihe  bill  in  the  St.  Paul  Globe  yesterday 
niorniiig.  which  laid  the  whole  trouble 
at  Mr.  Iversons  door.s,  and  said  that 
during  Hob  Dunn's  term  it  was  differ- 
ent. 

This  made  the  new  state  auditor  hop- 
ping mad.  He  talked  a  lot  early  yester- 
day morning,  and  Mr.  Hugo  heard  of  it 
and  went  to  see  him.  He  found  Mr. 
Iverson  boiling  over,  and  full  of  right- 
tous  indignation.  Mr.  Hugo  explained 
that  •liere  was  nothing  jjerspnai  about 
his  l::il.  and  that  he  introduced  it  at 
the  re<iuest  of  others,  but  that  it  was 
theie,   and  he   was  back  of  it,   and  he 


proposed  to  see  it  through.  Mr.  Iver- 
son said  he  was  going  to  f.ppeal  to  the 
house,  and  Mr.  Hugo  suggested  that  he 
had  better  wait  a  few  days,  and  the 
auditor  said  he  would.

St.  Paul,  Feb.  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Charles  E.  L.  Henderson  will 
be  hanged  at  Duluth  on  Friday,  March 
6.  for  the  murder  of  his  mistress,  Ida 
McCormack. 

This  date  was  fixed  this  morning  by 
Governor  Van  Sant  and  the  warrant 
for  the  execution  will  be  forwarded  at 
once  to   Sheriff  Butchart. 

There  is  still  one  chance  left  for  Hen- 
derson to  escape  the  gallows — through 
an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court — and 
if  he  takes  an  appeal,  it  Is  possible  a 
stay  of  execution  will  be  granted  until 
the  court  can  hear  the  argument.  The 
court,  however,  may  give  a  hearing 
without  delay,  in  which  event  the  date 
fixed  by  the  governor  will  stand,  if  the 
decision  of  the  court  be  adverso  to 
Henderson. 

The  first  news  that  Henderson  had  of 
the  date  for  his  execution  was  carried 
to  him  by  a  Herald  representative 
this  morning,  as  he  was  taking  his 
customary  exercise  in  the  inner  corridor 
of  the  county  jail.  When  told  that  the 
governor  had  set  the  date  of  execution 
for  March  6,  Henderson's  face  did  not 
relax  the  cheerful  smile  with  which  lie 
greeted  the  newspaper  man.  He  simply 
remarked: 

"Well,  that  is  the  day  I  will  shine.  I 
am  ready  whenever  the  authorities  are 
ready.  I  have  made  a  strong  fight,  but 
it  was  the  case  of  one  against  the 
whole  state,  and  the  one  does  not  have 
much  show.  If  the  people  are  Inclined 
to  look  on  the  matter  as  does  Mr.  Mc- 


Clintock.  I  am  sorry,  but  will  submit 
to  whatever  comes.  AH  the  'ifs'  and 
'ands'  are  now  over  and  T  do  not  worry ; 
everything  will  turn  out  for  the  best. 

"Mr.  Marshall,  my  attorney,  was  here 
yesterday  afternoon  lind  assured  me 
that  he  would  do  everything  within  ills 
power  for  me.  I  am  sure  he  knows 
just  what  steps  are  best,  and  as  I  do 
not  know  just  what  those  will  he.  1  am 
not  in  a  position  to  tilk  about  them. 

"I  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
state  supreme  court,  the  county  attor- 
ney even  told  me  that,  and  I  .shall  ex- 
ercise that  right.  I  understand  the  ap- 
peal can  be  taken  either  before  or  after 
the  date  of  execution  is  set. 

"One  of  my  sisters  will  leave  next 
week  for  the  East  to  attend  to  some 
business  matters,  but  the  other  will  re- 
main here  near  me.  My  sisters  have 
been  faithful  to  me  through  all,  but  no 
more  so  than  I  was  to  them.  I  might 
have  had  a  better  education  myself 
had  it  not  been  for  self-denials  on  their 
account,  but  that  is  a  matter  I  do  not 


regi'et 

"I  am 
afforded 


thankful  for  the  information 
. me  as  to  the  date  of  execu- 
tion, even  though  the  prospect  of  hav- 
ing only  a  month  more  set  by  law  to 
enjoy  life  is  hardly  a  cheerful  one.  If 
that  is  my  fate.  I  shall  be  ready  "-hea 
the  time  comes." 

Henderson  says  that  Louis  Correveau, 
who  stands  convicted  in  Lake  county 
of  the  murder  of  William  Allen,  and 
who  is  to  hang  as  soon  as  the  gover- 
nor sets  the  date,  has  not  been  so  well 
since  he  heard  that  the  board  of  par- 
dons refufeed  to  commute  his  own  sen- 
tence to  life  imprisonment.  The  news 
had  a  rather  depressing  effet^t  on  Corrl- 
veau.  who  is  said  to  have  entertained 
a  little  hope  that  he  might  have  his 
death  sentence  commuted.

President  Castro  is  as  cool  as  the 
proverbial  cucumber  and  is  displaying 
a  tireless  energy'.  He  is  on  horseback 
directing  the  defensive  operations. 
Despite  the  dark  outlook  many  persons 
believe  that  the  government  will  tri- 
umph over  the  divided  revolutionary 
leadership  and  the  unsoldierly  crowds 
of  the  insurrection.  The  Matos  revo- 
lution has  at  last  reached  a  point  where 


some  decisive  action  must  take  placa 
within  a  very  few  days. 

Bulletins  of  victory  and  defeat  are 
now  being  circulated  In  Caracas  as  a 
result  of  the  fighting  just  south  of  the 
capital.  These  bulletins  are  now  trust- 
worthy. The  significant  feature  is  that 
defensive  measures  are  being  pushed. 
The  blockaders  have  notified  the  La 
Guaira  authorities  that  if  they  see  Ven- 
ezuela soldiers  in  town  they  will  shell 
the  fort.  This  notification  is  inex- 
plicable to  the  La  Guaira  authorities, 
as  Venezuela  soldiei-s  occasionally  pass 
in  the  streets  on  their  way  to  fight  th«i 
revolutionists.  La  Guaira  residents  look 
upon  the  notification  as  a  new  tactln 
of  the  Germans  to  assist  the  Matos 
revolution,  and  are  asking,  "Where  Is 
the  peaceful  blockade?"

Minach's  herder,  who  fled  at  the  ap- 
proach of  the  masked  party,  returned 
and  carried  the  dying  man  to  a  neigh- 
boring camp  and  then  came  to  Ther- 
niopoiis  for  .assistance.  Sheriff  Stough, 
accompanied  by  a  physician,  left  at 
once  for  the  scene,  but  it  is  doubtful  If 
any  of  the  raiders  are  apprehended. 

The  shooting  Is  the   result   of  strife 
over  a  division  of  the  range.

Victoria,  B.  C,  Feb.  4.— News  was 
brought  by  the  steamship  Empre^  of 
China  of  a  disaster  in  Kobe  harbo*  on 
Jan.  19,  as  a  result  of  which  between 
forty  and  fifty  lives  were  lost.

Feb.  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Charles  K.  L.  Henderson  will 
be  hanged  at  Duluth  on  Friday,  March 
6.  for  the  murder  of  his  mistress,  Ida 
McCormack. 

This  date  was  fixed  this  morning  by 
Governor  Van  Sant  and  the  warrant 
for  the  execution  will  be  forwarded  at 
once  to   Sheriff  Butchart, 

There  is  still  one  chance  left  for  Hen- 
derson to  escape  the  gallows— through 
an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court — and 
if  he  takes  an  appeal,  it  is  possible  a 
stay  of  execution  will  be  granted  until 
the  court  can  hear  the  argument.  The 
court,  however,  may  give  a  hearing 
without  delay,  in  which  event  the  date 
fixed  by  the  governor  will  stand,  if  the 
decision  of  the  court  be  adverse-  to 
Henderson, 

The  first  news  that  Henderson  had  of 
the  date  for  his  execution  was  carried 
to  him  by  a  Herald  representative 
this  morning,  as  he  was  taking  his 
customary  exercise  in  tlie  inner  corridor 
of  the  county  jail.  When  told  that  the 
governor  had  set  the  date  of  execution 
for  March  6,  Henderson's  face  did  not 
relax  the  cheerful  smile  with  which  he 
greeted  the  newspaper  man.  He  simply 
remarked: 

"Well,  that  is  the  day  I  will  shine.  I 
am  ready  whenever  the  authorities  are 
ready.  I  have  made  a  strong  fight,  but 
it    was    the    case    of    one    against    the 


Clintock.  I  am  sorry,  but  will  submit 
to  whatever  comes.  All  the  ifs'  and 
'ands'  are  now  over  and  I  do  not  worry; 
everything  will  turn  out  for  the  best. 

"Mr.  Marshall,  my  attorney,  was  hera 
yesterday  afternoon  and  assured  me 
that  he  would  do  everything  within  ids 
power  for  me.  I  am  sure  ho  knows 
just  what  steps  are  best,  and  as  I  do 
not  know  just  what  those  will  be,  1  am 
not  in  a  position  to  tilk  about  them. 

"I  have  the  right  of  appeal  t«i  the 
state  supreme  court,  the  county  attor- 
ney even  told  me  that,  and  I  .shall  ex- 
ercise that  right.  I  understand  the  ap- 
peal can  be  taken  either  before  or  after 
the  date  of  execution  is  set. 

"One  of  my  sisters  will  leave  next 
week  for  the  East  to  attend  to  some 
business  matters,  but  the  other  will  re- 
main here  near  me.  My  sisters  have 
been  faithful  to  me  through  all,  but  no 
more  so  than  I  was  to  them.  I  might 
have  had  a  better  education  myself 
had  it  not  been  for  self-denials  on  their 
account,  but  that  is  a  matter  I  do  nut 
regi-et. 

"I  am  thankful  for  the  information 
afforded  me  as  to  the  date  of  execu- 
tion, even  though  the  prospect  of  hav- 
ing only  a  month  more  set  by  law  to 
enjoy  life  is  hardly  a  cheerful  one.  If 
that  is  my  fate,  I  shall  be  ready  "hea 
the  time  comes." 

Henderson  says  that  Louis  Correveati,

Have   the  Nebraska   Matter 
Carefully  Shelved. 

Washington,  Feb.  4.— The  fight  being 
made  by  tlie  cattle  kings  to  prevent  des- 
truction of  their  fences  on  the  public 
land.s  In  Nebraska.  Wyoming  and  other 
western  states  is  attracting  considerable 
attention  m  Wa.shingtmi. 

Pn-sident  Roosevelt  sont  Colonel  John 
S.  Mosby.  the  famous  confederate  guer- 
rilla cliii'ftain.  to  investigate  the  cundi- 
tions  on  the  plains.  After  some  time 
.spent  in  looking  into  the  matter  Colonel 
Mosby  became  convinced  that  the  cattle- 
men were  trespassing  seriously  upon  the 
I)ubl!c  domain  ami  ordered  that  the  fences 
i>e  lorn  down.  The  cattlemen  appealed 
to  Wa-sjiington  and  several  western  sena 
tors  interceded  for  them  witli  tlio  presi- 
dent. Colonel  Mosby  finally  was  recalled  j 
to  ^;ive  the  cattlemen  an  opportunity  iil 
pres'^nt  their  ca.se.  They  have  forwarded 
to  the  secretary  of  the  interior  a  lengthy 
protest  .against  tearing  down  the  fences 
and  petitioned  that  no  further  steps  be 
taken  against  them.  The  matter  is  now 
in   the  hands  of  Secretary  Hitchcock. 

Representative  Burleson,  of  Texas,  be- 
lieves th.at  some  action  ought  to  be  taken 
by  congress.  He  introduced  a  resolution 
calling  upon  Secretary  Hitchcock  for  ail 
iaform-ition  in  his  possession  regarding  the 
subject.  The  resolution  lias  not  been  re- 
lented from  the  committee  and  if  the  in- 
fluence of  the  cattlemen's  representative.-i 
in  Washington  is  effective  it  never  will 
he.  The  cattlemen  do  not  want  the  mat- 
ter taken  up  by  congress.  They  realize 
that  their  acts  are  reprehensible.  anJ 
would  prefer  to  transact  their  affairs  with 
the  .secretary  of  the  interior,  belie\  ing 
that  pressure  can  be  nwre  effectively 
bror.jjhi  to  bear  upon  one  man  to  do  their 
bidiTlng  than  upen  the  American  congress. 


Bismarck — The  insurance  men  have  suc- 
ceeded in  convincing  the  senate  commit- 
tee on  insurance  that  the  proposed  bill 
to  eliminate  suicide  altogether  as  a  de- 
fense to  the  payment  of  life  Insurance 
would  not  be  .a  good  law.  and  that  if  the 
legislature  will  provide  that  suicide  after 
a  year  has  expired  from  the  date  of  the 
policy  does  not  invalidate  the  insurance 
it  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  old  line 
companies.  Before  the  senate  commit- 
tee the  insurance  men  claimed  that  such 
a  sweeping  measure  as  at  first  propo.sed. 
making  suicide  no  defense  whatever, 
would  work  Injury  to  the  companies  and 
to  tlie  Insurance  business  in  the  state. 
They  stated  that  there  is  only  'one  state 
in  the  Union  that  has  such  a  law.  Mis- 
souri, and  that  many  of  the  old  line 
insurance  companies  had  left  the  state 
for   that   reason.

He  thinks  there  should  be  an 
independent  ticket  at  the  primary 
election  and  that  all  persons  desiring 
to  run  as  independent  candidates 
should  file  for  the  primaries  in  the 
regular  way.  This  would  destroy  one 
good  effect  of  the  present  system, 
which  permits  the  people  to  bring 
independent  candidates  into  the  field 
when  unworthy  men  secure  party 
nominations  at  the  primaries.  This 
privilege  should  not  be  removed,  and 
Mr.  Dowling  would  do  well  to  drop 
this  feature  of  his  bill.  The  change 
he  proposes  is  not,  according  to  The 
Herald's  view,  c'onducive  to  good  gov- 
ernment

HOBSON'S    RESIGNATION. 

Dispatches  from  Washington  yes- 
terday indicate  that  an  attempt  will  be 
made  to  prevail  upon  Constructor 
Hobson  to  reconsider  his  resignation 
from  the  navy  and  to  induce  him  to 
continue  in  the  service  of  the  govern- 
ment where  it  is  claimed  he  is  really 
needed.  Hobson  may  be  a  smart  man, 
but  his  recent  course  has  not  only  dis- 
gusted the  nr.vy  department,  but  the 
public  as  well.  When  a  man  who  has 
been  educated  at  the  expense  of  the 
government  for  a  life  work  in  a 
chosen  field,  fails  to  realize  his  obliga- 
tions and  resigns,  his  resignation 
should  be  accepted  at  once  and  the 
ungrateful  one  cast  off  from  all  fur-  | 
ther  connection  with  Uncle  Sam.  Ever 
since  his  gallant  exploit  in  sinking  the 
Merrimac,  Hobson's  course  has  indi- 
cated that  he  was  both  discontented 
and  disappointed.  He  had  shown  no 
interest  whatever  in  naval  work,  has 
avoided  assignments  to  navy  yards 
where  he  would  be  called  on  to  exer- 
cise his  professional  knowledge,  and, 
in  fact,  has  been  of  no  real  service  to 
the  department  since  the  Spanish  war. 
For  the  past  two  or  three  years  he  has 
been  on  special  duty,  which  made  his 
time  practically  his  own.  A  few 
months  ago  he  refused  to  accept  a  de- 
tail to  the  Pensacola  navy  yard,  when 
Secretary  Moody  intimated  that  the 
department  was  in  need  of  his  ser- 
vices. 

The  overworked  construction  corps 
was  still  further  handicapped  last 
month  when  Constructor  Hibbs  re- 
signed to  go  with  a  private  shipbuild- 
ing firm.  It  was  then  determined  that 
Hobson  should  be  assigned  to  the 
vacancy  thus  created,  and  on  Jan,  17, 
orders  were  sent  to  him,  directing 
him  to  report  at  the  naval  station  at 
Bremmcrton,  Wash.,  on  Feb.  9.  It  was 
thought  that  a  protest  against  this  de- 
tail would  be  made  by  Hobson,  but 
nothing  was  received  until  his  resig- 
nation arrived.  Last  summer  he  was 
granted  indefinite  sick  leave  by  the 
navy  department,  and  went  on  a  lec- 
turing tour.  This  was  displeasing  to 
the  authorities  at  Washington,  who 
thought  that  if  Hobson  was  able  to 
travel  about  the  country  delivering 
lectures,  he  was  in  condition  to  per- 
form active  naval  work.  In  fact,  the 
department  attempted  to  break  up  this 
business  by  warning  Hobson  that  he 
must  not  engage  in  any  side  issues 
that  would  impair  the  value  of  his 
eyes.  Thereupon  thfe  stereopticon 
views  that  were  given  with  the  lec- 
tures were  dropped. 

For  a  year  or  more  Hobson  has  en- 
deavored to  get  placed  oji  the  retired 
list.  He  was  examined  by  a  retiring 
board,  which  found  that  he  was  physi- 
cally able  to  discharge  his  duties  as 
an  officer,  and  reported  adversely  on 
his  application.  Thereupon  Hobson 
went  to  congress,  having  a  bill  intro- 
duced to  place  him  on  the  retired  list. 
This  scheme  was  also  defeated,  for  at 
about  that  time  Hobson  developed  po' 
litical  aspirations  and  made  it  known 
that  he  proposed  to  run  for  congress 
from  one  of  the  .\labama  districts. 
That  was  sufficient  to  kill  his  hopes 
of  being  placed  on  the  retired  list  by 
special  act  of  congress.  It  is  un'Her- 
stood  at  Washington  that  the  con- 
structor still  entertains  hopes  of  shin- 
ing as  a  politician,  and  after  his  res- 
ignation has  been  accepted  he  will 
probably  announce  his  plans  for  the 
future.  There  should  be  no  attempt 
to  retain  such  a  man  in  the  service. 
The  sooner  he  goes,  the  better  for  all 
concerned.

ARTIFICIAL  ANTHRACITE 

That  Burns  Better  Than  the 
Real  Thing. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  Feb.  4.— Dr.  M.  J. 
Gahan,  of  this  city,  has  completefl 
tests  and  announces  that  as  a  result  of 
his  experiments  he  is  able  to  produce 

!  an    artificial    anthracite    equal    in    all 
j  respects  to  the  real  article,  and  that  the 
i  product  he  hiis  invented  can  be  manu- 
factured   and     put    upon    the    market 
much  cheaper  than  anthracite  or  bitu- 
minous coals.    Dr.  Gahan  has  completed 
the   manufacture  of  800  pounds  of  his 
coal  substitute. 

The  "coal"  is  of  a  gray  greenish 
hue,  not  unlike  moldy  bread  in  appear- 
ance. The  article  is  produced  from 
chemicals,  all  of  which  but  one,  the 
Inventor  says,  can  be  found  in  any 
agricultural  state.  The  artificial  coal 
burns  with  a  bluish  flame  and  its  heat- 
ing capacity  is  said  to  be  twice  that  of 
anthracite  and  will  last  20  per  cent 
longer  time. 


THE  PARKER  BOOM 


Law    Allowing  Sale  of 

Townsites  on  Ceded 

Reservations. 

Washington,  Feb.  4.— The  bill  which 
has  now  passed  both  branches  of  con- 
gress, extending  the  public  land  laws 
relative  to  townsites  on  ceded  Indian 
reservations  In  Minnesota,  is  a  big 
thing  for  the  northern  part  of  the  state. 
As  explained  by  Congressman  Eddy, 
there  is  only  one  way  by  which  the 
ceded  lands  on  Chippewa  Indian  reser- 
vations in  Minnesota  can  be  disposed 
of,  and  that  is  under  the  homestead 
law.  The  geieral  townsite  law  does 
z^ot  apply  to  these  lands. 

The  homesteader  cannot  sell  any  of 
his  land  until  he  has  proved  up  his 
homestead  clHim,  and  he  cannot  prove 
up  under  any  circumstances  in  Ics? 
than  fourteen  months,  and  then  only 
by  commuting  his  entry.  Without  com- 
muting it  takes  five  years.  It  gener- 
ally takes  from  six  or  two  years 
.after  final  proof  is  made  before  it  can 
be  approved  by  the  general  land  office 
and  a  patent  issued. 

This  bill  extends  the  provisions  of 
the  general  townsite  law  to  these  reser- 
vations. Under  the  provisions  of  this 
law  the  land  desired  to  be  used  for  a 
townsite  is  platter  into  lots  under  the 
.supervision  and  direction  of  the '  in- 
terior department  and  sold  at  public 
auction  at  not  less  than  $10  per  lot. 

Under  the  original  agreement  with 
the  Indians,  as  embraced  in  the  Nel- 
son law,  the  Indians  the  entitled  to 
all  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  lands  and 
timber  on  their  reservations.  This  bill 
will  not  only  be  of  great  benefit  to 
people  who  want  to  start  towns  and 
engage  in  business  on  said  ceded 
lands,  by  enabling  them  to  immedi- 
ately get  title  from  the  government  of 
the  United  States  to  lots  upon  which 
they  desire  to  make  improvements,  but 
It  will  also  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
Indians  ,as  they  will  realize  more  from 
the  land  if  it  is  platted  into  townsites 
and  sold  at  auction  than  they  would 
get  under  the  homestead  law  at  $1,25 
per  acre. 

GIVEN  A  DIVORCE. 

Mrs.  Virg:inia  Opperheim  Es- 
tablishes Charge  of  Desertion. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  4.— Judge  Kelly,  sitting 
on  the  bench  in  court  room  No.  1, 
granted  a  divorce  to  Mrs.  Virginia 
l'o\vnsend  Opi)enheim  from  Hermann 
Oppenheim,  on  the  ground  of  desertion 
and  gave  the  plaintiff  her  old  name  of 
G rover,  which  she  bore  when  she  mar 
ried  the  defendant  in  189S. 

Mr.  Oppenheimer  had  filed  an  answer 
of  that  description  known  to  attorneys 
as  a  "general  denial,"  alleging  no  spe- 
cial matters  of  defense  whatever,  but 
putting  in  issue  the  desertion  had  he 
wished  to  come  into  court  to  defend. 
That  the  defendant  did  not  care  to 
make  any  defense  was  apparent  when 
he  did  not  either  personally  or  by  any 
biotiier  attorney  appear  in  the  court. 

It  only  remained  for  the  Mrs.  Oppen- 
heim to  establish  the  desertion,  which 
she  proceeded  to  do  with  business-like 
promptness  and  with  proof  so  abso- 
lutely overwhelming  that  there  could 
be  no  doubt  in  the  world  of  the  fact.

"On  the 
Quiet."  and  returned  home  together  as 
they  had  done  many  times  before.

stormy  Session  of   the 
State  Capitol  Com- 
mission. 

St.  Paul.  Feb.  4.— "It  is  a  shame  and  an 
outrage."  said  several  members  of  the 
capitol  commission,  at  the  meeting  yes- 
terday  morning,    "and  we  will   not  stand 

it.  We  will  resign  right  now— that  is  all 
there  is  to  it." 

The  members  were  angry  clear  through 
and  they  did  not  care  wlio  knew  It. 

"Why,  what's  all  this,  gentlemen?" 
asked  Gov.  Van  Sant,  who  entered  whila 
the  excitement  was  at  its  height.  "What 
are  you  all   talking  of  resigning  for?" 

One  by  one  the  members  of  the  commis- 
sion stated  their  troubles. 

They  were  indignant,  it  appeared,  be- 
cause there  is  talk  of  an  amendment  to 
the  capitol  appropriation  bill  legislating 
tl.em  out  of  office  in  ca.se  the  capitol  is 
not  completed  in  two  years. 

This.  c<<r\iinp  on  top  of  the  fact  that  an 
export  accountant  has  begun  work  on  th« 
books  of  the  commission,  started  the 
trouble,  which  even  the  governor  had 
hard  work  to  quell. 

"There,  there,"  said  Governor  Van 
Sant;  "don't  be  boys  Just  becatwe  the 
members  of  the  legislature  are.  Don't 
be  foolish  and  talk  of  resigning.  You 
ought  to  know  better  than  that. 

"None  of  you  ever  has  been  accu.sed  of 
dishonesty:  besides,  if  you  were  convicted, 
1  would  pardon  you." 

This  satisfied,  apparently,  the  angry 
members,  and  after  declaring  the  talk  of 
a  steal  in  the  building  of  the  capitol  was 
an  outrage  to  each  commissioner,  they 
took  up  the  regular  business  of  the  com- 
mi.sslon. 

"Now.  gentlemen."  said  the  governor, 
"no  one  shouhl  object  to  criticism.  It 
helps  us  all  to  be  better  and  stronger.  IJy 
the  way.  members  of  the  legislatine  want 
to  know  when  the  capitol  will  be  com- 
pleted.   What  shall  I   tell  them?" 

With  one  accord  the  nn-mhers  of  th« 
commission  agreed  th.at  the  building  will 
\>i>  done,  ready  for  oceupancy.  In  two 
vears.  and  that  the  present  amount  aske<l 
of  the  legislature.  $l.r.o0.uOO  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  all  bills. 

"There  is  one  thing  I  want  you  all  to 
understand.  '  remarked  the  governor, 
"and  that  is  that  on  the  Fourth  of  July, 
1!K)4.  I  .am  going  to  dedicate  and  formally 
open   the  new  capitol. 

"There  is  another  thing.  You  gentle- 
men must  never  again  go  to  the  legisla- 
ture for  money  with  which  to  complete 
the  buildiner.  You  tell  me  the  present 
amount  will  be  plenty— remember  that, 
please." 

Rills  for  January  amounting  to  $2S.fi32. 
were  represented  and  allowed.  Nearly 
all  of  this  money  was  paid  out  on  un- 
completed contr.acts.

Money  Received  For  Timber 
at  White  Earth. 

Washington.  Feb.  4.— Secretary  Hitch- 
cock has  decided  that  the  state  of  Min- 
nesota Is  not  entitled  to  school  sections 
on  the  f<mr  ceded  townships  on  White 
Karth  reservation  and  thct  payment  must 
be  made  to  the  government  for  tlhmbe^ 
sold  by  State  Auditor  Dunn  from  this 
land.  The  department  has.  therefore, 
made,  or  will  soon  make  formal  demand 
on  the  state  to  turn  over  the  money  de- 
rived from  these  sales,  which  will  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  tribe  in  the 
treasury.  Some  time  ago  a  slmil.ar  rul- 
ing was  made  relative  to  sales  of  timber 
from  the  school  sections  in  the  Red  Lake 
reservation,  and  the  state  turned  over  all 
the  money  it  had  received  on  that  ac- 
count without  demur.  The  department  of- 
ficials believe  the  state  will  pay  for  White 
Karth  timber  just  as  promptly.  In 
reaching  the  conclusion  that  the  state  l» 
not  entitled  to  school  sections  In  the  four 
reded  townships  on  White  Karth  reserva- 
tion the  secretary  followed  the  ruling  of 
the  supreme  court  in  the  state  case  la.st 
winter.

showing  Carlyle,  born  o€  poor  and 
humble  .'Scotch  i-arerrtage,  struggling 
for  an  education,  and  "Ruskin,  the  son 
of  a  wealthy  wine  meit:ha^t,  renounc- 
ing wealth  and  seeking  fame  and  suc- 
cess ill  a  literary  life. 

He  compared  and  contrasted  their 
lives  and  their  writings,  showing  the 
qualities  they  had  in  common  and  the 
miiny  in  which  they  differed.  Caii>le"s 
wrilings  were  ess.iys  and  biographies, 
and  the  latter  are  surjirised  by  none. 
Ruskin  was  pre-eniinenly  an  .art  cmitic, 
and  oy  these  works  is  he  best  known. 
At  ilrst  he  was  severely  criticised,  but 
gradually  his  beautiful,  clear  cut  style 
won  tor  itself  the  plsice  to  which  it  was 
entitled. 

As  prophets,  they  were  compared  to 
the  prophets  of  Bible  times,  in  that, 
they  wrote,  loudly  condemning  the  mor- 
als and  evil  customs  of  their  times. 
They  were  follovvers  of  the  fJod  of 
truth  and  justice,  and  while  they  were 
too  broad-minded  men  to  be  believers 
in  any  particular  nved.  their  intluence 
was  ever  thrown

Washington,  Feb.  4.— If  the  bill  now 
before  congress,  providing  for  the  re- 
tirement of  officers  higher  grade,  be- 
comes m  law,  then  the  old  retired 
colonels,  lieutenant  colonels  and  major.s 
who  went  off  the  active  list  by  opera- 
tion of  law  at  the  age  limit  of  64  with- 
out finy  such  advance,  will  ask  con- 
gress for  a  special  law  promoting  them 
^all  one  grade.  There  is  rea.son  in  it, 
too,  in  view  of  the  promiscuous  and 
wholesale  rotation  of  brigadiers  upon 
the  retired  list  in  the  last  three  or  four 
years. 

An    examination    of   the   army    list 
shows  that  there  are  approximately  200 
retired   otiieers   of  high   rank   who  can 
(With    much    reason   ask   for   such   pro- 
motion.    Even  since  the  present  liberal 
policy     was     established     several     old 
colonels    were   permitted   to  go  off  the 
active  list  at  the  age  limit  without  in- 
creased rank,  although  they  had  served 
I  with    distinction    throughout    the    civil 
I  war.       It   is   said    that   several    of   the 
i  retired     bureau     brigadiers     will     also 
'  press    for    their    right    to    the    retired 
rank  of  major  general   should   the  ad- 
I  ministration  bill  become  a  law.     There 
I  is   a   special   bill    already   through   one 
house    promoting    retired      Brig.    Oen. 
Merriam  to  the  grade  of  major  general. 
It  is  worth  a  struggle.  There  is  money 
in  it.     The  difference  between  the  pay 
of  retired  colonel  and  brigadier  is  i750 
per  annum;   between  that  of  brigadier 
and    major   general,   $1500   per   antmm; 
between    that    of    major    general    and 
lieuten.ant  general,  $2625  per  annum. 

The  object  of  the  proposed  law  is 
really  to  expedite  promotion.  It  is 
tempting  every  officer  who  has  served 
thirty  years  or  more  to  ask  for  retire- 
ment before  he  reaches  the  age  limit. 
Therefore  if  it  becomes  law,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  within  a  few  months  the  re- 
tired list  will  be  swelled  by  a  number 
of  lieuten.ant  generals,  about  a  score  gf 
major  generals,  and  the  list  of  retired 
brigadier  generals  will  be  increa.sed  to 
not  less  than  150. 

Aside  from  any  money  consideration, 
army  otiieers  are  punctilious  about 
rank,  sticklers  for  the  regular  order 
On  the  retired  list  today  as  colonels  by 
operation  of  law,  or  at  their  own  re- 
quest after  thirty  and  forty  years'  ser- 
vice, are  Renham,  Andrews,  Pearson, 
Compton,  A.  T.  Smith,  Miles,  Coates, 
Whittemore,  Willi.'^ton,  Evers,  McGre- 
gor, Comba,  Moale,  Andruss  and  a 
number  of  others. 

All  those  named  have  retired  since  the 
inauguration  of  this  new  system  of  re- 
warding civil  war  colonels  by  retiring 
them  as  brigadiers.  Most  of  them 
served  from  beginning  to  end  of  the 
civil  war,  some  of  them  reaching  field 
rank.  Whittemore.  a  graduate  of  West 
Point,  had  held  the  grade  of  colonel 
more  than  thirteen  years  when  he  re- 
tired three  years  ago.  Compton  had 
been  a  colonel  of  cavalry  twelve  years 
when  the  president,  under  a  special 
prerogative,  retired  him  at  the  age  of  62 
years. 

When  Compton  was  made  colonel  of 
the  Fourth  cavalry  in  1S87,  Hayes,  just 
retired  as  a  brigadier  as  a  "reward" 
for  having  been  a  civil  war  veteran, 
was  still  a  captain  in  the  Fifth  cavalry, 
and  did  not  reach  the  grade  of  major 
until  six  years  after  Compton  had 
reached  that  of  colonel.  Hayes  is  a 
good  oflicer,  but  he  served  but  little 
over  two  years  in  the  civil  war  as  a 
volunteer  captain,  whereas  Compton 
served  from  beginning  to  end  of  the 
war  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel.  The  deserts  of  the  two  men 
as  civil  war  veterans  may  be  measured 
by  the  fact  that  Hayes  was  appointed 
into  the  regular  army  afterward  .as  a 
second  lieutenant,  whereas  Compton 
was  rewarded  with  the  rank  of  major. 
It  is  evident  i.iat  there  is  an  incon- 
sistency about  these  rev/ards.  The  re- 
tired veterans  who  re'eived  none  of  the 
benefits  of  the  new  policy  point  out  a 
still  greater  on.?.  They  say  that  under 
this    eleventh-hour    excess    of    zeal    for

Avar.  They  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  John  G.  Parke,  a  m.ijor  gener.al 
who  commanded  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac and  was  ,a  lending  military  figure 
from  beginning  to  end  of  the  war,  went 
upon  the  retired  list  after  forty  years' 
ser\  ice  as  a  colonel,  and  that  as  late 
as  1.S89. 

Maj.  Gen.  Joseph  J.  Reynolds,  an 
army  and  department  commander  in 
the  civil  war.  died  a  retired  colonel. 
So  did  Maj.  Gen.  Abner  Doubleday,  one 
of  the  heroes  o?  Gettysburg.  The  me;i- 
sure  congress  itself  puts  upon  civil  war 
service  is  shown  in  the  cases  of  Alfred 
Pleasanton.  the  great  cavalry  com- 
mander, who  was  retired  as  a  major 
by  special  act  of  congress,  and  Baldy 
Smith,  a  distinguished  engineer  and 
corps  commander,  also  retired  by  spe- 
cial act  as  nnijor.  It  treated  Maj.  (»en. 
Andrew  J.  Sjnith  somewhat  better,  re- 
tiring him  ns  a  colonel.  But  these  men 
had  voluntarily  left  the  army  after  the 
war  was  over.  Rosecrans  was  put  back 
on  the  list  as  a  retired  briga.dier. 

In  short,  these  disgruntled  retired 
officers  say  that  until  quite  recently 
the  most  distingui.shed  officers  retired 
with  the  rank  they  held  when  they 
reached  the  retiring  age.  Many  of  those 
who  had  commanded  in  battle  went  out 
as  majors,  lieutenant  colonels  and 
colonels.  Nobody  thought  of  rewarding? 
an  officer  to  get  rid  of  him  simply  be- 
cause he  h.ad  seen  service  in  the  civil 
war. 

It  is  hinted  that  the  Merriatn  bill  Is 
a  sort  of  feeler.

It  is  as?e^t|d  that  the  process  is  In 
violation  of'  tfie  %)iilt  if  not  the  letter 
Of  the  law  which  limits  the  maximum 
of  officers  on  the  active  lii't.  There  is 
no  statutory  limitation  upon  the  retired 
fist.  The  .pw>cess  is  singular  in  its 
effect.  With  only  one  vacancy  the 
president  cari  make  a  dozen  appoint- 
ments on  the]  active  list  if  the  officers 
can  be  found  who  will  agree  to  retire 
upon  promotion.  While  the  rosters  of 
brigadiers  and  ifjajor  generals  on  the 
active  lists  have  never  exceeded  the 
statutory  limits,  under  what  is  called  ' 
the  "hothouse"  process  of  retirement, 
the  unlimited  list  has  been  stuffed  with 
officers  of  those  grades.  Of  course 
every  vacan'^y  on  the  active  list  is  filled 
by  a  new  appointment. 


WORSE  THAN 
REPORTED 

Famine  Conditions  In  Old 

Country  Are  Simply 

Terrible. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  4.— Governor  Van  Sant 
yesterday  received  cable  advices  stating 
that  tlie  famine  conditions  in  Finland, 
Norway  and  Sweden  were  much  worse 
than  heretofore  reported  and  appealing 
for  assistance.  It  was  stated  that  the 
sufferers  would  have  to  be  aided  until 
after  the  next  crop  was  harvested,  as 
there  w;is  an  absolute  dearth  of  every- 
tliing.  The  cablegram  was  from  I'nited 
States  Consul  Bell,  and  stated  that  he 
had  just  returned  from  a  trip  througli 
the  famine  stricken  districts.  He  urged 
that  appeals  be  made  to  the  governors 
of  all  Western  states  to  raise  funds  for 
the  relief  of  the  sufterers.  The  governor 
made  a  further  urgent  appeal  to  th>!  peo- 
ple of  the  st.ate  tj  send  contrll>utions  to 
the  committed  he  lias  named  to  receive 
the  relief   funds.

Louis  Rocheleau.  Charlotte  Roche- 
leau,  D.  T.  Adams,  Mary  .-Vdains  and 
the  Adams  Security  company,  have  pe- 
titioned district  court  to  vacate  tne 
plats  of  the  property  described  as  block 
33  and  part  of  ^lock  44,  Portland  divi- 
sion, and  blocks  32  and  32%1  in  audit- 
ors rearrangement  of  part  of  Portland 
division,  of  which  property  the  peti- 
tioners claim  to  be  the  sole  owners. 

The  petitioners  represent  that  said

covering  the  same,  lL>y  which  it  can 
properly  be  described.  It  Is  claimed 
that  on  account  of  the  irregular  shape

and  of  which  he  says  he  is  as  innocent 
as  the  judge  before  whom  ne  was  tried. 

.\ftei-  twenty-two  hourv  deliberation  he 
was  acquitted  by  a  jury  Monday  evening. 
The  prosecuting  attorney  shook  hands 
with  each  juryman  and  sale  that  he  did 
not  believe  Mr.  Bask  guilty  either. 

"But  I  never  thought  1  would  be  tried 
for  murder."  said  the  big.  good-natured 
woodsman,  while  visiting  with  Chief  Troy- 
er  at  police  headijuarlers  this  morning.

Minneapolis.  Feb.  4.  — C.  A.  Smith  yes- 
terday received  the  following  cablegiam 
from  Mr.  Bell,  the  secretary  of  the  Am- 
erican legation  at  Stockholm,  which 
sliows  that  the  situation  in  the  famine- 
stricken  di.stricts  of  Scandinavia  has  not 
been  exaggerated  and  the  need  is  greater 
than  the  mo.st  pessimistic  reports  have 
indicated: 

•Stockholm.  Feb.  3.— I  have  just  re- 
turned froni  a  fortnights  traveling  in 
the  famine-stricken  district.  The  neetls 
are  much  greater  than  stated.  The  news- 
papers say  that  otHcial  relief  has  almost 
been  exhausted.  The  work  of  relief 
must  be  continued  until  ne.<t  harvest. 
Will  you  insert  an  apj>eal  in  the  W'e.st- 
ern  newspapers,  requesting  contributions 
in  nalura  collected  in  Minneapolis  and 
Chicago,  forwarded  to  New  York,  where 
the  governor,  Mr.  Bergstrom  or  Mr. 
Lulea  will  receive  them  through  the  com- 
missioner and  transmit  to  Sweden.  My 
heart  grieves  with  scenes  of  suffering  I 
have  seen." 

The  people  of  the  Northwest  havQ, 
been  unable  to  secure  authentic  informa- 
tion from  the  famine  dl.strlcts  and  a  few 
davs  ago  Mr.  Smith  cabled  the  T'niled 
States  minister.  W.  W.  Thomas,  for  In- 
formation. 

Mr.  Thomn.''  if  in  Egypt  and  MV.  Bell, 
the  secretary  of  the  legation,  was  ab- 
sent  on  a  tour  of  the  devastated   region. 

On  bis  return  to  Stockholm  he  cabled 
Mr.   Smith. 

From  the  tenor  of  his  me.s.sage  it  is 
evident  that  more  than  temporary  al- 
leviation of  the  distress  is  neces.sary  for 
the  secretary  says  the  people  will  have 
to  be  assisted  until  aller  ine  next  crop 
is   harve-sted.

Lake  Is  selling  at 
liJ  cgnts,  electrolytic  at  12%  and  casting 
at  I2V2  cents.  Consumers  have  bought 
heavily  on  the  advance,  and  at  this 
writing  there  is  very  little  copper 
ollered  at  13  cents  per  pound.  London 
quotations  ha\e  also  had  a  substantial 
advance.     Advices      from      that  center 

state  that  consumers  are  eager  and 
heavy  buyers;  and  also  that  speciila- 
tors,  long  bearish,  are  now  operating 
on  the  long  side  of  the  market.  Trade 
sentiment  is  extremely  hopeful. 

The  metal  market  is  doing  exactly 
what  it  is  natural  for  it  to  do  in  its 
present  condition.  Prices  are  advanc- 
ing because  lliere  is  a  very  large  con- 
sumptive demand,  and  no  lon.ger  any 
surplus  supply  of  metal  to  check  the 
upward  tendency  of  the  market.  There 
are  a  dozen  consumers  buying  copper 
now  at  these  prices  who.«!e  orders  have 
been  in  the  h:tnds  of  brokers  for  months 
past.  The  ywanted  to  huy  at  bottom 
prices,  were  disappointed  and  slowly 
raised  iheir  bids,  chasing  the  market 
as  it  advanced. 

The  claim  that  consumers  h.vve  con- 
siderable socks  of  metal  on  hand  can- 
not be  confirmed.  With  one  exception 
1  do  not  hear  of  a  consumer  ».  ho  has 
his  full  needs  supplied  for  more  than 
six  weeks  m  advance.  The  exception 
referred  to  is  a  manufacturing  cancern 
owned  principally  by  Amalgamated  in- 
siders. It  was.  learned  by  the  writer, 
several  weeks  -ago,  that  this  concern 
was  stocking  up  with  copper  for  sev- 
eral months  in  advance,  and  the  fact 
was  iiientioned  at  the  time  in  one  of 
tiiese  letters.  Several  consumers  are 
heard  from  who  have  recenly  bought 
copper  for  delivery  three  months 
ahead;  but  in  no  Instance  have  the  en- 
tire three  months'  needs  been  sup- 
plied. 

Some  one  who  remained  bearish  on 
copper  a  couple  of  months  too  long,  and 
wiio  even  now  talks  bearlshly  from 
time  to  time,  through  sheer  force  of 
long  established  habit,  has  unearthed  a 
statement  by  some  professor  of  ijome 
institute  or  university  that  the  con- 
sumption of  a  given  commodity  cannot 
increase  as  much  as  25  per  cenc  in  a 
single  year.  This  Is  taken  for  the 
basis  of  a  conclusion  that  all  the  cop- 
per surplus  of  a  year  ago  cannot  have 
gone  into  consumption  during  the  past 
year.  If  the  writer  referred  to  will 
investigate  the  metal  market  history 
he  will  soon  come  to  have  less  rOL-«pect 
for  the  theories  of  professional  >Ti?n  and 
more  regard  for  established  facta.  The 
increase  in  the  consumption  of  jdaii- 
num  year  by  year  from  1890  to  1900  will 
interest  him.  as  will  also  an  Investiga- 
tion of  the  growth  of  the  consumption 
of  alluminum  since  Its  price  was  re- 
duced. Even  a  study  of  the  increase 
In  the  consumption  of  Iron  during  th,^ 
past  three  or  four  years  will  tend  to 
demonstrate  that  all  theories  are  being 
trampled  under  foot  by  the  onward 
march  of  progress.  The  increase  in 
the  consumption  of  iron,  estimated  to 
have  been  25  per  cent  in  1900  and  iioie 
the  year  previous,  came  in  spite  of 
advances  of  from  50  per  cent  to  100  per 
cent  in  prices.  Last  year's  consumption 
of  copper  on  the  other  hand,  wa:* 
greatly  stimulated  by  a  35  per  cent  de- 
cline in  prices.  It  was  >  condition  to 
which  theories  do  not  apply. 

THE  COPPER  SITRPLCS. 

The  following  criticism  of  the  state- 
ment of  surplus  supplies  of  copi)er, 
given  In  last  week's  letter,  brings  out  a 
few  points  that  are  worth  noting  It 
comes  from  one  who  is  throughly  post- 
ed on  the  subject  of  which  he  \» rites: 
"I  am  greatly  imt)ressed  by  the  ligure.s 
presented  by  you  last  week,  which 
show  that  Int  surplus  co]>per  supplies 
of  a  year  ago  have  all  gone  into  con- 
sumption. Y'our  method  of  arriving  at 
the  facts  is  very  convincing.  I  think, 
however,  that  you  have  made  some 
minor  mistakes.  I  think  that  the 
Heinzp  companies  made  at  least  t»,000,- 
000  or  6,000,000  pounds  more  than  you 
credit  them  with.  1  set  their  produc- 
tion at  ."50,000,000  pounds.  Again  you 
evidently  figured  the  amount  of  lake 
copper  sold  by  the  United  States  Sell- 
ing comiiany  as  the  total  production  of 
the  Tamarack.  Osceola,  Isle  Royal- 
and  Arcadian  mines.  If  you  did  yoa 
figured  the  amount  nearly  lO.oOo.OOO 
pounds  too  high;  ]0,0OC',C00  being  the 
consumption  of  the  Tamarack-Osceol a 
Manufacturing  company  at  Dollar  Byi> . 
and  this  was  not  sold  by  the  United 
Metals  Selling  company,  but  purcha-^ed 
direct  from  the  producers.  You  have 
also  sot  the  ite:n  'miscelanenus  pro- 
duction and  imports'  much  too  low.  I 
think  that  at  least  100,000,000  pounds  of 
copper  were  sold  throu.gh  miscellaneous 
agencies. 

■  rpon  looking  back  over  my  letter, 
hov.-fever,  I  find  that  all  these  seeming 
mistakes  that  I  have  found  in  your  fig 
ures  would  tend  to  diminish  the  exist- 
iim-  sui)i)lies  of  copper  rather  than  to 
increase  thein.  Indeed  if  I  were  to  re- 
vise vour  figures  I  am  afraid  that  they 
would  show  that  there  is  less  than  no 
copper  at  all  in  the  market  today,  .-■o 
Instead  of  criticising  you  further  1  will 
congratulate  you  on  your  fairness  and 
conservatism.  Your  table  of  liguros 
c.mnot  be  set  aside  by  the  copper 
croakers.  Y'ours  is  a  statement  of  facts 
that  will  bear  investigation.  All  of  the 
rest  that  have  been  given  out  were 
siniplv  opinions,  est'mates,  guesse--,  and 
when  it  comes  to  gue.sslng  one  man's 
guess  is  :\s  pood  as  another's. 

So  far  as  the  writer  knows  no  one 
has  attempted  to  prove  that  the  figures 
presented  last  week  were  essentially 
wrong.  They  are  certainly  conllrme*! 
by,  and  in  turn  confirm  the  present 
strength  of  the  copper  metal  market. 
COPPER  SHARES. 

The  coppers  are  having  a  very 
healthy  advance.  Prices  have  arisen 
steadily  during  the  present  week,  and 
there  has  been  an  absence  of  manipula- 
tive operations.  To  all  appearances 
the  strongest  inlerests  in  copper 
been  buyers  of  stocks 
hard  T  to  conceal 
Traders    have    also 
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small  tax,  one-twentieth  of  1  per  cent 
I'er  year,  to  be  used  for  this  purpose, 
and  to  be  expended  by  a  commission  to 
consist  of  one  farmer,  one  civil  engineer 
not  more  than  two  of  the  commission 
and  one  from  some  other  walk  of  life, 
to  be  members  of  the  same  political 
party.'  The  money  is  to  be  distributed 
over  the  state,  and  the  commission  is  to 
o\  ersee  the  building  of  sample  roads  111 
various  sections,  as  models  for  the 
county  authorities  to  follow  in  futura 
read  construction. 

The  bill  was  received  rather  cooly  by 
the  joint  committee,  and  it  was  pretty 
badly  torn  to  pieces.  Finally  amend- 
ments got  so  thick  that  the  committee 
lost  track  of  them,  and  the  whole  mesa 
was  turned  over  to  a  sub-committee, 
which  is  to  draft  a  new  bill  based  on 
the  one  with  the  proposed  amend- 
ments whipped  Into  shape. 

The  bill  aroused  some  oppo.>iiion  on 
the  part  of  several  of  the  repiesenta- 
tives  from  farming  communities.  They 
appeared  to  think  that  it  was  in  the 
interests  of  the  cities,  and,  of  course,  if 
that  were  the      case      they      would    be 

against  it.

The  bill  introduced  by  Repreesntailve 
Minnette  of  Stearns  county,  providing 
for  changes  in  the  manner  of  holding 
the  legislature,  has  been  reported  for 
indelinite  postponement  by  the  commit- 
tee on  judiciary,  to  which  it  was  re- 
feircd.  The  bill  proposed  to  add  two 
years  to  the  terms  of  the  present  house 
members,  and  to  have  every  alternate 
session  limited  to  thirty  days  instead 
ol  ninety  days.  The  house  accepted  the 
report  of  the  committee,  so  the  bill  is 

probably  disposed  of  finally.

The  biennial  report  of  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Douglas  came  out  yesterday,  and 
in  it  he  presents  some  recommend- 
ations for  the  legislature.  He  sugge.'^ta 
that  the  laws  designed  to  prevent  rail- 
way mergers  be  broadened,  and  along 
this  line  he  Intimates  that  it  would  not 
be  a  bad  scheme  to  pass  a  law  pro- 
hibiting the  consolidations  of  the  stock 
of  parallel  and  competing  lines  in  the 
hands  of  a  third  i-orporation. 

He  also  suggests  that  laws  be  p.i.sKed 
providing  for  the  service  of  nrocesa 
upon  foreign  corporations-  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state  who  have  not  desig- 
nated an  agent  on  \v  hom  process  can  be 
served.  This  could  be  a<'complished, 
he  thinks,  by  amendment  of  chapter  69 
of  the  general  laws  of  1899. 

Another  suggestion  is  that  a  shorter 
statutory  form  of  drawing  warranty 
deeds  and  mortgages  be  made.  This 
he  figures  will  result  in  a  saving  ii-  re- 
cording fees,  besides  lessening  the  -on- 
sLantly  increasing  bulk  of  re<  ords  in 
the  offices  of  the  registers  of  deeds 
the  state. 

The  powers  of  the  state  board 
health,  he  b-dievos,  should  be  ve.^ted 
its  (hairman  when  the  board  Is  not 
session,  he  thinks,  and  the  Fame  rule 
could  apply  with  good  results  to  lOcal 
boards  of  health.  Better  still,  he  thinks 
would  be  the  abolition  of  the  local 
boards  and  the  consignment  of  their 
duties  into  the  hands  of  a  health  of- 
ficer. 

There  being  some  confusion  on  the 
question  of  allowing  postage  to  county 
officers,  he  believes  the  legislature 
should  make  the  line  clearer,  and  sug- 
gests that  giving  postage  allowances 
to  salaried  officers  only  would  be  a, 
satisfactory  :so!ution. 

The  supreme  court  having  held  that 
chapter  160,  of  the  laws  of  1S97,  plac- 
ing a  tax  upon  freight  and  equip- 
ment companies  at  a  Hat  rate  of  Z 
per  cent,  is  unconstitutional  because  It 
is  not  equal  taxation.  The  attorney 
general  suggests  that  the  law  be  .so 
an;euded  as  to  apply  a  rate  not  more 
than  the  avcerage  tax  nite  for  state 
and  local  purijoses  throughout  th« 
state.
